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This  ■/3»6//cfll/o;/  /s  merely  an  extension, 

to  other  countries,  of  the  cojnpilation  of  medical 
opinions  from  British  sources,  already  issued. 

Its  contents  confirm  and  emphasize  in  an  im- 
pressive manner,  the  opinions  of  the  many  erudite 
and  scholarly  members  of  the  British  section  of 
the  profession,  collated  in  the  companion  booklet. 
Such  a combined  mass  of  evidence  demands  most 
serious  attention,  if  indeed  it  be  not  a premonitory 
sign  of  a world-wide  Medical  revolt  against 
com piilsory  vaccination. 

Shall  learned  Professors  of  Hygiene,  of  Physi- 
ology, of  Pathology,  of  Epidemiology,  of  Bacteri- 
ology, of  Materia  Medica,  of  Statistics,  from  all 
over  the  ivorld,  shall  aged  and  ex perienced  Public 
Vaccinators,  Medical  Officers,  and  General  Prac- 
titioners denounce  the  rite  in  vain  ? Shall  the 
20th  Century  bind  itself  body  and  soul  to  the 
fictions  and  foulness  of  the  18th,  or  shall  we  cut 
adrift  filth  and  disease  and  steer  our  course  by 
the  chart  of  Hygiene?

“'I'wo  years  ago  tliere  was  a general  complaint 
among  medical  men  that  the  (yaccine)  virus  did 
not  take,  and  a clamour  was  raised  by  the  pro- 
fession for  (vaccine)  points  that  would  take,  d'he 
manufacturers  seem  to  have  yielded  to  this  pres- 
sure, and  sent  out  points  which  arc  active.  Last 
year  I was  offered  saniples  of  points  with  a ver- 
bal guarantee  that  every  one  woidd  work.  I tried 
one  of  them.  It  “took,”  but  oh,  what  an  arm! 
I had  to  console  the  poor  mother  with  the  usual 
subterfuge  that  it  was  a splendid  “take,”  that  her 
boy  surely  would  have  had  smallpox  if  he  had 
come  in  contact  with  it,  and  that  he  would  have 
had  it  badl}-. 
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'I'he  next  point  I tried  on  a man  who  was 
broken  out  with  smallpox,  I told  him  that  it 
would  modify  the  disease,  and  that  he  would  not 
have  it  so  severely.  He  had  only  a few  pimples 
on  him.  His  arm  also  became  very  sore.  I had 
to  tell  him  that  the  vaccination  drew  all  the 
poison  to  that  arm,  and  that  he  would  have  had 
a terrible  eruption  if  I had  not  vaccinated  him. 

Still  I was  not  satisfied.  I wanted  to  vacci- 
nate some  one  who  had  just  recovered  from  small- 
pox to  see  whether  it  would  take.  For  quite  a 
while  I could  not  find  anyone  foolish  enough  to 
let  me  try  the  experiment ; but  as  luck  would 
have  it,  I was  sent  to  a boarding  house  to  vacci- 
nate all  the  inmates,  for  thev  had  all  been  ex- 
posed.  The  first  one  who  came  up  to  me  had  had 
small  pox  about  six  months  before.  He  was  a 
little  gay  from  drink,  and  swaggeringly  bared  his 
arm,  saying : “ You  may  vaccinate  me  all  you 
please.”  I knew  him,  and  1 used  the  point  which 
I wanted  to  try.  After  I had  vaccinated  him  he 
began  to  make  fun  of  me,  saying  that  it  would 
never  “ take  ” on  him,  that  it  had  been  I who  had 
sent  him  to  the  hospital,  etc.  'flu's  man  de- 
veloped such  a horribly  sore  arm  that  I had  to  , 
dress  it  daily  for  five  weeks,  and  1 did  it  willingly, 
and  thank  my  lucky  star  to-day  that  1 got  out 
of  it  so  easily. 

Last  year  the  virus  took  altogether  too  well. 
Fully  one-fourth  developed  sepsis.  The  arms 
swelled  clear  to  the  elbow  ; yes,  clear  to  the 
wrist  joint,  with  high  fever  and  enlargement  of 
the  axillary  glands  ; pieces  of  flesh  as  big  as  a 
dollar  and  twice  as  thick  would  drop  right  out,.

leaving  ugly  suppurating  wounds,  which  to  heal 
took  from  six  weeks  to  three  months.  1 had  to 
dress  a little  girl’s  arm  for  15  weeks  before  it  got 
well.  This  is  not  vaccinia,  it  is  sepsis  pure  and 
simple,  and  such  a vaccination  does  not  protect 
against  smallpox  ; and  as  1 have  found  out  at 
60  Louis  Street,  where  three  children  developed 
smallpox  19  days  after  a seemingly  successful 
vaccination,  when  they  ought  to  have  been  so 
immune  that  inoculation  with  variolous  pus  itself 
should  not  have  produced  the  disease. 

To  top  the  climax  four  fatal  cases  of  tetanus 
developed  after  vaccination.  No  one  has  ever 
demonstrated  the  presence  of  tetanus  bacilli  in 
any  virus  of  any  make.  It  seems  to  be  a secon- 
dary infection.  But  no  one  can  doubt  that  there 
is  some  connection  between  tetanus  and  vacci- 
nation. The  vaccination  seems  to  prepare  the 
soil  for  the  tetanus  bacilli  by  causing  suppura- 
tion.” 

(The  above  confession  was  read  before  a medi- 
cal society  and  some  discussion  followed.  Dur- 
ing this  discussion  Dr.  Friedrich  said) : — 

A man  would  have  to  have  a heart  of  stone  if 
he  would  not  melt  at  the  sight  of  the  misery  it  pro- 
duces. Visit  a happy  family  withyour  Pandora  gift, 
and  make  your  appearance  at  the  same  house  two 
weeks  later,  and  you  will  be  horror-stricken  with 
the  change  that  has  taken  place.  Instead  of  a 
smile  they  will  receive  you  with  a curse.  The 
father  has  been  thrown  out  of  employment  on 
account  of  a sore  arm,  every  child  is  crying  with 
pain,  shrieking  as  soon  as  they  see  you  come,  the 
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mother  frantic  witli  fear  that  next  week  the  family 
is  going  to  starve,  that  some  child  may  lose  an 
arm  or  even  its  life,  and  you  stand  there  and 
witness  the  tears  and  cries  and  pains  and  misery 
of  which  you  have  been  the  cause.  The  man  who 
can  stand  all  that  is  no  man. 

Dr.  Rosewater  thinks  that  it  is  always  the 
parents’  or  children’s  fault  when  the  arm  becomes 
unduly  inflamed,  that  we  (mght  to  tell  the  mother 
that  she  did  not  keep  her  child  clean,  and  to  the 
child  that  it  scratched  the  sore  with  the  finger 
nails.  Doctor,  “ you  cannot  fool  all  the  people 
all  the  time.” 


A sigh  of  relief  went  over  the  city  when  I 
stopped  vaccination.  The  people  began  to  work 
in  harmony  with  us,  opened  their  houses  for  us 
to  disinfect  them,  gave  us  all  information  wanted, 
and  helped  us  in  every  way  conceivable.  It 
would  have  been  impossible  to  disinfect  whole 
districts  if  we  had  found  determined  resistance. 
We  had  to  gain  the  people’s  confidence  and  good- 
will.”— { Cleveland  Medical  Journal,  Fcbriiarv,1 902, 
pj.  77  to  89,  and  V.L  Sep.  1902.) 

A City  freed  from  Smallpox. 

“ It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
house-to-house  disinfection  freed  Cleveland  from 
smallpox.  Since  August  23rd,  1901,  to  this  very 
hour  of  writing,  (about  April  ist,  1902,)  not  a 
single  case  has  originated  in  this  city,  but  seven 
cases  were  imported.  The  disease  raged  here 
uninterruptedly  since  1898.  We  relied  upon 
vaccination  and  quarantine  as  the  most  effective 
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weapons  to  combat  it,  but  in  spite  of  all  our 
efforts  it  doubled  itself  every  year  and  was  in  a 
fair  way  of  repeating  the  record  of  last  year,  as 
in  I goo  we  had  993  cases,  and  from  January  ist, 
to  July  2ist,  igoi,  the  number  amounted  to  1,223. 
On  this  date  I was  called  to  take  charge  of  the 
health  office  with  seventeen  cases  in  hand.  I had 
been  in  the  city’s  employ  ever  since  1899  and  it 
had  fallen  to  my  lot  to  investigate  and  diagnose 
most  of  the  cases  of  smallpox  that  occurred  in 
Cleveland.  During  that  time  I observed  that, 
after  disinfection  with  formaldehyde  of  a house 
in  which  we  had  found  smallpox,  never  another 
case  could  be  traced  to  this  house.  On  the  other 
hand,  vaccination  has  given  us  many  untoward 
symptoms.  Frequently  it  did  not  ‘take’  at  all. 
One- fourth  of  all  cases  developed  sepsis  instead 
of  vaccini.  Some  arms  swelled  clean  down  to  the 
wrist  joint,  with  pieces  of  flesh  as  big  as  a silver 
dollar  and  twice  as  thick  dropping  right  out, 
leaving  an  ugly,  suppurating  wound,  which  to 
heal  took  in  many  cases  over  three  months. 
P'inally  four  cases  of  tetanus  developed  after  vac- 
cination, so  that  the  people  became  alarmed,  and 
rightly  so. 

I laid  these  facts  before  Mayor  Johnson  and 
projiosed  to  stop  vaccination  entirely,  and  instead 
of  it  disinfect  thoroughly  with  formaldehyde 
every  section  of  the  city  where  smallpox  had 
made  its  appearance  ; and  to  give  the  city  a gen- 
eral cleaning  up.  fl'he  Mayor  not  only  consented 
to  my  plan,  but  also  ga\'e  me  all  aid  needed.  I 
formed  two  squads  of  disinfectors,  preferring 
medical  students  for  the  work'.  lfa'"h  squad  con- 
sisted of  twentv  men.  with  a regular  sanitarv 
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patrolman  at  their  head,  and  each  man  was  pro- 
vided with  a formaldehyde  generator.  Thus 
equipped  they  started  out  to  disinfect  every  sec- 
tion of  the  city  where  the  disease  had  shown  its 
head,  and  every  house  in  this  section,  no  matter 
if  smallpox  had  been  within  or  not,  and  every 
room  nook  and  corner  of  the  house  ; special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  winter  clothes  that  had  been 
stored  away,  presumably  laden  with  germs.  It 
took  over  three  months  to  do  the  work,  but  the 
result  was  most  gratifying.  After  July  23rd, 
seven  more  cases  developed,  the  last  one  August 
23rd. 

As  a result  of  it,  Cleveland  is  now  free  from 
smallpox,  and  from  the  wca'st  infected  city,  it  has 
now  become  the  cleanest.” - - (Dr. Friedrich' s report: 
see  the  Vaccination  Superstition,  p.  7.,  Physical 
Culture  Publishing  Co.,  Spotswood,  N.J.)

and  by  German  authorities  (quoted  editorially  in 
the  British  Medical  Journal  of  July  5th,  1902,)  to 
the  effect  that  these  “ bacteriologically  sterile  ” 
stocks  so  boasted  are  just  the  ones  in  which  “nine- 
tenths  of  all  the  cases  of  intense  reaction  ” are 
found “ I^ure  Glycerine  added  to  vac- 

cine lymph  ” declared  Lord  Lister,  “ Kills  all 
adventitious  microbes,”  or  as  Dr.  S.  M.  Copeman 
terms  them  “extraneous  micro-organisms”  . . . . 
But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  specific  micro- 
organism, if  such  there  be,  of  vaccine  “lymph” 
has  not  been  discovered,  isolated  or  differentiated, 
and  is  therefore  only  hy])othetical,  the  use  of  these 
terms  (extraneous  and  adventitious)  by  Lister,

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How  Vaccination  saves  from  Smallpox. 

The  sad  case  of  May  O’Neill  (died  Jan.  5th, 
aged  13  years,  8 months,  16  days),  should  convey 
to  parents  and  guardians  a solemn  and  lasting 
warning  against  the  loathsome  and  fatal  practice 
of  inoculating  into  the  healthy  bodies  of  children 
the  effete  matter  from  sores  on  diseased  beasts. 
May  O’Neill  was  the  victim  of  the  revolting  rite 
called  vaccination.  Her  death  was  the  direct 
result  of  State  quackery,  or  official  blood-poison- 
ing. May  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Daniel  O’Neill,  of  703,  Lin  wood  avenue  (Niagara 
Falls).  Her  parents  are  robust,  healthy  people 
who  have  two  other  daughters  who  are  splendid 
specimens  of  rugged  health.  Neither  of  the  sis- 
ters has  ever  been  vaccinated.  May  had  never 
kmnvn  what  sickness  was  until  she  was  subjected 
to  the  vaccinator’s  lancet.  In  the  spring  of  igoi 
she  went  to  New  York  City  to  live  with  an  aunt 
and  attend  school.  She  was  sent  to  one  of  the 
public  schools,  where  it  was  learned  that  she  had 
never  been  waccinated,  as  her  parents  were  averse 
to  ha\'ing  any  of  their  children’s  bodies  piff luted 
with  the  poison  from  diseased  calves.  May  was 
sent  home  from  school  by  the  teacher  with  the 
warning  that  she  must  not  return  until  she  had 
been  successfully  vaccinated.  May’s  aunt,  who 
was  desirous  that  her  little  niece  should  avail 
herself  of  the  ]>rivi leges  of  the  jiublic  schools, 
very  imprudently  and  thoughtlessly  assumed  the 
grave  responsibility  of  jiermitting  May  to  be  sub- 
jected to  the  Jennerian  ordeal  without  the  know- 
ledge or  consent  of  her  jrarents. 
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I am  informed  by  Mrs.  O’Neill  that  this  bright 
and  healthy  child  of  ten  was  vaccinated  by  Dr. 
Seltzer  of  New  York.  Within  a few  days  an 
angry  running  sore  developed  at  the  site  of  the 
scarihcation.  Her  health  began  to  fail  and  she- 
was  sent  home  to  her  mother  for  care  and  treat- 
ment. Soon  running  sores  broke  out  on  different 
parts  of  her  body.  These  sores  extended  deep 
down  into  the  flesh,  penetrating  the  bones,  which 
w'ere  also  diseased,  and  required  constant  care  on 
the  part  of  the  mother.  May  soon  became  a 
hopeless  invalid,  pallid,  weak  and  emaciated. 
She  suffered  untold  agony  and  was  an  object  of 
sympathy  to  everybody  who  knew  her.  After 
more  than  three  years  of  intense  suffering,  her 
wasted  body  all  this  time  having  running  sores 
upon  it,  this  little  victim  of  State  quackery  was 
relieved  by  a merciful  death  and  her  shrivelled 
and  scarred  form  was  borne  to  the  cemetery.  At 
the  time  of  her  death  there  were  six  loathsome 
running  sores  on  her  emaciated  body. 

d'his  child  was  one  of  thousands  that  have  been 
sacrificed  to  the  barbarous  right  of  disseminating 
the  germs  of  disease  in  the  bodies  of  healthy 
children.  Cattle,  like  human  beings,  are  subject 
to  that  lingering  and  fatal  disease  called  tubercu- 
losis. May  O’Neill  had  been  inoculated  with 
tubercular  matter  from  a diseased  beast.  She 
developed  the  disease  in  its  most  revolting  type 
and  died  from  its  ravages  after  over  three  years, 
of  “ living  death.” 

* * Vaccination  causes  vastly  more  deaths 

in  children  than  does  smallpox,  which  it  is  sup- 
posed to  prevent.  'Fhe  Registrar  General  of 
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England,  in  one  of  his  official  reports,  said  this  : 
“ An  average  of  2,500  children  die  annually  in 
London  from  maladies  initiated  by  the  lancet  of 
the  vaccinator.” 

It  is  passing  strange  that  presumably  intelli- 
gent people  living  in  this  age  of  enlightenment 
will  supinely  submit  to  the  tyrannical  outrage  of 
compulsory  vaccination. 

V'accination  should  be  relegated  to  the  limbo 
of  other  exploded  medical  doctrines,  along  with 
smallpox  inoculation,  mercurial  salivation,  in- 
discriminite  bleeding  and  other  fatal  delusions 
into  which  the  medical  profession  has  stumbled.

The  right 
of  resistance  to  injustice  is  inherent  and  inalien- 
able   Injustice  does  not  become  just  or 

tolerant  because  it  has  been  countersigned  b}'  a 
majority  ....  The  individual’s  right  is  supreme. 
To  maintain  the  purity  and  integrity  of  his  own 
person  and  that  of  his  children  as  against  all 
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tlieory  and  practice  of  unsoup^lit  defilement  is  his 

■sacred  privilei^e  and  plain  duty I believe 

it  the  duty  of  every  good  man  and  woman  to 
despise  and  resist  all  laws  for  the  compulsory 
enforcement  of  vaccination." — (V.I.  42,  5,  04). 

“ ^'"accination  with  the  medical  faculty  is 
mainly  a monetary  question.  I shall  drive  this 
nail  home  at  every  ]>oint.  Money  is  the  bone 
and  sinew  of  the  practice.  Icvery  argument  em- 
ployecTby  the  profession  in  justification  of  vaccin- 
ation finds  its  real  inspiration  in  the  money  value 
of  the  observance.” — (Why  Doctors  Vaccinate.) 

“ 'Think  of  the  unparalelled  absurdity  of  deliber- 
ately infecting  the  organism  of  a healthy  child, 
in  this  era  of  sanitary  science  and  aseptic  surgery, 
with  poisonous  matter  obtained  from  a sore  on  a 
diseased  calf,  under  the  pretence  of  protecting 
this  victim  of  the  engrafted  disease  against  the 
contagion  of  another  disease  ! Can  inconsistency 
go  further  than  this  ? Inoculating  an  indeter- 
minite  lot  of  microbes  into  a healthy  organism 
under  aseptic  precautions  ! Just  think  of  it ! " — 
{Paper  read  before  the  Western  Xe-tv  York  Homceo- 
pathic  Medical  Society,  Bnffcdo,  iith  April,  1902.) 

In  conclusion,  I venture  to  think  that  I am 
warranted  in  maintaining  that  an  impartial  and 
comprehensive  study  of  vital  statistics,  gleaned 
from  every  reliable  source,  jjroves  that  the  exten- 
sion of  the  j)ractice  of  vaccination  cannot  be  shown 
to  have  any  logical  relation  to  the  diminution  of 
cases  of  smallpox. 

After  a careful  consideration  of  the  history  of 
vaccination  and  smallpox,  and  after  an  exi)erience 
<lerived  from  luax  ing  vacadnated  more  than  3,000 
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subjects,  I am  firmly  convinced  that  Edward  Jen- 
ner  saddled  a legacy  of  disease  and  death  upon 
the  human  race,  and  incidentally  made  ^150,000 
bv  the  transaction  ; 

That  the  practice  of  vaccination  has  been  the 
means  of  disseminating  some  of  the  most  fatal 
and  loathsome  diseases,  such  as  leprosy,  cancer, 
syphilis,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis  ; 

That  vaccination  is  not  only  useless,  but  posi- 
tively injurious  ; 

That  instead  of  protecting  its  subjects  from  the 
contagion  of  smallpox,  it  actually  renders  them 
more  susceptible  to  it  by  depressing  the  vital 
powers  and  diminishing  natural  resistance  ; 

That  vaccination  was  introduced  at  a time 
when  smallpox  was  a diminishing  factor,  and,  by 
checking  smallpox  inoculation,  withdrew  a fertile 
source  of  variolous  propagation  ; 

That  the  discontinuance  of  variolous  inocula- 
tion, therefore,  rather  than  the  practice  of  vaccin- 
ation, accounted  for  the  diminished  prevalence  of 
smallpox  during  the  first  three  decades  of  the  last 
century  ; 

That  previous  to  the  introduction  of  vaccina- 
tion, variolous  inoculation  was  unanimously 
believed  in  and  generally  practiced  by  the 
doctors  of  the  self-styled  “regular”  profession 
in  multiplying  smallpox  cases  by  spreading  the 
contagion  ; 

That  there  is  no  evidence  worthy  of  the  name 
on  record  to  piau'e  that  vaccination  either  pre- 
vents or  mitigates  smallpo.x  ; 
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'I'liat  many  thousands  of  liealthy  childen  have 
died  from  the  effects  of  vaccination  ; 

'I'hat  millions  of  \'accinated  people  have  died 
of  confluent  smallpox  while  having  the  plainest 
vaccine  scars  on  their  bodies  ; 

d'hat  smallpox  epidemics  invariably  attack 
the  vaccinated  first  ; 

'i'hat  smallpox  is  a filth-disease  which  ever 
follows  closely  upon  flagrant  violations  of  the 
laws  of  hygiene  and  sanitation  ; 

I'hat  the  occurences  of  all  the  great  ejiidemics 
of  smallpox  have  coincided  with  periods  of  sani- 
tary neglect ; 

That  cowpox  and  venereal  pox  have  much  in 
common  ; 

'I'hat  the  analogy  between  the  manifestations 
of  vaccine  and  those  of  syphilis  is  so  close  that 
several  of  the  most  eminent  pathologists  of  the 
world  regard  cowpox  as  a modified  form  of 
syphilis  ; 

'I'hat  the  conditions  set  up  by  vaccinia  is  often 
chronic  and  as  protean  in  its  manifestations  as 
is  syphilis  ; 

'I'liat  the  irlentity  of  cowpox  and  syphilis  was 
first  clearly  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Hubert  Boens- 
Boissan  in  1882  ; 

'I'hat  so-called  “spontaneous  cowpox”  is  a 
myth  ; 

'I'hat  cowpox  is  a disorder  not  natural  to  the 
cow  ; that  it  never  occurs  in  bulls  or  steers,  nor 
in  young  heifers  that  have  never  been  milked  ; 
that  it  is  a disease  of  milch  cows  which  has  been 
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communicated  to  them  from  sores  on  hands  of 
milkers  who  were  suffering  from  the  “ bad 
disease ; ” 

That  when  these  facts  are  fully  realized  by  the 
medical  profession  and  the  public  it  will  not 
take  long  to  put  an  end  to  the  crime  of  com- 
pulsory vaccination  ; 

That  the  community  that  has  sanitary  sur- 
roundings, a pure  water  supply,  wholesome  food, 
good  health  and  freedom  from  the  blood-poison- 
ing incident  to  vaccination,  need  have  no  more 
fear  of  smallpox  than  of  measles  ; 

That  Leicester  stands  out  clear  and  distinct 
above  all  the  other  cities  in  England,  both  as  a 
rebuke  to  the  vaccine  practice,  and  as  a testimony 
that  salvation  from  the  infection  of  zymotic  dis- 
eases lies  in  the  direction  of  sanitary  regulations 
and  hygienic  habits  of  life  ; 

'hhat  the  legitimate  function  of  the  true  physician 
is  not  to  propagate  disease,  but  to  veslore  Itealth 
and  prevent  disease  ; 

I'hat  the  attainment  of  health  is  the  great 
desideratum  ; 

That  a state  of  health  is  the  ideal  state  to  be 
sought  after  and  attained  ; 

That  no  man  can  be  truly  said  to  be  susceptible 
to  the  contagion  of  smallpox  or  to  that  of  any 
other  disease  so  long  as  he  is  in  a state  of  j)erfect 
health  ; 

'I'liat  such  a state  resists  and  repels  the  assaults 
of  all  morbific  inlluences  and  is  therefore  the  best 
protective  against  disease  ; 
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That  it  is  never  necessary  to  actually  set  up 
one  disease  in  a healthy  organism  to  protect 
against  another ; that  such  a procedure  is  an 
appalling  violation  of  the  basic  principles  of 
hygiene  and  sanitary  science  ; 

That  immunity  from  the  contagion  of  all  dis- 
eases is  to  be  realized  through  the  attainment  of 
health,  not  by  the  propagation  of  disease  ; 

That  the  performance  of  the  vaccine  operation,, 
in  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  violates  the  cardi- 
nal precepts  of  modern  aseptic  surgery,  the  aim 
of  which  is  to  exclude  from  the  economy  patho- 
genic bacteria  and  to  remove  the  products  of 
disease  from  the  organism,  and  never  to  introduce 
them  ; 

That  vaccination  has  utterly  failed  to  fulfil 
the  flattering  promises  made  for  it  by  Jenner  and 
his  followers  ; 

That  a portly  volume  could  be  filled  with  the 
records  of  these  failures  ; 

'I'hat  compulsory  vaccination  lias  been  abolished 
in  Switzerland  and  England,  while  laws  sanction- 
ing this  crime  still  disgrace  the  statute  books  of 
“ free  ” America  ; 

ddiat  compulsory  vaccination  ranks  with  human 
slavery  and  religious  persecution  as  one  of  the 
most  llagrant  outrages  upon  the  rights  of  the 
human  race  ; 

That  the  vaccine  operation,  which  consists  in 
abrading  the  epidermis  and  implanting  an  in- 
determinate lot  of  microbes  into  the  organism  of 
a healthy  person,  is  opposed  to  the  laws  of 
hygiene  and  to  all  the  teachings  of  modern  sur- 
gical ])ractice  ; 
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That  immunity  from  the  contagion  of  small- 
pox is  to  be  realized  through  the  attainment  of 
health,  not  by  the  propagation  of  disease ; 

'hhat  attention  to  hygiene  and  sanitation,  sup- 
plemented by  segregation  of  the  sick,  have  robbed

d'he  enlightenment  on  these  subjects  is  sure  to 
bring  the  conviction  that  the  propagation  of  dis- 
ease under  the  pretext  of  preventing  disease  has 
been  a malefaction,  instead  of  a benefaction  to  the 
human  race.

Dr.  C.  H.  .\llex— 

Cancer  caused  in  Young’  Girls  by  Vaccination. 

.Al  year  ago  last  February  a young  girl  living 
at  Pana,  111.,  was  vaccinated.  She  had  never 
been  sick  a day  in  her  life.  She  is  one  of  four 
sisters,  of  a healthy  father  and  mother,  both  liv- 
ing. She  was  vaccinated  in  the  first  week  in 
February,  in  order  to  complete  her  school  year. 
At  the  end  of  March  her  sister,  living  in  Chicago, 
called  me  to  see  her.  She  had  begun,  about  the  first 
of  March,  to  develop  a growdh  in  the  uterine 
region.  When  1 saw  her,  sixty  days  after  vacci- 
nation, the  uterus  appeared  to  be  about  the  size 
of  a six-months’  pregnancy  ; and  my  partner.  Dr. 
Fisher,  made  an  examination,  as  did  two  other 
surgeons,  but  they  could  not  detect  pregnancy. 
They  finally  decided  it  was  a fibroid,  and  she 
wms  operated  upon,  the  removal  being  a seven- 
and-one-half-poLind  tumour  of  the  uterus.  She 
recovered  after  several  severe  backsets  and  beine" 
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in  bed  six  weeks.  She  returned  to  the  hospital 
.again  with  the  abdomen  enormously  distended. 
The  abdomen  was  opened  again  and  a complete 
carcinomatous  condition  of  all  the  intestinal 
tract  existed  ; the  omentum,  perineum,  intestines, 
bladder  and  everything  completely  adhered  in 
the  cancerous  or  carcinematus  mass.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  original  tumour  was  made  and 
it  showed  the  peculiar  carcinomatous  cell.  That 
is  only  one  of  many  cases  that  have  come  under 
my  observation,  of  the  bad  effects  of  vaccination. 
This  was  traced  directly  to  the  vaccine.  * * * 
If  compulsory  vaccination  is  to  be  the  law, 
■soon  our  friends  of  the  other  school  are  going  to 
compel  us  to  do  compulsory  vaccination  for 
pneumonia,  for  cancer,  for  erysipelas,  for  yellow 
fever,  for  the  bubonic  plague,  for  scarlatina,  for 
tetanus  ; and  where  will  we  end  ? * * * 

Fortunately,  we  are  meeting  to-day,  June  20- 
25,  1904,  at  Niagara  Falls,  in  one  of  the  phenom- 
enal cities  of  the  United  States,  a city  of  30,000 
inhabitants,  in  which  for  twenty  years  they  have 
not  had  compulsory  vaccination.  In  the  last  five 
years  there  have  been  six  epidemics  of  smallpox 
here.  None  of  them  has  been  squelched  by  com- 
pulsory vaccination.  Vaccination  has  not  been 
resorted  to.  Patients  have  simply  been  isolated, 
the  patient  treated,  and  in  a few  weeks  the  whole 
thing  has  quieted  down,  and  that  is  the  end  of 
it. — -Dr.  H.  C.  Allen,  in  the  Transactions,  1904, 
.of  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy. — 
{Liberator,  February,  1905.) 

Dr.  J.  M.Peebles,  M.D.,  Battle  Creek. —

Dr.  C.  W.  Larison,  .M.D.,  Rin'gos,  X.J. — 

The  Vaccination  Inquirer  of  September,  1902, 
writes  as  follows  : — 

.4  bright  paper,  called  “ The  Medical  ITor/d,” 
is  published  in  POiiladclphia  once  a month.  Its 
editor  believes  in  vaccination,  and  in  May  last,  at 
the  footnote  of  a letter  by  Dr.  C.  IT.  Larison, 
Ringos,  Xeiv  Jersey,  describing  his  treatment  of 
certain  smallpox  cases,  including  his  otvn,  for  he 
took  the  disease  after  treating  a hcemorrhagic  case, 
this  editor  put  a note  expressing  the  opinion  that 
Dr.  Larison  had  been  wrong  in  not  re-vaccinating 
himself  and  vaccinating  and  re-vaccinating  his 
patients.  Mr.  Larison's  rejoinder  appeared  in 
the  June  number  of  “ The  Medical  World."  In 
apologising  to  his  readers  for  the  insertion  of  this 
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rejoinder,  the  editor  says  that  Dr.  Larison  seems  to 
be  a man  of  learning,  experience,  and  conscience. 
Such  testimony  to  Dr.  Larison’s  ivord  gives,  of' 
course,  added  importance  to  the  folUnving  letter  of 
that  gentleman,  ivhich  we  quote  from  “'The  AledicaL 
World  ” in  full : — 

Editor,  Medical  World. — I'lie  editorial  stric- 
tures upon  an  article  entitled,  “A  Personal 
‘Siege’  of  Smallpox,  in  your  May  number,  (p.. 
207),  necessitates  some  statements  of  facts  to 
place  in  proper  light  before  the  readers  of  The 
World,  the  author  of  that  article,  his  experience 
in  managing  previous  cases  of  smallpox,  his- 
attitude  towards  vaccination,  etc.  In  consequence 
I respectfully  submit  the  following: — 

d'he  deleterious  effects  of  vaccinia,  in  engender- 
ing as  sequel'cC,  morbific  processes,  when  not  com- 
plicated with  other  ailments  engrafted  therewith  ; 
the  ver_\'  numerous  diseases  other  than  vaccinia, 
implanted  by  vaccination  ; the  se\'erity  of  these 
imijlanted  and  often  incurable  diseases,  and  the 
numerous  deaths  I have  seen  to  result,  directly  or 
indirectly,  from  \'accination,  make  me  know  that 
the  practice  is  a dangerous  one,  and  one  which 
might  well  be  jiroscribetl  by  the  medical  profes- 
sion. ,\t  any  rate,  there  is  nothing  in  smallpox, 
dire  as  the  disease  is,  to  justify  so  horrible,  so 
filthy,  so  loathsome,  so  dangerous  a [iractice  as- 
I know  vaccination  to  be. 

During  the  forty  years  of  which  I have  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicane,  I have  acted 
as  a jihysician  to  live  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  one 
of  which — that  one  in  Lambertville,  in  the  winter 
of  1864  (through  a mistake,  this- date,  in  my  for- 
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mer  article,  was  given  1863  instead  of  1864)  — 
swelled  to  alarming  proportions.  Of  three  of 
these  outbreaks,  which  happened  at  intervals  of 
from  hve  to  ten  years,  each  involved  onl\'  the- 
family  in  which  it  occurred,  and  was  never  men- 
tioned outside  of  the  building  in  which  the  sick 
lay  ; and  the  last  one  would  nf)t  have  been  men- 
tioned outside  of  the  stricken  home,  had  not  the 
la\N'  then  required  that  every  case  of  smallpox  be 
reported  within  twelve  hours  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  ailment,  and  had  not  a death  occurred 
to  make  the  matter  public,  so  manageable  is  this 
ailment  when  all  concerned  are  determined  to 
suppress  the  spread  of  it.  In  the  four  outbreaks 
mamiged  entirely  by  myself  (numbering  twent)'- 
two  cases  in  all),  the  only  death  was  the  one 
reported  in  my  former  article.  Of  the  twenty- 
one  patients  surviving  the  ailment,  in  not  one 
was  there  a failure  to  make  good  recovery  ; in 
not  one  case  was  there  a trace  of  a sequela.  In 
the  epidemic  in  Lambertville,  in  which  I acted  a 
full  part  in  more  ways  than  one,  out  of  ninety- 
one  cases  attended  by  my  brother,  G.  H.  Larison, 
M.D.,  and  myself,  only  three  deaths  occurred. 
Nor  was  an\-  one  of  those  who  survived  afflicted 
with  sequelae  not  amenable  to  treatment. 

In  view  of  these  experiences  I feel  safe  in  say- 
ing that  the  mortality  in  smallpox  is  not  great  ; 
indeed,  there  is  no  (rther  dreaded  disease  in  which 
with  fair  treatment  of  patients,  the  death-rate 
is  so  low.  The  horror  of  this  disease  (and  no 
man  can  have  too  great  a horror  of  it,  no  man 
can  be  too  fearful  of  it,  no  man  can  be  too  care- 
ful in  guarding  against  the  contraction  of  it) 
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arises  from  the  filthiness,  the  loathsomeness,  the 
extreme  contagiousness,  and  the  disfiguring  effects 
of  it  in  some  cases.  In  every  one  of  these  points, 
smallpox  has  hardly  an  equal,  especially  in  neg- 
lected cases,  and  in  cases  not  properly  treated. 

But,  horrid  as  is  smallpox,  I do  not  feel  justi- 
fied in  practising,  in  the  hope  of  preventing  it, 
vaccination,  the  death-rate  of  which  is  often 
alarming,  and  the  sequelm  of  which  are  often,  if 
not  fatal,  incurable  diseases,  involving  the  vic- 
tim in  distress,  deformity,  weaknesses,  disfigure- 
ments, etc.,  of  which  I,  as  a physician,  am  not 
willing  to  be  a propagator.  While  during  an  ex- 
perience of  forty  years  in  the  practice  of  medicine, 
I have  seen  113  cases  of  smallpox,  of  which  only 
four  proved  fatal.  Did  space  in  your  valuable 
magazine  permit,  I could  cite  more  than  thirty 
cases  in  which  1 have  seen  death  result  from  vac- 
cination— the  last  of  which  occurred  last  autumn 
in  the  case  of  a boy  eight  years  old,  of  good 
physique,  born  of  strong,  healthy  parents  of  the 
higher  grade  of  society.  This  lad,  a New  Yoi'ker, 
under  the  care  of  a New  York  physician,  lingered 
a number  of  months  ; suffered  enormous  enlarge- 
ments of  many  of  the  glands  in  differents  parts  of 
the  body  ; underwent  in  one  of  the  hospitals  in 
the  city  of  New  York  surgical  operations  in  which 
were  removed  large  masses  of  diseased  tissue  from 
the  side  of  the  face,  from  the  neck,  and  elsewhere  ; 
was  then  treated  by  eminent  physicians  of  that 
city  ; was  sent  to  the  country  in  the  hope  that 
rural  environs,  good  water,  and  fresh  air  might 
prove  restorative.  But  all  was  in  vain  ; neither 
the  skill  of  the  surgeon,  nor  that  of  the  physician, 
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nor  yet  those  more  potent  powers  to  restore 
diseased  tissues — cheerful  rural  environs,  salu- 
brious air,  the  best  of  water  and  the  choicest  of 
food — proved  efficient  in  eradicating  that  disease 
which  resulted  from  vaccination.  When  first  I 
saw  him,  July  21,  he  was  carried  about  on  a cot 
or  in  a chai’r  ; by  the  middle  of  August  he  was 
able  to  walk  alone,  and  gave  some  hope  that  he 
might  continue  to  improve.  On  the  9th  of  Sep- 
tember he  returned  to  the  city,  and  upon  the  17th 
■of  the  same  month  he  died — of  a disease  caused 
by  vaccination.  And  who  is  responsible  for  his 
death  ? Had  I vaccinated  that  boy,  I should 
know  that  I had  been  the  operator  who  estab- 
lished that  train  of  ills  which  ended  in  his  death. 
Nor  could  I feel  that  ignorance  of  what  I was 
doing  in  the  work  of  vaccination  or  of  what 
might  follow  the  act  of  vaccination  could  one  mite 
lessen  the  enormity  of  the  crime  I had  commit- 
ted ; nor  would  the  plea  that  I trusted  that  no  ill 
disease  would  be  ingrafted  with  the  virus  I used, 
nor  any  malcondition  of  physiologic  processes 
be  established  by  the  zymotic  influence  of  the 
vaccine  virus  I inserted,  one  mite  quiet  the  an- 
guish of  heart  I should  suffer  in  knowing  that, 
willingly,  1 had  been  the  prime  mover  in  that 
■series  of  sequences  which  ended  in  his  death. 
My  reflections  wmuld  contain  the  facts  that  I 
knew  that  vaccination  is  blood  poisoning,  and 
that,  therefore,  it  is  a dangerous,  an  unwarrant- 
able, practice  ; that  the  results  of  blood  poison- 
ing no  physician  can  foresee ; the  course  it  will 
run,  no  one  can  foretell  ; the  devastation  of  the 
tissues  of  the  system  in  which  it  is  established, 
no  one  can  know  until  the  zymotic  entity  has 
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run  its  course — if,  indeed,  it  is  not  checked  in  its 
course,  as  often  happens,  by  the  death  of  its  vic- 
tim ; that  along  with  vaccine  virus  we  use  we 
often  inoculate  (and  no  one  knows  when  he  may 
do  it)  the  virus  of  other  diseases,  some  of  which 
are  more  destructive  to  health,  are  more  produc- 
tive of  suffering,  deformity,  and  death,  than  small- 
pox, which,  by  vaccination,  we  hope  to  prevent. 

Nor  am  I alone  in  my  experience  in  vaccinating 
and  in  attending  patients  sick  of  ailments  en- 
gendered by  the  practice  of  vaccination.  The 
history  of  vaccination,  so  far  as  that  history  has 
been  fairly  recorded,  teems  with  glaring,  alarming 
cases  corroborative  and  illustrative  of  this  state- 
ment. Indeed,  so  numerous  are  the  cases  in  which 
vaccination  is  the  initial  of  that  train  of  sequences 
which  end  in  death  of  the  vaccinated,  or  in  severe 
sickness,  or  in  lingering,  incurable  diseases,  that 
I feel  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  vaccination, 
during  the  years  during  which  it  has  been  in 
vogue,  has  been  the  cause  of  more  suffering  and 
of  more  deaths  than  smallpox  has  during  the  same 
period,  and,  I am  willing  to  state,  many  times 
more. 

In  my  mind,  so  well  established  is  this  fact  that 
for  several  years,  fifteen  at  the  least,  I have  vac- 
cinated only  one  person,  in  which  case  circum- 
stances compelled  vaccination  of  the  child,  whose 
mother  desired  me  to  be  the  vaccinator.  In  case 
any  of  my  clientele  wish  me  to  vaccinate  them  or 
their  children,  I tell  them  firmly,  but  in  mild 
terms,  deliberately  enunciated,  that  I do  not  vac- 
cinate ; that  vaccination  is  a process  of  poisoning 
the  blood  ; that  that  disease  wdiich  physicians 
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call  vaccinia  is  blood  poisoning  whicli,  in  some 
cases,  ends  in  death,  in  others  is  followed  by  dis- 
ease more  destructive  of  life  than  smallpox  itself, 
in  others  is  followed  by  incurable  diseases,  which 
while  not  dangerous,  are  sources  of  perpetual  an- 
noyance to  the  victims  who  incur  them.  That, 
in  the  act  of  vaccination,  along  with  the  vaccine 
virus,  are  often  implanted  the  germs  of  other  dis- 
eases, quite  as  productive  of  misery,  though  not 
of  the  .same  kind,  as  smallpox,  many  of  which  are 
not  only  incurable  but  also  transmissible  from 
parents  to  offspring,  to  the  end  (jf  the  race  ; that 
it  is  my  business  to  promote  the  health  of  my 
clients  ; to  cure  disease — not  to  cause  disease. 
In  consequence,  in  case  any  of  my  clients  wish  to 
be  vaccinated,  they  employ  other  physicians  to 
vaccinate  them. 

At  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  our  midst,  last 
winter,  many  asked  their  family  physicians  what 
they  might  better  do  to  guard  against  smallpox. 
\\’hat  other  physicians  of  our  village  advised  1 
know  not.  Not  one  of  those  who  asked  me  what 
to  do  was  advised  to  be  vaccinated  ; nor  was  anv 
of  them  advised  to  not  be  vaccinated  ; but  all 
were  emphatically  advised  to  keep  clean,  to  freely 
use  the  best  of  disinfectants,  to  keep  away  from 
those  suffering  smallpox  and  the  place  or  places 
in  which  that  ailment  might  be  active  or  the 
seeds  of  it  lurking.  To  each  were  plainly  made 
the  statements  that  vaccination  does  not  make 
immunity  of  smallpox  ; at  the  most,  it  only  modi- 
fies the  ailment  in  its  course  ; that  disinfectants, 
property  used,  and  germicides  so  used  as  to  en- 
\-iron  the  person  who  is  in  danger,  are  the  most

trustworthy  ; that  the  indi\  idual  who  is  suscep- 
tible of  smallpox  takes  it,  if  exposed  to  the  con- 
tagion, whether  vaccinated  or  not,  if  not  protec- 
tecl  by  germicides,  disinfectants,  etc.,  and  often- 
times even  then,  as  I had  seen  proven  in  several 
cases  which,  from  time  to  time,  had  occurred  in 
my  practice  ; that,  as  any  of  them  might  learn 
by  observing  the  suffering  which  awaited  many 
of  those  who  had  either  just  been,  or  else  would 
soon  be,  vaccinated,  vaccination  causes  a condi- 
tion of  the  system  and  initiates  a train  of  ills 
more  to  be  dreaded  than  any  smallpox  ever 
brings — even  when  smallpox  results  in  death.  Nor 
did  those  inquiring  long  wait  to  see  cases  which 
very  fully  illustrated  what  to  them  I had  stated. 
Of  those  vaccinated  before  I sickened  of  smallpox, 
there  were  those  who  were  still  confined  to  the 
house  when  I resumed  labour.  Some  of  these 
remained  sick  a number  of  weeks,  and  some  are 
not  yet  well.  Some  of  these,  and  many  who, 
exercising  better  judgment,  were  not  vaccinated, 
openly  and  emphatically  state  that,  in  the  event 
of  another  outbreak  of  smallpox,  they  will  risk 
the  incurrence  of  smallpox  rather  than  the  ills  of 
vaccination. 

Already  I am,  and  I am  informed  that  other 
physicians  are,  quite  busy  treating  cases  of  dis- 
ease which  are  the  results  of  vaccination  suffered 
since  the  ist  of  February.  Asthenic  condition  of 
the  lymphatic  glands,  scrofula,  eczema,  and  other 
illnesses  as  sequelae  to  the  disease  we  call  vac- 
cinia and  some  of  the  aiilments  the  germs  of  which 
are  inseparable  from  vaccine  virus,  are  now  en- 
riching the  fields  of  our  labour,  and  increasing 
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the  number  of  our  clients,  to  the  extent  that  I,  at 
any  rate,  am  busier  than  I have  been  during  the 
vernal  months  for  manv  vears. 

Ailments  the  gmrms  of  whicli  are  inseparable 
from  vaccine  virus,  I ha^'e  said  ; for  no  process 
has  yet  been  devised  by  which  vaccine  serum,  or 
the  matter  used  in  the  practice  of  vaccination, 
from  whatever  source  derived,  can  be  freed  from 
such  disease  germs  as  may  be  lurking  in  the 
animal  from  which  the  serum  or  matter  used  is 
taken.  While  vaccination  from  arm  to  arm  was 
practised,  many,  in  view  of  the  very  glaring  evi- 
dences of  the  transfer  of  the  disease  of  the  person 
developing  the  matter  used,  to  the  person  upon 
whom  the  virus  was  used,  sought  relief  from  this 
palpable,  wholesale  spreading  of  incurable  ail- 
ments which  ever  thereafter  a fliicted  their  clients 
and  worked  discredit  to  tliemselves,  bv  deriving 
from  bovine  sources  the  matter  to  be  used.  Some 
old  graybeards  who  read  these  lines  inav  recall 
that  from  1864  till  such  sources  furnished  most  of 
the  virus  used,  the  writer  of  this  article  was  a. 
most  ardent  worker  among  those  who  pushed  the 
reform  with  purse  as  well  as  with  hand  and  speech. 
.\nd,  in  this  movement,  vaccination  w£is  freed  of 
many  of  the  very  appalling  results  which  attended 
its  earlier  practice.  But,  have  not  the  bovine 
species  very  many,  if  not  most,  of  the  diseases, 
which  men  suffer  ? .And  are  they  not  just  as 
easily  transferred  from  l^ovine  animals  to  man  as 
they  are  from  man  to  man  ? What  better  is  a 
disease  engendered  by  matter  derived  from  a 
heifer  than  the  .same  disease  engendered  by  mat- 
ter derived  from  a child  ? Then,  in  deriving  the 
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matter  now  used  in  vaccination  from  a iieifer, 
what,  in  improving  the  practice  of  vaccination, 
have  we  done,  save  that,  possibly,  we  have  les- 
sened the  number  of  diseases  we  would  inoculate 
in  case  we  yet  used  the  matter  derived  from  a 
child  ? 

But,  did  we,  in  the  act  of  vaccination,  inocu- 
late only  vaccine  virus,  the  filthiness  of  the  prac- 
tice would  make  it  abominable  to  all  who  clearly 
see  w'hat  vaccination  really  is.  How-  anyone 
possessed  of  proper  notions  of  cleanliness  can  be 
walling  to  have  his  owm  blood  or  the  blood  of  his 
children  poisoned  wdth  putrid  matter  taken  from 
a suppurating  sore  upon  the  body  of  a heifer,  a 
chi  1(1 — in  short,  derived  from  any  source — 1 can- 
not see.  C.  W.  Larison.

Dr.  Edward  Morgan  Ripley’s  Case. — 

Dr,  Edward  Morgan  Ripley  has  practised  med- 
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icine  since  1871.  In  t^venty-six  of  his  thirty-one 
years  of  practice  he  has  refrained  from  vaccinating 
people,  believing  that  it  was  wrong,  almost  to  the 
point  of  being  criminal.  Me  has  made  a study  of 
the  dangers  from  vaccination,  as  well  as  the 
results  of  it,  and  he  has  strongly  advised  against 
it.  It  is  some  gratification  to  him  that  the  pro- 
vaccinators have  broken  away  from  Dr.  Jenner's 
belief  that  vaccination  would  absolutely  prevent 
smallpox,  and  Dr.  Ripley  believes  that  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  vaccination  will  be  prohib- 
ited by  law.  He  was  turned  against  vaccination 
by  an  experience  in  his  own  family.  He  used 
utmost  care  to  vaccinate  his  youngest  child,  a son, 
yet  the  baby  nearly  died  as  a result.  He  is  now 
twenty-three  years  old,  but  has  never  been  entirely 
well.  This  is  due.  Dr.  Ripley  declares,  to  vac- 
cination. His  son’s  case  led  him  to  make  the  in- 
vestigations that  made  him  a champion  of  anti- 
vaccination.  Dr.  Ripley  says  : “ Compulsory- 
vaccination  has  given  the  only  instance  in  history 
where  a man  must  submit  his  perfectly  well  child 
to  a surgical  operation  and  be  taxed  for  it.  Has 
that  ever  occurred  to  you  before  ? . . . . ddie  very 
nature  of  vaccine  virus  shows  its  danger.  It  is 
an  animal  poison  and  toxic  in  its  effect  under 
every  circumstance,  varying  in  its  intensity  and 
in  its  effect  according  to  the  resisting  power  of 
the  indic-idual ^^dry  should  a healthy  per- 

son be  compelled  to  submit  to  an  operation  that 
might  impair  his  health  or  cost  him  his  life  to 
prevent  a disease  that  may  never  occur  ? ” — (V.I.) 

Dr.  Ripley,  in  his  address  to  the  Medical  As- 
sociation, made  the  following  declarations : 
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“ Vaccination  will  produce  smallpox,  and  has 
done  so  in  numerous  instances  in  the  recent 
epidemic  throughout  the  States ; and  the  disease 
will  never  be  eradicated  until  vaccination  is 
abolished.” 

Speaking  of  the  reprehensible  course  of  the 
press  in  withholding  information  in  regard  to 
vaccination  where  mischief  ensued,  he  said  : 
“ This  cowardly  action  on  the  part  of  the  press 
and  medical  journals  is  presumptive  evidence  of 
the  inherent  weakness  of  the  vaccinators’  posi- 
tion.

vaccination,  points  almost  irrestibly  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  financial  element  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  outcry."  -( Health.) 

Dr.  R.  Swindurne  Clymer,  M.D. —

Dr.  Dobson,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Physiology,

Dr.  J.  Dobson,  Riverton. 

I'his  doctor  says  : — 

'I'he  necessity  for  the  State  Anti-Compulsory 
Vaccination  League  is  great  in  view  of  the  high- 
handed and  arbitrary  action  of  those  responsible 
for  the  enforcement  of  a useless  and  injurious 
practice  that  has  failed  in  every  ej)idemic  of 
smallpox  to  vindicate  the  claims  advanced  in  its 
behalf.  I say  this  advisedly  after  many  years’ 
observation  and  experience  with  smallpox  and 
vaccination.  No  nostrum  ever  invented  has  had 
such  endorsement  and  recognition  at  the  hands 
of  the  medical  })rofession  ; nor  has  any  practice 
been  so  much  the  subject  of  change  and  vacilla-

])o.v  comes  and  goes  after  dchng  its  work  about 
the  same  as  of  yore.  \"accination  is  of  all  other 
measures  the  most  empirical  and  irrational 
known  to  medical  art.  It  is  destitute  of  every 
element  of  scientihc  truth  ; but  its  practice  is 
prolific  of  injury  and  disaster  to  the  healthy  who 
foolishly  allow  themselves  or  those  depending 
upon  them  to  its  “ ghastly  risks.”  Imprudence, 
mendacity,  and  unscrupulous  methods  practised 
by  mis-called  boards  of  health — which  are  mere 
political  machines  that  live  and  fatten  on  the 
State  treasury — are  now  so  common  that  the 
“reports”  of  said  boards  no  longer  receive  any 
respect  or  consideration. 

“Scare”  is  their  stock  in  trade,  backed  by 
tyrannical  laws  that  are  antipodal  to  every  idea 
of  “liberty”  and  “freedom.”  ....  Vaccina- 
tion does  not  protect  from  smallpox,  except 
when  it  kills  its  victim  before  smallpox  gets  a 
chance  at  him.  \hiccination  does,  however,  kill 
many  well  })eo])le,  and  brings  ruin  and  misery  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  healthy  people.

“ First,  I believe  one  of  the  causes  of  the  rapid 
increase  in  cancer  to  be  tlie  introduction  into  the 
human  system  of  bovine  toxic  products,  as  in  vac- 
cination, the  use  of  anti-toxin,  and  the  like,  d'he 
human  family  attains  physiological  development 
at  the  age  of  23  to  25  years.  Bovine  develop- 
ment occurs  at  from  4 to  5 years.  Carcinoma  and 
■sarcoma  are  characterised  by  overgrowth  or  over- 
introduction of  cells.  In  general  the  human  race 
has  never  been  better  fed,  better  clothed,  or  bet- 
ter housed  than  at  the  present  moment.  Sanita- 
tion and  hygiene  are  at  a higher  state  of  develop- 
ment than'  ever  before.  Many  of  the  malignant 
diseases  of  human  kind  are  being  subdued,  and 
others  held  in  check.  Yet  cancer  goes  on  apace, 
increasing  with  lightning-like  rapidity.  Thus 
early  in  the  history  of  the  Rockfcllcr  Institute  it 
has  been  shown  that  there  exists  a striking  resem- 
blance between  the  cancer  and  the  vaccine  cell.  In 
my  individual  experience  a number  of  cases  of 
cancer  and  sarcoma  seem  to  have  been  directly 
traceable  to  vaccination  as  a cause.  The  number 
of  physicians  who  have  come  to  believe  there  is 
the  relationship  of  cause  and  effect  in  this  direc- 
tion is  greatly  inc'reasing,  and  I verily  believe 
there  should  be  the  most  painstaking  investiga- 
tion along  this  line.”

“ 1 am  most  anxious  to  study  both  sides  of  the 
question  of  vaccination,  and  I read  ex'erything  I 
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can  get  hold  of  on  both  sides.  I began  my  in- 
vestigations in  January,  1884.  Tp  till  that  date 
I had  accepted  vaccination  with  unquestioning 
belief  as  I had  been  taught  it,  but  in  a sleepy  sort 
■of  way  like  the  rest  of  the  profession,  both  as  to 
its  elhcac}- and  harmlessness.  In  December,  1893, 
a healthy  child,  ii  months  old,  was  vaccinated 
with  what  the  New  York  Board  of  Health  boast- 
ingly  styles  “pure  calf  lymph.”  I saw  that  healthy 
•child  of  perfectly  healthy  parents  take  sick  and 
pine,  gradually  getting  worse  and  worse,  and  in 
January,  1894,  ^ syphilis  unquestionably  de- 
velop itself  in  that  child.  The  parents  submitted 
themselves  and  children  for  examination,  and  in 
none  of  them  was  there  to  be  found  the  slightest 
trace  of  any  constitutional  disease,  in  fact  the 
entire  family,  including  grandparents,  uncles  and 
aunts,  presented  a a history  of  almost  unequalled 
health  and  vitality.  J'his  case  led  me  to  investi- 
gate : the  more  so  that  a few  weeks  subsequently, 
the  Health  (')fficer  of  the  Brooklyn  Board  of 
Health  instituted  a most  unlawful  and  infamous 
raid,  aided  by  the  police,  breaking  intf)  the  houses 
of  the  poor  at  night,  and  by  force,  vaccinating 
everbody  found  therein  ...  As  the  result  of  this 
raid,  not  less  than  six  people  were  killed,  mostly 
:sick  people  who  were  forcibly  vaccinated  against 
the  wish.es  both  of  themselves  and  of  their  friends, 

and  of  tlarse  who  were  nursing  them I 

devoted  my  entire  time  for  about  four  years  from 
this  date,  to  the  study  of  the  Pathology  of  - 
cination,  a studv  which  I am  sorry  to  say  is 
almost  wholly  neglected  by  the  profession  ; 
neither  do  I know  of  an}-  medical  school  whi(  h 
makes  any  attempt  to  teach  it.  J'he  result  at 
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which  I have  arrived  is  wholly  unfavourable  to 
vaccination.” — {Letter  dated  .July  7th,  i8g8,  see 
y.l.

r’ermit  me  to  offer  my  heartfelt  congratulations 
upon  the  splendid  victory  won  by  the  noble  band 
of  self-sacrificing  men  and  women  of  Enj^land, 
who  not  only  professed  their  “ faith " in  the* 
creed  of  anti-blood  [)oisoninjj^,  but  ])roved  their 
faith  bv  their  works. 

How^  ever  a people,  j)retendinij^  to  common

Xothing 
but  the  official  falsehoods  touching  either  vac- 
cination or  small[)ox  is  suffered  to  be  ])rinted. 
Several  severe  cases  of  sickness  c'onsequent  upon 
the  vaccination  of  the  recruits  on  their  being

mustered  into  the  army  of  the  U.S.  occurred,  but 
generally  the  press  failed  to  report  them  and  the 
officials  impudently  deny  them. 

The  opinion  has  been  expressed  by  some  stu- 
dents of  Pathology  that  the  terrible  sickness 
which  has  befallen  our  army  in  Cuba,  has  for  one 
of  its  causes  the  lowering  of  the  vitality  of  the 
recruits  by  vaccination,  which  was  almost  uni- 
versally inflicted  upon  them,  as  a preparation  (?) 
for  the  hardships  of  a campaign  in  a notoriously 
unhealthy  climate. 

I confess  that  I share  in  this  opinion.  Not  that 
vaccination  produced  directly  the  various  dis- 
eases which  have  afflicted  the  soldiers — but  that 
their  entire  systems  being  infected  and  their 
vitality  lowered  by  having  injected  into  their 
blood  the  putrefying  matter  of  a sore,  they 
thereby  became  ready  subjects  for  all  the  malari- 
ous influences  which  strong  vitality  is  needed  to 
resist. 

Our  army  consisted  of  the  very  flower  of 
.American  manhood,  as  evident  by  the  rejection 
of  97  per  cent,  of  those  who  offered  themselves  as 
recruits  at  the  enlistment  offices  opened  in  Phila- 
delphia and  New  York,  and  of  over  60  per  cent, 
of  the  volunteers,  all  of  whom  had  been  physi- 
cally and  mentally  examined  before  they  had 
been  jrermitted  to  join  their  several  regiments  in 
time  of  peace,  d'hese,  the  choicest  physical  types 
of  American  manhood,  in  the  flower  of  their  youth 
when  their  vitality  should  be  at  its  highest,  have 
been  unable  to  resist  the  influence  of  a malarious 
climate,  and  out  of  an  army  of  little  over  22,000 
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men,  if  it  ever  amounted  to  so  many,  over  3,000 
were  soon  in  hospital. 

The  most  disheartening  aspect  of  the  case  in 
this  country,  is  the  apatliy  of  the  people,  both  tO' 
the  questions  of  personal  right  of  mankind  in- 
volved in  the  making  of  vaccination  a State  rite, 
supported  by  a State  endowment,  and  forced 
upon  the  children  through  the  schools,  as  well  as. 
to  the  degeneration  of  the  race  which  it  has  pro- 
duced, and  is  continuing  to  produce  ; of  which 
the  rejection  of  97  per  cent,  of  the  men  applying 
to  enlist  is  an  evidence.  As  to  personal  rights 
and  true  freedom,  we  .\mericans  have  almost  lost 
the  very  idea  of  them,  no  matter  how  loudly  we 
mouth  the  noble  principles  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  Officials,  the  police,  and  others, 
are  permitted  to  commit  acts  of  atrocity  in  our 
large  cities,  which  in  England  or  Switzerland 
certainly,  and  perhaps  even  in  Germany,  would 
not  be  tolerated  for  a moment,  for  the  authorities 
themselves  would  punish  them,  knowing  that  to 
suffer  them  to  be  committed  with  impunity  would 
be  aj)t  to  bring  about  a revolution.  Yet  here  we 
witness  them  nearly  every  day,  and  scarce  a pro- 
test is  raised  ! 

Switzerland  and  England  to-day,  seem  to  be 
the  only  countries  where  freedom,  that  is — equal 
rights  for  all,  and  the  right  to  do  what  one  will, 
jH'ovided  one  does  not  infringe  upon  the  like 
right  of  another,  is  really  understood  and  par- 
tially practised  !

Dr.  S.  B.  Munn,  M.D.,  Waterbury,  Conn. — 

“ I was  brought  up  to  vaccinate,  and  did  it  in 
all  the  early  years  of  my  practice.  I believed  in 
vaccinating,  taking  what  the  professors  said  on 
the  subject  just  as  I took  what  they  taught  me 
on  other  subjects.  But  when  I saw  the  evil 
effects  of  my  own  work  there  came  a difference 
in  my  ideas  on  the  subject.  It  is  a great  thing  for 
a man  to  stop  and  look  at  the  effects  of  what  he 
does  sometimes.  Along  in  the  early  seventies  we 
had  some  smallpox  in  Waterbury,  and  I vacci- 
nated along  with  the  rest.  In  the  case  of  a girl 
named  Mh)rcester,  I sent  to  Boston  Highlands  for 
some  absolutely  pure  (as  they  claimed)  vaccine. 
I vaccinated  her  with  it.  Gangrene  set  in  almost 
at  once,  and  I had  one  of  the  times  of  my  life  in 
trying  to  sav'e  her.  I saved  her,  but  she  never 
saw  a well  day  from  that  time  until  she  died  two 
or  three  years  ago.  . . . Other  cases  I had  at- 
tended, and  when  there  came  the  case  of  Miss 
Worcester  I quit  vaccinating.  I had  seen  too 
much  of  what  I was  bringing  upon  the  victims  of 

it I went  at  once  at  the  work  of  gaining 

all  the  information  on  the  subject  that  I coukl 
get,  corresponded  with  various  men  in  Europe, 
Canada,  and  all  over  the  United  States.  I have 
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a great  collection  of  literature  on  the  subject. 

. . . . 1 maintain  and  am  prepared  to  prove  : 
First,  I'hat  vaccination  has  no  scientific  basis. 
Second,  d'hat  vaccination  never  did  cure,  nor  can 
it  prevent  or  mitigate  a case  of  smallpox.  Third, 
That  vaccinators  admit  that  they  do  not  know 
what  smallpox  is,  and  that  1 do  know  what  it  is. 

I challenge  them  to  meet  me  in  debate  on  these 
three  points.  The  challenge  hasn’t  been  taken 
up  as  yet.  . . . We  have  had  five  cases  of  lock- 
jaw this  season  from  vaccination There 

are  to-day  in  Waterbury  a number  of  cases  of 
frightful  disease  as  the  result  of  this  vaccination 
crusade.  ’ ’ — ( Vacc  in  at  ion  Inqii  irer. ) 

My  Own  Experience. 

During  the  earlier  years  of  my  residence  here 
in  Waterbury,  I observed  many  occurences  which 
then  astonished  me.  Some  of  them  were  in  con- 
nection with  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  1864. 
Two  boys,  brothers,  living  in  the  Town  Plot, 
were  x’accinated  bv  Dr.  Rockwell.  Thev  both 
were  seized  with  diphtheria  directly  afterward, 
and  one  of  them  died.  The  other  is  living  now. 

Two  girls  living  in  the  next  house  had  also 
been  vaccinated  the  same  day.  They  both  had 
scarlet  fever. 

On  Jewelry  street,  the  same  season,  two  young 
persons,  a brother  and  sister,  were  vaccinated. 
The  girl  developed  quick  consumption  and  died. 
The  boy  had  a malignant  disorder  of  an  extra- 
ordinary character.  His  nose  was  destroyed  by 
it,  and  the  sense  of  hearing  annihilated.  He  is 
still  alive,  and  unable  to  hear  a sound.  During 
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the  recent  smallpox  scare  his  employers  required 
liim  to  be  vaccinated  a^ain,  or  k)se  his  job. 
He  was  not  willing  to  re[)eat  his  former  experi- 
ence, lest  a worse  thing  should  ccnne  upon  him, 
and  so  was  turned  off.  He  has  been  without 
employment  now  for  weeks. 

d'homas  Painter,  li\ang  on  East  Main  Street, 
was  \'accinated  by  Dr.  Dougherty.  The  result 
was  malignant  erysipelas  and  death. 

.\n  experience  of  my  own,  several  years  later,, 
aroused  my  attention.  I had  procured  from  Dr. 
Martin  of  Ifoston,  a fresh  supply  of  “pure”  calf 
vaccine  matter.  With  this  I x'accinated  a young 
girl  of  twelve  years  old,  the  daughter  Mr.  Hollis 
\\'ooster.  She  was  in  excellent  health  and  physi- 
cal condition,  and  had  been  so  all  her  childhood. 
Her  arm  swelled,  defying  remedial  treatment  ; 
the  inflammation  ran  high  and  ended  in  gangrene. 
She  came  near  dying,  and  I had  all  that  I could 
d(;  to  save  her  life.  She  liA'ed  some  twenty-five 
years,  her  health  thus  wrecked,  and  her  life  a 
prolonged  j)eriod  of  bodily  suffering.  .She  haS’ 
been  dead  several  years. 

I now  resolved  to  investigate  the  whole  subject 
of  vaccination,  d'he  result  of  my  enquiries  and 
observations  showed  me  that  the  operation  wa.s 
always  one  of  risk  to  health  and  life.  It  con- 
sisted in  injecting  a poisonous  substance,  a pus 
or  virus  into  the  blood,  which  always  produced  a 
bodily  distemper,  and  was  liable  to  eventuate  in 
some  disorder  of  frightful  character,  d'hese 
zymotic  diseases  are  not  so  absolutely  distinct 
from  one  another  as  the  name  seems  to  imply  ; 
and  so  one  is  liable  to  intake  its  appearance 
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directly  from  another.  'I'hey  all  have  appeared 
as  a sequence  of  vaccinating. 

Nor  was  this  all.  I became  certain  that  there 
was  never  benefit  from  the  operation.  Vaccina- 
tion never  did,  never  will,  never  can  avert  or 
protect  from  smallpox. 

I have  challenged  argument,  have  offered  a re- 
ward to  whomsoever  would  prove  the  contrary, 
and  nobody  ventures  to  take  up  the  challenge. 

It  is  a significant  fact  that  the  most  eminent 
physicans  who  have  opposed  vaccination  were  . 
first  its  advocates,  till  they  perceived  its  evils,  i 
and  then  conscientiously  dropped  the  practice.  , 
Benjamin  W.  Richardson,  Edgar  Crookshank,  j 
Charles  Creighton,  J.  .1.  Garth  Wilkinson,  W.  J.  ‘ 
Collins,  cannot  be  classed  as  cranks. 

In  1882  there  was  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  here  ; 
in  Waterbury.  Physicians  refused  generally  to  | 
visit  the  patients.  Finally  I was  asked  and  went. 
Immediately  I was  appointed  on  the  City  Board 
of  Health.  One  day  one  of  my  colleagues  said 
to  me  : “ Doctor,  we  know  that  you  do  not  be- 
lieve in  vaccination.  Do  not  object  to  us  for 
vaccinating  ; it  is  our  harvest.” 

When  a physician  declares  that  he  has  vacci- 
nated for  a long  period  and  knew  no  harm  to 
come  of  it,  I would  not  believe  him  in  a case 
where  he  was  personally  interested. 

Since  my  experience  with  the  sad  case  that  I 
have  mentioned,  I have  never  vaccinated  any  one.

7'o  Frank  D.  Blue,  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  Secretary 
of  the  Anli-Vaccination  Society  of  America  : 

My  De.\r  Sir  : Yours  of  the  second  inst.  was- 
duly  received.  You  will  permit  me  to  answer 
you  in  an  open  letter. 

'I'he  '’AVaterbury  Ant i-Vaccinator,"  N09,.  1 and 
2,  was  published  by  me  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  the  facts  before  the  public.  The  conduc- 
tors of  the  several  newspapers  in  Waterbury  re- 
fused absolutely  to  publish  anything  that  might 
interfere  with  the  doings  of  our  Health  Board,  so’ 
called. 

An  .‘'tnti-V'accination  Society  has  beem  formed 
with  over  three  hundred  members,  and  has  held 
several  meetings,  which  were  well  attended.  B)e- 
sides  the  membership  which  has  been  obtained, 
there  has  been  a deep  feeling  aroused  adverse  tO' 
vaccination,  from  which  we  expect  much  in 
future.  Although  an  extensive  business  has  been 
done  in  vaccinating,  very  little  has  been  with  the 
voluntary  acquiescence  of  those  who  underwent 
the  operation.  It  has  been  coercion,  almost 
amounting  to  brutal  compulsion. 

Not  one  m ten  has  been  vaccinated  willingly. 

Of  course,  the  children,  being  helpless  and  un- 
protected, even  by  their  natural  guardians,  have 
been  vaccinated  with  little  excejition  or  discrim- 
ination. 'I'hey  are  excluded  from  school  if  not 
vaccinated,  and  are  liable  to  arrest  as  truants 
when  they  do  not  attend.  But  enough  has  occur- 
red of  trouble  to  make  parents  regret  their  weak 
com])l iance,  and  the  children  to  detest  and  exe- 
crate doctors. 
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Waterbury  has  had  its  turn  with  a “smallpox”’ 
scare.  'I'he  excitement  began  early  in  the  winter. 

A man  named  Dimond  had  an  eruption  and  was 
hustled  of  incontinently  to  the  pest-house.  lie  ; 
had  been  at  the  quarters  of  the  Salvation  Army, 
which  afforded  the  pretext  to  visit  the  place  and 
vaccinate,  perforce,  all  the  inmates.  (3ne  of  these, 
named  Coffey,  now  showed  evidence  of  illness  ; ; 

it  was  pronounced  smallpox,  and  he  was  taken  tO'  i 
the  pest-house  to  die.  From  this  time  there  was  i 
no  security  for  anybody  having  a solitary  pimple 
where  it  could  be  seen.  A statute  had  been 
stealthily  sneaked  through  the  Legislature  giving 
Boards  of  Health  arbitrary  jxiwer  in  the  matter 
of  vaccination,  and  that  power  the  local  officers 
here  threatened  to  execute  to  the  uttermost. 
Everything  that  could  be,  on  any  pretext,  declared 
to  be  smallpox,  was  so  declared,  and  the  individ- 
uals hurried  to  the  pest-house. 

Now  came  the  harvest  of  pox-peddling.  The 
Board  of  Health  issued  orders  for  general  vaccin- 
ation. I'he  school  children  were  the  first  victims: 
they  could  not  resist.  The  disgraceful  policy 
which  has  been  prosecuted  elsewhere,  the  coercing 
of  the  laboring  population,  was  also  adopted. 
The  heads  of  the  families  who  support  their 
children  by  their  work,  were  compelled  to  submit 
to  be  thus  poisoned  with  pox-virus,  or  suffer  the 
penalty  of  losing  the  opportunity  to  labor.  One 
man,  Albert  Roberson,  was  vaccinated  under  1 
such  conditions.  Blood-poisoning  was  the  result,  H 
with  lockjaw,  March  26th,  and  he  died  five  days  A 
afterward.  The  attending  physician  reported  the 
cause  of  death  as  “ Kidney  disease.”  Mrs.  Rober- 
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son,  in  a letter  to  the  Waterbury  American,  which 
it  refused  to  publish,  says  : 

“ 'I'he  doctor  gives  the  cause  as  kidney  disease, 
but  my  husband  died  from  blood-poisoning  and 
lockjaw,  and  the  doctor  so  admitted  to  me  per- 
sonally, while  making  out  the  certificate  of  death. 
I can  furnish  plenty  of  witnesses  who  can  testify 
to  the  truth  of  what  I say. 

“ My  husband  died  as  the  result  of  vaccination, 
and  no  mistake  about  it.” 

But  as  Jenner  directed,  vaccination  must  be 
screened  at  all  hazards,  and  so  the  physicians, 
health  officers,  and  others  interested,  resort  to 
even  bare- faced  falsehood.  A certificate  of  death, 
it  will  be  seen,  is  often  a patent  lie. 

The  conduct  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  of 
employers  in  this  enforcing  of  vaccination  upon 
helpless  and  unwilling  individuals,  show  that  a 
republican  or  a democrat,  in  name,  may  be  the 
worst  of  tyrants  in  fact. 

To  the  vaccinating  doctors  of  Waterbury,  this 
has  been  a period  of  extraordinary  good  fortune. 
They  have  availed  themselves  of  it  with  the  greed 
of  turkey  buzzards  for  a feast  of  the  foulest  rot- 
tenness. They  have  vaccinated  by  wholesale, 
generally  at  a dollar  a head,  and  they  allowed  no 
exemption  for  age,  sex  or  condition,  d'hey  “like 
reapers  descend  to  the  harvest  of  death.” 


The  Compulsory  Vaccination  Law,  existing  in 
this  and  other  States  marks  the  beginning  of  a 
period  of  Asiatic  despotism.  It  exists  only  in  dis- 
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regard  and  defiance  of  constitutional  safeguards 
of  liberty,  and  its  enforcement  is  an  act  of  vio- 
lence belonging  in  the  catagory  of  rape  and  the 
crime  of  Sodom,  d'he  virus,  which  is  employed, 
glycerinated,  or  what  not,  is  a pus  from  smallpox 
sores,  and  therefore,  while  vaccination  is  per- 
formed, visitations  of  smallpox  are  likely  to  take 
place  as  the  consequence.  J 

I have  this  to  say  in  conclusion  : ; 

If  anv  man  wishes  to  cut  his  own  throat  it  is 
his  affair  ; but  when  he  proposes  to  cut  mine  that 
is  my  affair.  Boards  of  Health  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

Smallpox  Scares. 

“ The  panics  which  are  set  agoing  in  different  | 
places  when  a case  of  smallpox  occurs  have  no  i 
rational  foundation,  ^^’hen  any  other  dreaded 
disease  appears  in  a place,  the  business  men  and  l 
medical  practitioners  endeavour  with  one  accord  ; 
to  keep  the  knowledge  of  this  fact  from  the  pub-  1 
lie,  for  fear  that  the  alarm  will  injure  the  pros-  , 
perity  of  the  community.  Asiatic  cholera  has  j 
broken  out  in  our  cities,  days  and  even  weeks  j 
before  the  Authorities  and  the  Newspapers  would  \ 
make  any  mention  of  the  fact.  M hen  we  have  ^ 
an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  fever.  Diphtheria,  Measles  ! 
or  any  other  eruptive  disease,  the  occurrence  is 
kept  as  quiet  as  possible.  But  let  a solitary  case 
of  smallpox  appear  and  the  Health  Officials  are 
up  in  arms,  and  the  newspapers,  with  a few  hon- 
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curable  exceptions,  are  aflame  with  headlines  to 
announce  the  fact.  This  is  the  way  “ Smallpox 
Scares  ” are  got  up.  We  seldom  or  never  have  a 
case  except  there  are  many  times  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  fever  and  other  diseases  of  the 
same  class.  But  this  fact  is  carefully  glazed  over 
and  all  the  stress  is  placed  on  the  solitary  occurring 
of  smallpox.  We  must  conceive  that  there  is 

some  purpose  in  this A “ smallpox  scare  ” 

is  little  else  than  a fraud  upon  the  community 
where  it  is  set  in  operation.  Smallpox  is  by  no 
means  a disease  that  is  attended  by  great  fatality 

Sydenham,  the  “ English  Hippocrates,” 

described  it  200  years  ago  (1688)  as  being  “in  itself 
a light  disorder.”  He  declared  the  truth  in  so 
many  words  “ If  no  mischief  is  done  by  physic- 
ian or  nurse,  it  is  the  lightest  and  safest  of  all 
diseases.”  The  stories  which  are  set  afloat  in 
regard  to  the  risks  of  contagion  are  gross  exag- 
gerations.” 

Vaccination  useless  as  a Preventive. 

“ The  claims  of  vaccination  have  never  been 
shown  by  any  scientific  body  to  be  sanctioned  by 
any  essential  law  or  principal  recognised  in  the 
medical  art.  The  chief,  and  in  fact,  the  only 
argument  has  been  the  citing  of  statistics.  These, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  epidemic  of  1901  in  London, 
have  been  more  or  less  perverted,  and  the  impor- 
tant facts  which  would  give  them  in  their  true 
light  have  been  carefully  kept  out  of  sight.  Any 
other  argument  has  been  met  by  stolid  silence. 
There  has  been  a purpose  evident  to  exclude  all 
fair  discussion  out  of  the  medical  and  public 
journals The  whole  history  of  vaccination 
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is  a record  of  preposterous  assumptions.  When 
Jenner  foisted  it  upon  the  English  public  he  as- 
serted that  it  was  an  infallible  preventive  of 

smallpox Vaccination  at  this 

very  time  is  destroying  more  lives  than  smallpox, 
yet  the  fact  is  suppressed  with  utmost  carefulness.

Epidemic  of  1885  in  Montreal. 

In  1883  Dr.  William  B.  Carpenter,  the  medical 
author  wrote : 

“ Vaccination  being  now  as  well  carried  out  in 
Montreal  by  its  officers  of  health  as  in  the  other 
great  cities  of  the  Dominion,  smallpox  has  now 
become  almost  entirely  extinct. 

In  March,  1885,  Dr.  Alexander  M.  Ross,  made 
a special  survey  of  the  “slums.”  He  found  1,730 
cess-pits  reeking  with  rottenness  and  unmention- 
able hlth  ; many  of  them  never  cleaned  for  years. 
The  whole  region  was  full  of  hlth  and  abomin- 
able smells  entered  one's  nostrils.  He  hurried 
to  warn  the  authorities,  but  was  denounced  as  a 
wild  alarmist.  No  pains  were  taken  to  clean 
up.  Smallpox  burst  forth  like  devastating  hre, 
but  the  sole  resort  was  to  vaccination.  Glowing 
head-lines  in  newspapers  helped  create  panic  ; 
doctors  had  the  city  government  virtually  in  ab- 
solute control.  They  vaccinated  over  100,000, 
realizing  over  $50,000  ; but  3,400  persons  mostly 
children  under  twelve  died  with  smallpox. 
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It  was  in  October,  after  1,600  had  perished  that 
a change  of  policy  was  made.  “When,”  says  Dr. 
Ross,  “when  vaccination  ceased,  and  isolation  was 
rigidly  enforced,  the  epidemic  rapidly  subsided.” 
Usually  as  cold  weather  approaches  smallpox  is 
more  liable  to  break  out.  “ I do  not  hesitate  to 
declare  it  as  my  solemn  opinion,”  says  Dr.  Ross, 
“that  there  ivoiild  have  been  no  smallpox  in 
Montreal,  if  the  authorities  had  discarded  vac- 
cination, and  placed  the  city  in  a thoroughly 
clean  and  defensive  condition  when  I called  them 
to  do  their  duty  in  March,  1885.” 

There  was  another  result  ; those  opposed  to 
vaccination  in  Montreal  became  more  numerous 
and  more  decided ; and  they  were  the  influential 
and  intelligent  inhabitants. 

Dr.  J.  Emery  Coderre,  of  Victoria  University, 
was  equally  forcible  in  his  utterances.  His  ex- 
amples showed  that  vaccination,  instead  of 
arresting  or  mitigating  smallpox,  either  itself 
disseminated  the  disease,  or  made  it  more  certain 
to  kill.  We  will  give  a few  examples  : 

The  six  children  of  Theophile  Leclaire,  60  St. 
Catherine  street,  were  all  vaccinated,  three  suc- 
cessfully and  three  without  success  ; the  first 
three  had  confluent  smallpox  badly,  and  the 
other  three  had  varioloid. 

Charles  Legace,  1027  St.  Charles  Borromee 
street,  an  employee  of  a corporation,  to  retain 
his  situation,  was  with  his  family  vaccinated  on 
the  20th  of  October  last,  and  ten  days  after  six 
of  his  children  took  smallpox. 
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Thomas  Parker,  an  employee  of  the  copora- 
tion,  took  the  smallpox  several  days  after  vacci- 
nation and  was  taken  to  the  smallpox  hospital. 

M.  Marois,  154  Plessis  street,  had  two  children 
vaccinated  ; both  took  smallpox  and  one  died. . 

Narcisse  Ritchot,  Logan  street,  had  four  chil- 
dren vaccinated ; all  of  them  took  malignant 
smallpox,  and  two  are  covered  with  ulcerations. 

Pierre  Mainville,  172  Ortlet  street,  had  his  one 
year  old  child  vaccinated,  it  died  15  days  after 
in  consequence  of  vaccination. 

Dr.  Coderre  gives  many  pages  of  these  reports. 
Smallpox  incubating  and  following  speedily  after 
vaccination,  indicates  either  that  smallpox  pus 
was  inoculated,  or  that  the  pus  had  been  little 
changed  in  character  by  the  calves’  bodies,  or 
that  the  vaccine  virus  had  no  effect. — [Watevbury 
Anti-vaccinator,  24th  May,  1902.) 

Anti -Vaccination  Successes. 

In  Holland,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Norway, 
and  Sweden,  no  soldier  is  now  compelled  to  be 
vaccinated.  Twenty  years  ago  the  furor  for  com- 
pulsory vaccination  was  at  its  height,  and  the 
Federal  Diet  of  Switzerland  enacted  a statute 
in  1882,  enforcing  the  operation  under  severe 
penalties.  Switzerland  is  the  freest  of  republics, 
and  her  people  have  the  power  to  require  acts  of 
legislation  to  be  submitted  to  a plebiscite  or  vote 
of  the  people.  The  demand  was  made  for  a 
referendum,  and  upon  the  vote  being  taken  every 
canton  but  one  gave  a large  majority  against 
the  obnoxious  measure. 
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Such  would  be  the  result,  we  venture  to  affirm, 
if  the  question  should  be  put  to  vote  in  any  coun- 
try" in  the  civilized  world.  It  would  be  the  case 
in  everv  State  of  the  American  Union.  In  Cali- 
fornia  two  years  ago  the  various  city  authorities 
attempted  to  enforce  the  vaccine  regulation  on 
the  helpless  children.  The  parents  were  generally 
alarmed.  At  Los  Angeles  an  Anti-Vaccination 
League  was  formed  and  the  matter  successfully 
contested.  At  San  Diego,  Dr.  James  M.  Peebles, 
single-handed,  engaged  in  opposition.  Words  are 
feeble  to  praise  the  man  as  he  deserves.  He 
fought  the  battle  in  the  press  and  in  public  dis- 
cussion, and  won.  His  book,  “ Vaccination  a 
Curse  and  Menace  to  Personal  Liberty,”  ought 
to  be  everywhere  where  people  read  and  think.  A 
bill  abolishing  compulsion  was  presented  to  the 
Legislature,  favorably  reported,  and  but  for  ad- 
journment of  the  Legislature,  it  would  have 
passed.  However,  compulsory  vaccination  is  not 
tolerated  in  California. 

There  are  several  other  States  in  the  West 
where  the  same  thing  can  be  truthfully  uttered. 
In  Utah,  action  has  been  more  decisive.  At  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  in  igoi  a bill  passed 
both  branches  abolishing  compulsory  vaccination 
outright.  It  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  and 
then  the  Legislature  passed  it  over  the  veto. 

I will  submit  also  the  several  additional  cases 
which  Dr.  George  A.  Faber  has  kindly  furnished  : 

“ During  our  recent  epidemic  of  smallpox  a 
large  number  of  the  factories,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  local  Board  of  Health,  made  a rule 
and  enforced  it,  that  all  their  employees  were  to 
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be  vaccinated  or  remain  at  home  for  a period  of 
three  weeks  or  longer,  as  the  Board  of  Health 
might  suggest.  Of  course,  the  great  number 
submitted  to  the  operation.  It  was  with  them, 
work  or  suffer  privation.  The  consequence  was 
an  army  of  individuals  with  sore  arms,  and  large 
numbers — men,  women  and  children — sick  abed 
from  the  constitutional  effects  of  the  virus  ; and 
likewise  many  well-defined  cases  of  blood-pois- 
oning, tetanus,  and  death. 

“ I.  Miss  C.,  aged  33,  working  in  one  of  the 
large  manufactories,  was  vaccinated  on  March 
19th,  by  a physician  employed  by  the  corporation. 
On  the  twenty-fifth  there  was  developed  inflam- 
mation of  a serious  character  through  the  entire 
arm.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  twenty-sixth  she 
had  a severe  chill,  which  lasted  half  an  hour, 
with  all  the  symptoms  of  pyaemia  : temperature 
103.  1 administered  aconite  and  veratrum  tinc- 

tures as  sedatives,  alternating  every  hour  with 
jMerrell’s  Echinacea  in  thirty-drop  doses. 

“ On  the  twenty-seventh  the  arm  was  a sight 
to  behold.  Traumatic  erysipelas  pervaded  it 
from  the  shoulder  to  the  hand,  accompanied  with 
a phagedenic  ulcer.  For  six  days  her  suffering 
was  intense.  I applied  a fifty  per  cent,  solution 
to  the  arm  and  wound  constantly  ; and  she  be- 
came able,  by  carrying  her  arm  in  a sling,  to 
perform  light  duties  at  the  manufactory.  At  the 
end  of  the  second  week  the  inflammation  had 
about  subsided;  but  on  the  thirtieth  of  April 
there  sloughed  out  a mass  of  gangrened  flesh, 
about  the  size  of  a silver  half-dollar,  and  the 
depth  of  five-eights  of  an  inch,  leaving  a very 
offensive  septic  wound. 
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“ 2.  Mr.  Frederick  S.,  aged  23,  was  vaccinated 
on  the  thirteenth  of  March,  and  became  unable  to 
work  after  the  nineteenth.  He  called  on  me  on 
the  twenty-third  with  traumatic  erysipelas  well 
developed.  The  arm  was  so  swollen  that  he  was 
not  able  to  bend  it  at  the  elbow.  The  point  of 
inoculation  had  developed  phagedaena,  with  the 
constitutional  symptoms  of  pyremia.  I treated 
him  with  tincture  of  aconite  and  veratrum,  alter- 
nating with  thirty-drop  doses  of  Echinacea  every 
two  hours.  A fifty  per  cent,  solution  of  Echinacea 
was  applied  over  the  ulcer,  and  the  arm  was 
treated  with  a solution  of  ammonium  chloride 
from  the  elbow  to  the  wrist.  In  ten  days  he  was 
able  to  attend  to  light  work  at  the  factory. 

“ 3.  Mr.  W.,  had  two  daughters,  aged  seven 
and  nine  years,  respectively.  Both  were  vaccin- 
ated on  the  twentieth  of  March.  I was  called  on 
the  thirtieth  to  attend  the  younger  of  the  children. 
She  had  developed  scarlatina  anginosa,  well  de- 
fined. Both  sisters  had  very  sore  arms,  but  the 
older  one  had  not  shown  the  other  form  of 
eruptive  disease. 

“ From  my  experience  and  observation,  1 am 
certain  in  relation  to  vaccination,  that  it  does 
not  render  individuals  immune,  or  mitigate  small- 
pox, but  that  it  does  cause  the  development  of 
other  forms  of  disease,  ruin  constitutions,  and 
destroy  life.” — {Waterbitry  Anti-vaccinator,  24th 
May,  igo2.) 

Cleveland  Freed  from  Smallpox. 

For  two  years  smallpox  raged  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  Vaccination  was  employed;  manufacturers 
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forced  it  on  their  employees,  and  School  officers 
on  the  children.  The  present  health  officer  set 
about  the  job  himself.  His  vaccinations  did 
“ take,”  and  that  terrifically.  Sore  arms  were  the 
result,  and  often  terrible  ulcerations.  One  man 
who  had  got  well  from  smallpox  six  months  be- 
fore, was  one  of  the  number.  He  developed  a 
horrible  septic  ulceration,  which  Dr.  Friedrich 
had  to  dress  daily  for  five  weeks. 

The  next  year  vaccination  was  again  set  in 
operation.  “ Fully  one-fourth  developed  sepsis,” 
he  tells  us.  “ The  arms  swelled  clear  to  the 
elbows  ; yes,  clear  to  the  wrist-joint,  with  high 
fever  and  enlargement  of  the  axillary  glands  : 
pieces  of  flesh  as  large  as  a dollar  and  twice  as 
thick  would  drop  right  out,  leaving  ugly  suppur- 
rating wounds,  which  to  heal,  took  from  six 
weeks  to  three  months.  I had  to  dress  a little 
girl’s  arm  for  fifteen  weeks  before  it  got  well. 
This  is  not  vaccinia  ; it  is  sepsis  pure  and  simple, 
and  such  a vaccination  does  not  protect  against 
smallpox,  as  I have  found  at  6o  Louis  street. 
Three  children  developed  smallpox  nineteen  days 
after  a seemingly  succe.ssful  vaccination,  when 
they  ought  to  have  been  so  immune  that  inocu- 
lation with  variolus  pus  itself  should  not  have 
produced  the  disease. 

“To  top  the  climax,  four  fatal  cases  of  tetanus 
developed  after  vaccination.  No  one  has  ever 
demonstrated  the  presence  of  tetanus  bacili  in 
any  virus  of  any  make.  It  seems  to  be  a sec- 
ondary infection.  But  no  one  can  doubt  that 
there  is  some  connection  between  tetanus  and 
vaccination.  The  vaccination  seems  to  prepare 
the  soil  for  the  tetanus  by  inducing  suppuration.” 
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Dr.  Martin  Friedrich  became  Health  Officer 
July  21,  1901.  He  is  a believer  in  the  efficacy  of 
vaccination.  But  the  rapid  increase  of  smallpox 
and  the  failure  to  arrest  it  by  that  procedure  re- 
solved him  to  try  the  better  expedient.  Laying 
the  case  before  the  Mayor,  Hon.  Tom  L.  Johnson, 
the  Mayor  replied  : “ Go  ahead  ; I will  uphold 
you.” 

On  July  29,  he  began  the  cleaning  up  of  Cleve- 
land. Yards,  barns  and  puddles  received  attention; 
nuisances  were  abated,  and  everything  cleaned 
that  needed  cleaning.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
smallpox  developed  most  frequently,  and  was 
hardest  to  eradicate  along  streets  which  had 
neither  sewer  nor  pavement.  This  matter  like- 
wise had  attention. 

The  Doctor  also  employed  formaldehyde  to 
disinfect  wherever  smallpox  had  been,  or  was 
suspected  of  being  liable.  He  adds  : 

“ In  1898  we  had  48  cases  ; the  next  year  475  ; 
the  following  993  ; and  from  January  i to  August 
23,  1901,  1,230.  On  this  last  date  the  last  case 
developed  in  Cleveland.  Eight  case  have  been 
imported  since.  We  had  seventeen  cases  on  hand 
and  seven  cases  more  developed  during  my 
administration. 

Smallpox  is  totally  exterminated  in  Cleveland. 
“ In  my  opinion,”  says  the  Doctor,  “ thorough 
investigation,  strict  quarantine  and  sanitary 
measures  came  in  for  a great  share  in  our  victory, 
but  the  death-blow  was  dealt  by  formaldehyde.” 

With  this  last  opinion  we  are  disposed  to 
differ.  Cleaning  did  a similar  work  in  Leicester, 
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Eng.,  a quarter  of  a century  ago  ; and  Montreal 
had  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in  1885,  which  was 
summarily  abated  when  the  authorities  gave  up 
vaccinating  and  cleansed  the  slums  of  the  city. 

In  regard  to  formaldehyde  and  other  chemicals 
used  as  disinfectants,  we  agree  with  the  English 
druggist’s  clerk,  who  was  called  on  to  tell  how 
disinfectants  annihilated  contagion.  He  ex- 
plained that  they  made  such  an  intolerable  stink 
that  all  the  doors  and  windows  had  to  be  opened 
to  get  it  out  ; and  so  the  air  came  in  and  made 
everyting  sweet  and  wholesome. 

At  an  expense  of  $90,000,  a visitation  of  small- 
pox of  two  years’  duration  was  brought  to  a 
standstill  in  Cleveland  in  four  weeks.  With  such 
a Mayor  and  such  a Health  officer  in  Waterbury 
we  could  clear  out  the  vaccination  fraud  and 
smallpox  with  it,  and  make  this  a model  city  for 
health  and  cleanliness. — (See  also  Appendix  to 
this  booklet.) 

Dr.  C.  S.  Carr,  Columbus,  (Ohio). — 

The  Editor  of  “ Medical  Talk  for  the  Home,” 
described  the  attitude  of  the  medical  profession 
in  the  United  States  towards  vaccination  as  a 
chaos  of  conflicting  views.  The  diversity  of 
opinion  as  to  the  lymph,  the  manner  of  commu- 
nicating it,  the  duration  of  its  power,  the  need  for 
compulsion,  and  the  excuses  for  vaccination  ac- 
cidents were  amusingly  set  forth.  Turning  from 
the  different  doctors  to  the  Health  Boards,  Dr. 
Carr  said  : — 

Thev  will  go  to  any  length  to  enforce  vaccina- 
tion. In  most  cities  they  have  assumed  to  close 
the  schools  to  the  unvaccinated,  although  they 
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have  not  a particle  of  authority  for  so  doing. 
These  health  boards  have  in  most  cities  and 
towns  a hovel  or  kennel  called  a pest-house. 
\\uthout  exception,  these  miserable  places  are  a 
disgrace  to  our  civilization.  They  are  in  the 
hands  of  doctors  who  have  no  private  practice, 
as  a rule,  and  the  details  of  the  care  of  the  sick 
are  left  in  nearly  every  instance  to  very  incompe- 
tent and  ignorant  people.  . . . 

As  to  the  attitude  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  towards  vaccination,  Dr.  Carr  says  : — 

The  extreme  lower  classes,  out  of  complete  in- 
difference, acquiesce  in  vaccination,  while  the 
extreme  upper  classes  by  overweening  confidence 
in  professional  opinion  also  give  ignorant  con- 
sent. But  the  great  middle  class,  which  consti- 
tutes the  brain  and  brawn  of  a bustling  nation, 
have  little  or  no  confidence  in  vaccination.  Many 
of  them  allow  themselves  to  be  brow-beaten, 
others  persuaded,  into  submitting  to  this  opera- 
tion  Less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  people 

are  in  a position  to  oppose  vaccination If 

the  real  innerness  of  any  single  ei)idemic  could  be 
shown  up  and  the  facts  given  of  every  case  inves- 
tigated, it  would  make  a book  which  would  con- 
tain much  damaging  evidence  against  vaccination. 
And  yet  the  expense  and  work  necessary  to  gather 
such  statistics  are  beyond  the  means  of  those  who 
are  making  scattered  and  feeble  efforts  to  light 
the  supporters  of  vaccination,  d'his,  I believe, 
will  gradually  grow  better.  'I'here  is  a large  un- 
organised constituency  ready  to  spring  to  the 
support  of  a proper  leader.  The  right  man  is  sure 
to  appear  sooner  or  later.  At  his  appearance  the 
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number  of  those  who  will  join  his  standard  will 
be  legion.  The  beginning  of  such  an  uprising 
will  undoubtedly  come  from  the  thorough  show- 
ing up  of  some  notable  epidemic.  As  it  is,  the 
authorities  do  not  care  to  know  the  truth.  They 
allow  the  health  officers,  who  are  hopelessly 
biassed  in  favour  of  vaccination,  to  gather  the 
statistics.  On  one  pretext  or  another  they  class 
everyone  who  has  smallpox  as  unvaccinated. 
Thus  they  are  piling  up  in  every  city  spurious 
statictics  intended  to  bolster  up  the  cause  of  vac- 
cinnation.  The  city  authorities  are  not  hunting 
for  trouble,  and  do  not  care  to  investigate  these 
statistics,  but  allow  the  irresponsible,  reckless 
health  boards  to  have  everything  their  own  way. 
\\'e  know  of  one  instance  in  which  a physician 
went  over  the  books  of  the  health  board  and 
copied  from  those  books  a long  list  of  names  of 
smallpox  victims  who  had  been  classed  as  unvac- 
cinated. After  having  by  personal  investigation 
ascertained  that  a large  number  of  these  people 
had  actually  been  vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated 
many  times,  he  took  the  results  of  the  investiga- 
tion to  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  read  them  before 
him,  merely  asking  that  something  be  done  to 
scrutinise  the  statistics  which  the  health  board 
had  gathered.  The  Mayor,  who  is  ex-officio 
president  of  the  health  board,  promised  to  give 
the  doctor  a hearing  before  the  health  board, 
stating  his  claims  and  presenting  his  case.  A 
hearing,  however,  was  never  given,  and  the  mat- 
ter dropped.  The  politics  of  the  situation  was 
too  strong  to  allow  such  an  investigation  to  take 
place.  This  instance  serves  to  illustrate  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  every  city.  No  political  party 
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would  be  benefited  by  an  investigation  of  this 
sort,  hence  it  will  not  be  made  by  the  officials. 
We  must  await  the  time  when  some  strong  indi- 
vidual shall  arise  who  has  the  means  and  the 
ability  to  take  up  one  of  these  investigations  and 
carry  it  to  the  finish. — Vaccination  Inquiry,  Dec. 
1903,  p.  169.

Protest  of  Twenty-one  Canadian  Doctors. 

“ The  following  important  document  signed,  it 
will  be  observed,  by  no  fewer  than  twenty-one 
doctors,  has  been  circulated  among  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Toronto,  and  the  Province  of  Ontario 
generally  ! — 

“ Toronto, 

December  ist,  1900. 

Dear  Sirs, 

Your  careful  and  unbiassed  consideration  of 
the  question  of  Vaccination  is  hereby  desired, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  stringent  measures  that 
are  enforced  in  cases  of  pupils  and  students  who 
wish  to  attend  our  public  schools. 

A very  large  proportion  of  the  ratepayers  of 
Ontario  are  opposed  to  having  their  children 
vaccinated,  owing  to  cases  of  serious  bodily 
injury,  and  sometimes  death,  that  have  resulted 
after  vaccination.  Even  the  most  carefully  pre- 
pared vaccine  produces  equally  grave  effects, 
though  not  in  quite  the  same  form. 

The  truant  by-law  is  strictly  enforced,  and 
thus  these  ratepayers,  parents  and  guardians,  are 
driven  to  the  alternative  of  becoming  liable  to  a 
fine  for  non-attendance  at  school  of  the  children 
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or  of  having  them  submit  to  an  operation  which 
they  conscientiously,  and  with  good  reason, 
believe  is  productive  of  great  harm  in  many 
cases,  while  not  proving  an  absolute  protection 
against  smallpox. 

The  injustice  of  such  legislation  will  appeal  to 
you  when  you  study  the  history  of  vaccination 
and  find  how  it  has  signally  failed  when  de- 
pended upon  as  the  chief  means  for  stamping  out 
or  abating  epidemics  of  smallpox. 

Briefly,  the  arguments  against  compulsory  vac- 
cination may  be  put  as  follows  : — 

1.  — The  source  from  which  the  vaccine  is 
derived  is  unknown,  (a)  It  may  be  modified 
smallpox  in  the  cow  ; (6)  it  may  be  cowpox  ; 
(c)  it  may  be  a product  of  a disease  known  as 
the  “ Grease  ” found  in  horses  and  transmitted 
accidentally  from  the  horse  to  the  cow  by  the 
hand  of  man.  In  that  recognised  standard  of 
authority,  “ Dunglison’s  Medical  Dictionary,” 
under  the  heading  Vaccinia  will  be  found  the 
following  words  : “ The  cowpox  is  a disease  of 
the  cow,  arising  spontaneously,  or  perhaps  from 
the  smallpox  contagion  of  man,  or  from  the 
matter  of  grease  in  horses  conveyed  by  the 
milker,  which,  if  transmitted  to  man  by  means  of 
inoculation  may  preserve  him  from  smallpox 
contagion.  The  ‘Grease’  is  regarded  by  some 
authorities  as  being  ‘venereal  disease’  in  the 
horse. 

2.  — An  animal  poison  retains  its  individuality 
for  an  indefinite  length  of  time  in  transmission 
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from  one  individual  to  another.  Hence  whatever 
vaccine  was  in  its  origin  it  still  remains  the  same. 

3.  — After  even  recent  vaccination  it  is  common 
for  persons  exposed  to  smallpox  to  contract  the 
disease,  and  for  some  of  them  to  die. 

4.  — Smallpox  is  now  a rare  disease  in  organ- 
ised communities,  not  so  much  because  of  vacci- 
nation as  because  of  improved  sanitation,  and 
the  careful  isolation  of  all  persons  who  have  been 
exposed  to  the  contagion. 

5.  — Evil  results  not  infrequently  follow  vacci- 
nation, in  some  cases  by  the  vaccine  being  con- 
taminated by  other  diseases,  in  other  cases  by 
arousing  in  an  individual  latent  diseases  which 
might  have  otherwise  remained  quiescent,  both 
of  which  results  are  frequently  difficult  or  even 
impossible  to  cure. 

6.  — It  being  easily  possible  to  completely  con- 
trol the  spread  of  smallpox  by  means  of  isolation, 
smallpox  being  now  a rare  disease,  vaccination 
being  fraught  with  danger  and  at  the  same  time 
being  of  doubtful  efficacy,  and  the  origin  of 
vaccine  being  unknown,  it  is  reasonable  and 
right  for  those  who  are  conscientiously  opposed 
to  the  practice  of  vaccination  to  ask  the  Legis- 
lature to  relieve  those  persons  from  all  compul- 
sion in  regard  to  vaccination. 

7.  — The  recent  act  of  the  British  Parliament 
in  modifying  their  former  stringent  measures  in 
regard  to  compulsory  vaccination  of  individuals, 
and  this  only  having  been  done  after  a very  full 
inquiry  by  a Royal  Commission,  may  be  regarded 
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as  a worthy  precedent  in  support  of  the  above 
views. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  your  careful  atten- 
tion to  this  subject,  and  that  the  literature  which 
will  be  sent  to  you  during  the  winter  months

them  died,  some  with  two  and  others  with  three 
vaccine  marks  upon  their  bodies.” — {The  Vacci- 
nation Superstition,  p,  16.  Physical  Culture 
Publishing  Co.,  Spotswood,  N.J.) 

Dr.  Richardson,  Toronto. — 

“ He  once  believed  in  vaccination  but  had  seen 
so  manv  ill  effects  from  the  use  of  vaccine  that 
after  looking  into  the  subject  he  had  changed  his 
mind.  In  Toronto  Junction  successful  vaccina- 
tion had  been  followed,  in  some  cases,  by  small-

“ The  idea  of  introducing  into  a healthy 
organism  the  virus  of  an  inflammatory  and 
dangerous  malady  in  order  to  keep  it  from  dis- 
ease which  does  not  exist  is  revolting  to  common 
sense.” — {The  Liberator,  August,  1905,  p.  76.) 

“ Indeed,  it  would  be  correct  to  say  that  where- 
ever  vaccination  has  been  most  practised,  there 
smallpox  has  had  most  victims ” 

“ Vaccination  is  so  often  followed  by  accidents, 
that  it  would  be  felt  as  intolerable  to  insist  upon 
its  performance.” 

“ Even  certificates  of  death  are  not  to  be 
trusted.  I saw  a child  suffering  from  smallpox 
subsequent  to  vaccination,  yet  the  certificate  of 
death  ran  as  follows ; — Death  from  smallpox. 
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Not  vaccinated.  The  beadle  of  Notre  Dame 
allowed  me  to  inspect  the  certificate.” — {Vaccina- 
tion Inquirer,  Vol.  5,  p.  135.) 

Dr.  D.  V.  Beacock,  Brockville,  Canada. — 

“ Why  should  a healthy  child,  perfect  from  the 
hands  of  its  creator,  be  compelled  by  law  to  have 
its  pure  blood  poisoned  with  rotten  glycerinated 
pus  from  the  festering  sore  of  a diseased  calf,  to 
prevent  it  taking  a possible,  but  altogether  im- 
probable disease — smallpox  ? I again  reiterate 
that  it  is  a libel  on  Providence.” — {Brockville  Re- 
corder, March  25th,  1901.)

Dr.  Robert  Hall  Bakewell,  M.D.,  M.R.C.S., 
formerly  Vaccinator  General  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Trinidad  ; Author  of 
“ Pathology  and  Treatment  of  Smallpox.” — 

“ I have  very  little  faith  in  vaccination  even  as 
modifying  the  disease,  and  none  at  all  as  a pro- 
tection in  virulent  epidemics.  Personally  I con- 
tracted smallpox  less  than  six  months  after  a 
most  severe  r'e-vaccination.”  — {Letter,  dated 
November  5th,  1890.) 

“ I fear  that  in  some  instances  wholesale  vac- 
cinations and  re-vaccinations  at  the  commence- 
ment of  an  epidemic  have  spread  smallpox 
among  those  who  remained  unvaccinated.  At 
least,  it  happened,  curiously  enough,  that  in  the 
best  vaccinated  districts  in  Trinidad  there  was 
the  most  smallpox.  One  gentlemen,  Mr.  Robert 
Knaggs,  reported  that  his  district  of  the  town 
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■was  so  well  vaccinated  in  the  house  to  house 
vaccination  'that  an  epidemic  is  impossible.  A few 
weeks  afterwards  he  had  to  resign  that  very  dis- 
trict because  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox 
was  so  very  large  that  he  was  unable  to  attend 
them.  A very  out-of-the-way  district,  in  a 
distant  part  of  the  Island,  was  entirely  free  from 
smallpox  until  an  energetic  vaccinator,  newly 
appointed,  vaccinated  upwards  of  a hundred  in 
the  course  of  three  or  four  weeks.  Smallpox  then 
broke  out.  Certainly,  smallpox  spread  with 
amazing  rapidity  in  Port  of  Spain  after  the 
house  to  house  vaccination  had  been  a short 
time  in  operation.  It  seems  clear  to  me  that  if 
you  vaccinate  five  or  six  people  in  a small  hut,  in 
five  or  six  places  each,  you  will  have  at  the  end 
of  a fortnight  a number  of  scabs  equal  to  a mild 
attack  of  discrete  smallpox,  and  that  an  unpro- 
tected person  living  in  such  a house  will  be 
liable  to  contract  smallpox  from  these  cases.  It 
is  very  doubtful  whether  the  lymph  in  Jenner’s 
time  was  very  much  more  protective  than  it  is 
now,  although  no  doubt  it  was  so  to  some  de- 
gree. For  his  experiments  of  inoculating  persons 
with  smalljDox  after  vaccination,  though  they 
prove  the  efficacy  of  his  vaccine,  do  not  prove 
that  it  would  stand  the  test  to  which  it  is  sub- 
jected now.  Did  Jenner  ever  vaccinate  an  infant 
three  months  old,  and  then  inoculate  it  success- 
fully 20  or  30  years  afterwards  ? Vaccination  of 
adults  will,  we  may  fairly  suppose,  prove  much 
more  likely  to  protect  them  for  life  than  vaccination 
of  infants.  Re-vaccination  should  be  cautiously 
advised  in  epidemic  times.  Very  serious  results 
have  occurred  from  incautious  vaccination.  I 
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see  no  use  in  frequent  re-vaccination.  I would 
much  rather  have  a mild  attack  of  smallpox  like 
the  one  1 had  after  re-vaccination,  than  be  re- 
vaccinated again.” — (Pathology  and  Treatment  of 
Smallpox ; see  Transactions  of  the  Makuna  Vac- 
cination Inquiry,  Part  I.,  p.  64.) 

Dr.  T.  Sinclair  Browne,  Medical  Officer  of  St. 
Michael  No.  2 District  of  Bridgetown,  Bar- 
bados.— 

“ As  regards  vaccination  I cannot  say  that  I 
saw  any  evidence  of  its  preventing  the  disease. 
Vaccinated  cases  usually  had  the  disease  mildly, 
but  I also  saw  several  cases  who  were  un vacci- 
nated have  the  disease  very  mildly  too.  I am  a 
believer  in  the  efficacy  of  vaccination  and  was 
very  disappointed  at  not  being  able  to  verify  for 
myself  the  efficacy  of  it  in  preventing  and  modi- 
fying the  disease  of  smallpox.” — (Barbados  Agri- 
cultural Reporter,  August  28th,  1903  ; see  Vacci- 
nation Inquirer,  October,  1903,  p.  130.) 

Dr.  C.  W.  St.  John,  M.D.—

We  take  the  following  letter  from  the  “Agri- 
cultural Reporter  ” (Barbados)  of  November  8th. 
It  is  from  a physician  who,  it  will  be  observed, 
states  that  he  has  been  attending  smallpox  cases 
without  being  vaccinated  : — 

To  THE  Editor  of  the  “ Reporter.” 

Sir, — I have  been  informed  that  the  Govern- 
ment intend  to  introduce  a Bill  into  the  House

of  Assembly  on  Tuesday  next,  making  vaccina- 
tion compulsory  for  both  children  and  adults.  As 
one  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  compulsory 
vaccination,  I propose  to  state  the  grounds  of  my 
objections. 

In  the  first  place  I and  those  who  think  with 
me  in  this  matter  have  every  right  to  object  to 
the  insertion  into  our  bodies  of  disease  matter 
or  pus,  from  whatever  source  it  may  be  derived, 
as  experience  has  shown  that  many  loathsome 
diseases  have  been  communicated  by  vaccination, 
even  with  cow  lymph.  Without  enquiry  into 
the  experience  of  other  physicians,  I have  had, 
within  the  last  six  weeks,  under  my  care,  cases 
of  inflammation  of  the  lymphatic  glands  of  the 
leg,  acute  skin  diseases,  glandular  swellings  of 
the  neck,  ulcerated  throats,  and  even  a case  of 
diphtheria,  every  one  of  which  occurred  within 
14  days  of  vaccination,  and  before  the  vaccina- 
tion pustules  were  healed.  All  of  these  occurred 
in  healthy  well-nourished  individuals,  so  we  may 
imagine  the  effect  in  our  poorly  nourished  and 
half-starving  peasantry,  whose  sufferings  on  this 
score  we  shall  hardly  hear  about,  as  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  vaccination  faddists  to  suppress  the 
facts. 

Again,  it  is  well  that  the  public  should  under- 
stand that  there  are  other  means  of  protection 
against  smallpox  besides  vaccination,  which 
possesses  no  monopoly  of  protective  power. 
Homoeopathypossesses  means  of  protection  against 
all  infectious  diseases,  and  the  members  of  the 
other  School,  who  know  nothing  of  these  measures, 
because  they  never  read  homoeopathic  literature. 
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are  not  in  a position  to  refute  the  arguments  or 
the  practice  of  those  homoeopathic  physicians, 
who,  like  myself  during  the  present  epidemic, 
have  been  able  to  protect  large  numbers  of  the 
public  without  resort  to  vaccination.  I have 
reason  to  know  that  among  the  profession  in  this 
island  there  are  some  who  are  not  in  favour  of 
vaccination,  but  fear  of  official  displeasure  and 
denunciation  of  their  professional  brethren  pre- 
vent them  from  openly  stating  their  objections. 

The  continuous  vaccinations  that  have  been 
going  on  in  Europe  and  America  have  not  served 
to  prevent  smallpox,  and  the  medical  profession 
may  be  sure  that  it  will  continue  to  exist  until 
they  have  adopted  means  of  cure  which  also 
serve  as  preventatives,  by  abolishing  the  crude 
and  unscientific  line  of  attack  they  now  make 
upon  the  disease. 

I suspect  I am  the  only  physician  in  the  island 
who  has  been  attending  smallpox  cases  without 
being  vaccinated  or  having  my  family  vacci- 
nated ; and  this  is  all  the  more  significant  because 
one  hears  of  a great  deal  of  fear  and  trembling 
of  smallpox  in  the  medical  camp,  some  getting 
vaccinated  two  or  three  times,  and  even  recom- 
mending a repetition  of  the  practice  every  two 
or  three  months  to  their  more  confidential 
patrons. 

This  shows  but  little  faith  in  a practice  which, 
to  the  extent  of  fine  and  imprisonment,  they 
would  force,  with  the  aid  of  ofiicial  patronage, 
upon  an  unwilling  public. 

As  this  is  a matter  which  concerns  one’s  health 
upon  which  every  man  should  be  free  to  exercise 
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his  own  judgment,  I trust  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  will  not  pass  the  proposed 
Bill,  but  will  rest  satisfied  with  having  placed 
facilities  in  the  way  of  those  who  care  for 
vaccination,  in  the  Voluntary  Vaccination  Act 
passed  some  time  ago. — I am,  sir,  yours  faithfully

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Dr.  Kerr,  Medical  Officer  for  Cape  Coast. — 

“ The  oldest  inhabitant  cannot  remember 
smallpox  being  absent  from  Cape  Coast  before, 
and  there  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt  that  this 
is  due  to  the  sanitary  work  carried  out  lately  in 
the  town.” — {Vaccination  Inquirer,  1904,  p.  30.) 
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Mrs.  Henry  Fawcett,  LL.D. — 

“ New  South  Wales  is  practically  an  unvac- 
cinated community,  and  it  is  also  one  where  small- 
pox has  been  literally  stamped  out  by  vigorous 
measures  of  isolation.  The  President  of  the 
Board  of  Health  of  Sydney,  Dr.  McLaurin,  a 
strong  believer  in  the  value  of  vaccination,  is  able 
to  boast  that,  without  vaccination,  the  absolute 
extinction  of  smallpox  has  been  accomplished  in 
the  colony.  He  states  that,  although  he  favours 
vaccination,  and  “ respects  it  highly  ” he  does 
not  consider  it  “ a sufficiently  absolute  protection 
against  smallpox  to  bring  about  the  absolute  ex- 
tinction of  the  disease,”  and  he  adds  that  in  his 
opinion  the  only  way  in  which  you  can  absolutely 
control  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  is  by  notification 
and  isolation.” — (The  Vaccination  Act  of  1898. 
p.  21). 


BRAZIL. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Leal,  Brazil. — 

Dr.  Joaquim  Bagueira  Leal,  a Surgeon-Major 
of  the  Brazilian  “Army,  sent  a most  interesting 
letter  to  Mr.  Gane  in  French.  The  following 
translation  has  been  prepared  for  our  readers  : — 

33,  Rua  do  Carmo,  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
October  loth,  1903. 

Sir, — There  is  not  in  this  country  any  special 
organisation  against  vaccination,  but  the  ideas 
of  the  anti-vaccinists  have  already,  though  quite 
recently,  obtained  a hold  of  our  finest  minds. 
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We  have  among  us  a militant  opinion  fighting 
for  complete  mental  freedom,  and  in  that  sense 
opposed  to  the  imposition  on  the  citizens  of  any 
sort  of  medical  dogma.  I'his  opinion  has  arisen 
and  flourished  in  consequence  of  the  teachings 
of  “ I’Apostolat  Positiviste  du  Bresil,”  organised 
in  1 88 1 by  M.  Miguel  Lemos,  to  propagate  the 
religion  of  humanity,  founded  by  Auguste  Comte. 
The  foundation  principle  of  the  social  organisa- 
tion, according  to  its  doctrine,  is  the  complete 
separation  of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  powers, 
the  temporal  powers  being  the  Government 
properly  so  called,  and  the  spiritual  those  consti- 
tuted by  priests  and  ministers  of  religion ; 
journalists,  doctors,  scientists,  moral  philoso- 
phers, in  fact  all  those  who  concern  themselves 
with  doctrine,  religious,  scientific,  or  political. 
To  the  first  belong  exclusively  the  maintenance 
of  order,  without  the  right  to  procure  by  force 
the  acceptance  of  any  opinion,  however  ad- 
vantageous it  may  appear.  To  the  second 
belong  the  things  of  conscience  without  the 
power  of  command  in  any  form.  According  to 
these  principles  no  medical  practice  can  be  com- 
pulsory, whether  vaccination,  disinfection,  isola- 
tion, or  quarantine,  because  that  would  involve 
the  overstepping  by  government  of  the  limits  of 
its  proper  jurisdiction  in  order  to  decide  on  the 
propriety  and  the  utility  of  such  and  such  a 
doctrine,  and  to  take  measures  for  its  enforce- 
ment. The  Positivist  Society  has  had  great 
success  in  the  inculcation  of,  these  ideas,  not 
only  by  oral  discourses,  but  also  by  several  pub- 
lications in  which,  applying  their  doctrine  to 
particular  cases,  they  have  demonstrated  the 
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despotic  character  of  the  temporal  power’s  in- 
vasion of  the  spiritual  domain,  whether  in 
matters  of  religious,  political,  scientific,  or 
medical  opinion.  It  was  in  this  way  that  a 
protest  against  an  attempt  to  make  vaccination 
compulsory  was  published  in  1888.  Others  were 
subsequently  published  against  other  forms  of 
medical  despotism.  But  these  efforts  were  limited 
to  condemnations  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
separation  I have  spoken  of,  without  considera- 
tion of  the  merits  of  the  practices  in  question, 
and  on  the  ground  that  in  the  name  of  that  most 
sacred  right  of  mankind,  the  liberty  of  conscience, 
their  imposition  by  law  must  be  condemned, 
however  great  their  utility.  Except  in  the 
Positivist  group,  among  whom  the  efficiency 
of  existing  medical  practice  has  always  been  in 
doubt,  thanks  to  the  teachings  of  Comte  and  of 
his  faithful  disciples,  MM.  Lemos  and  Mendes, 
(the  leaders  of  the  Positivist  movement  in 
Brazil),  men’s  minds,  whether  in  the  medical 
profession  or  among  the  public  generally,  main- 
tained always  a passive  attitude,  ready  to  re- 
ceive whatever  insensate  and  injurious  doctrine 
might  reach  them  from  the  savants  of  Europe. 
It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the  majority 
believe  in  vaccination,  isolation,  and  disinfection 
as  much  as  in  aliment.  Perceiving  that  the 
cause  of  mental  freedom  would  greatly  gain  if 
the  truth  were  known  upon  these  subjects,  I 
published  in  igoi,  as  a member  of  the  Positivist 
Church,  a pamphlet  entitled  “ La  Despotisme 
Sanitaire  devant  la  Medicine,”  which  caused 
some  stir.  I showed  not  only  the  irrationality 
but  the  perniciousness  of  the  microbean  theory 
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and  its  correlated  practices,  and  devoted  several 
pages  to  vaccination.  So  much  was  opinion 
shaken  in  consequence  that  a new  attempt, 
favoured  by  the  Government,  having  now  been 
made  in  our  Parliament  towards  the  establish- 
ment of  compulsory  vaccination  and  the  rein- 
forcement of  all  the  forms  of  medical  despotism 
by  legal  process,  the  project  is.  meeting  with 
lively  opposition,  in  the  course  of  which  the 
anti-vaccinist  movement  in  France  and  England 
are  frequently  referred  to  at  length.  The  pro- 
ject is  on  the  orders  of  the  day.  May  I soon  be 
able  to  give  you  the  news  that  it  has  been  re- 
jected ! Such,  in  few  wards,  is  the  state  of  the 
compulsory  vaccination  question  in  Brazil.  I 
send  you  several  prints  to  enable  you  to  judge 
further  for  yourself.  It  is  much  to  be  desired 
that  the  great  anti-vaccinist  movement  which 
from  England  is  spreading  everywhere  may  also 
extend  itself  to  all  those  other  medical  follies 
that  are  equally  irrational  and  not  less  vexatious.

GERMANY. 

Dr.  OiDTMANN,  of  Linnich,  Prussia. — 

“ Gentlemen,  we  welcome  the  delegates  of  the 
Anti-Vaccination  Societies  of  Germany,  England, 
Belgium,  Switzerland,  France,  and  America. 
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We  thank  you  for  your  presence  in  the  name  of 
the  children  of  Cologne,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
millions  in  Europe  who  suffer  under  the  infliction 
of  vaccination.  We  also  welcome  them  in  the 
name  of  that  science  by  which  we  shall  win  back 
the  liberty  of  which  compulsory  vaccination  has 
bereft  us.  Lastly,  we  welcome  you  in  the  name 
of  those  Members  of  the  Imperial  Diet,  who  have 
for  ten  years  contended  against  compulsory  vac- 
cination, and  who  are  resolved  in  the  next 
session  of  the  Diet  to  bring  the  law  to  a final 
reckoning.  We  shall  proceed  to  redeem  the 
pledges  given  at  last  year’s  Congress  in  Paris, 
never  to  rest  until  compulsion  is  withdrawn  from 

vaccination  throughout  civilised  society 

From  Cologne  there  has  appropriately  issued  the 
grand  petition  to  the  Diet  against  compulsory 
vaccination,  bearing  upwards  of  10,000  signatures. 
We  have  too,  the  distinction  of  sending  a citizen 

of  Cologne  to  the  Reichstag Mr.  Aug. 

Reichenspenger,  who  has  since  1872  been  actively 
engaged  in  agitating  for  the  repeal  of  the  com- 
pulsory vaccination  law.” 

“ Even  our  nominal  opponents  are  working  for 
us.  It  was  Virchow  who  attacked  the  inocula- 
tion of  sheep  and  assisted  to  repeal  the  law  ! and 
it  was  Flinzer  of  Chemnitz,  who  made  an  end  of 
the  chief  data  on  which  vaccine  legislation  is 
based.  It  is  Dr.  Thilenius,  our  leading  pro- 
vaccinator, who  surrenders  statistics  as  the  de- 
fence of  vaccination,  who  exonerates  from  censure 
those  who  evade  the  law,  and  admits  that  the 
immunity  of  unvaccinated  infants  from  smallpox 
is  well  known There,  therefore,  remains 
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but  little  for  us  to  accomplish  in  Germany.” — 
(October,  i88i.j — {Vaccination  Inquirer,  Vol.  III., 
pp.  138—139.) 

Dr.  Med.  Berthen,  Dresden. — 

“ It  is  absurd  to  affirm  that  vaccination  and 
re-vaccination  are  protecting  the  whole  of  Ger- 
many from  smallpox,  for  the  majority,  those 
above  the  vaccination  ages,  are  without  recent 
re-vaccination.  The  Imperial  Board  of  Health 
has  recently  confessed  that  smallpox  is  slowly 
but  continually  increasing  in  Germany.  Small- 
pox has  recently  broken  out  in  the  following 
cities  ; — -Altona,  Hamburg,  Plagwitz,  Eschweiler, 
Aix,  Berlin,  Posen,  Trier,  Gleiwitz,Wolfenbiittel, 
Leipzig,  Lindenau,  Liibeck,  Myslowitz,  Rudolf- 
szell,  Schaffhausen  (100  cases),  Frankfort-on-Main, 
Strassburg,  Blumenfeldt,  Slupna,Wronowy,  Ober- 
karsdorf,  Flensburg,  Metz,  Krefeld,  Olpe,  Witten, 
Coesfeld,  Altenbochum,  and  at  this  moment 
Bochum,  where  7,000  persons,  through  fear  of 
an  epidemic,  are  now  being  re- vaccinated,  show- 
ing how  persistent  is  the  belief  of  all  classes  in 
the  virtue  of  animal  poison  with  us,  as  it  was 
with  you  in  the  last  epidemic  of  London.”  .... 
{Vaccination  Inquirer,  June,  1904,  p.  57.) 

“ Being  since  many  years  convinced  of  the 
uselessness,  nay,  of  the  danger  of  this  institution 
(vaccination)  I have  ignored  the  writings  of  the 
defenders  of  vaccination,  the  more  so  as  in  the 
“ Impfspiegel,”  which  was  edited  years  ago  by 
the  “ Society  against  Vaccination  ” to  Dresden 
(Impfgegner  Verein)  300  physicians  of  all  nations 
have  decidedly  pronounced  their  verdict  against 
vaccination.  Among  these  there  are  many,  who 
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formerly . were  the  most  zealous  vaccinators,  for 
example,^  Dr.  Collins  and  Dr.  Gibson,  who  have 
for  several  decades  been  directors  of  smallpox 
hospitals.  I hope,  together  with  the  English 
Anti -Vaccination  League,  that  the  newly- elected 
Liberal  Parliament  will  abrogate  the  whole  law 
of  vaccination  and  that  the  German  “Reichstag” 
will  follow  this  good  example.” — {Letter,  dated 
February  nth,  1906.) 

Translation  of  a Declaration  signed  by  92  German  Doctors. 

“ The  undermentioned  physicians  declare  on 
their  own  signature  : — 

(i.)  That  they  believe  the  so-called  preventive 
smallpocks  vaccination  (even  not  the  one  with 
calf- lymph)  to  be  a dangerous,  not  seldom  heavily 
damaging,  act  to  the  physique  of  the  child. 

(2.)  That  a really  effective  protection  against 
smallpocks  by  a however  often  repeated  vaccina- 
tion is  at  least  doubtful  and  scarcely  to  be 
proved. 

(3.)  That  the  advanced  medical  science  too,  to 
look  for  a by  far  more  sure  protection  against 
epidemics  of  all  kinds,  by  a rigidly  carried  out 
state  hygiene  and  personal  care  for  health. 

(4.)  That  smallpocks  is  a disease  not  more 
dangerous  than  any  other  infectious  disease, 
which  can  be  cured,  in  most  cases  easily  and 
without  after  effects,  provided  the  treatment  be 
rational.

The  publishers  of  the  foregoing  manifesto  or 
declaration  add  the  following  note — “ Besides 
this  we  know  of  a great  number  of  physicians 
who  are  against  vaccination,  but  cannot  uphold 
our  cause  by  giving  their  name,  partly  from  their 
holding  office  and  partly  for  personal  reasons. 
How  necessary  it  seems  to  be  to  take  such  regard 
within  the  apparently  independent  medical  pro- 
fession is  clearly  to  be  seen  from  the  following 
lines  of  a physician  who  wrote  to  us  on  Oct. 
14th,  1890  : — “ The  physician,  who,  in  case  of  com- 
pulsory vaccination  does  not  hesitate  to  confess  his 
conviction  loud  and  openly,  is  under  circumstances 
threatened  by  destruction.  They  know  how  to  go 
against  him  vehemently,  and  it  is  not  easy  for  the 
weak  one  to  escape  the  inquisition.” 

“ When  in  spite  of  this  100  physicians,  who 
verify  the  above  manifesto  and  by  their  signature 
thus  find  themselves  together,  it  is  all  the  more  a 
nice  testimony  of  their  joyful,  manly  courage, 
and  deserves  the  most  profound  gratitude  of 
everv  friend  of  the  truth.” 
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“ Since  the  “ Vaccination  Mirror  ” appeared  in 
Aug.  1890,  we  obtained  from  medical  friends  of  our 
cause,  such  a great  number  of  new  and  important 
utterances  about  the  vaccination  question,  that 
we  can  here  only  publish  a part  of  them  and  refer 
in  general  to  our  monthly  “ Der  Impfgegner,” 
(The  Anti-vaccinator),  Dresden  Kranachstrasse 
18,  price  2 mk.  (two  shillings)  per  year.  The 
following  utterances  are  all  of  the  most  recent 
date,  and  are,  therefore,  an  evidence  that  these 
highly  respected  men  of  science,  persevere  now, 
as  before,  with  their  convictions,  which  finds  its 
uttermost  expressions  in  the  loud  and  urgent  cry 
“Away  with  Compulsory  Vaccination.”  Dres- 
den, Summer,  1903.” 

Dr.  Lesser,  M.D.,  Bonn. — 

“ As  long  as  the  friends  of  vaccination  cannot 
make  it  clear  to  me  why  an  organism,  putrified 
by  matter  from  smallpocks,  or  smallpox  poison, 
is  more  able  to  withstand  an  epidemic- disease 
than  an  intact  and  healthy  one,  they  cannot  count 
upon  me  to  be  one  of  them.” 

Dr.  a.  Bichlmayr,  M.D.,  Bodman. — 

“ I confess  that  I hold  the  belief  in  a protective 
result  of  vaccination  to  be  a fateful  error  of 
science,  and  a mockery  upon  our  modern  anti- 
septic surgery.” 

Dr.  Schreiber,  M.D.,  Frankfurt ; a/Main. — 

“ The  theory  of  the  protective  power  of  vaccin- 
ation is  a veritable  knot  of  errors,  sophistry, 
superstition  and  facts  explained  without  power 
of  judgment.” 
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Dr.  Fischer,  M.D.,  Westend — Charlottenburg. — 

“ If  even  a course  of  smallpox  does  not  protect 
against  a new  attack  of  the  same  disease,  as  will 
be  acknowledged  by  every  experienced  physician, 
the  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  is  all  the  more 
no  protection  at  all.  Not  onl)^  compulsory^  vac- 
cination, but  vaccination  altogether  must  be 
abolished  especially  as,  I am  convinced,  smallpox 
poison  is  really  spread  by  vaccination.  \^accin- 
ation  on  Sheep  is  forbidden.  What  is  right  for 
the  sheep  must  be  fair  to  men  also.” 

Dr.  Stiegele,  M.D.,  Councillor,  Medical  Atten-

“ And  if  it  were  that  the  protective  powers  of 
vaccination  were  indisputable,  one  would  be  com- 
pelled to  do  away  with  it,  because  of  the  mani- 
fold sufferings  which  vaccination  brought  among 
mankind  and  still  does  every  day.”

“ For  my  part  I have  no  doubt  that  a great 
amount  of  skin  eruptions  from  which  little 
children  suffer  so  frequently,  are  caused  by  vac- 
cination.

“ Vaccination  is  poisoning,  it  only  damages 
and  is  never  useful.” 

Dr.  Anton  PTchs,  M.D.,  Ausgberg. — 

“ Why  am  I an  anti-vaccinator — ist,  because 
mv  son  vaccinated  in  1854  and  my  daughter  vac- 
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cinated  1865  fell  seriously  ill  a few  days  after- 
wards and  remained  so  for  a long  time  ; 2nd, 

because  I saw  in  the  year  1887  in  Posten 

that  after  vaccination  of  a child  there  appeared 
smallpox  all  over  its  body  and  from  this  an 
epidemic  of  smallpox  spread  over  three  places 
and  five  adults  were  victims  ; 3rd,  because  in 
October,  1890,  I treated  a girl,  3 years  of  age, 
who  suffered  from  varicelles,  she  had  been  vac- 
cinated by  me  in  May,  1888,  with  success  . . . . ; 

4th,  because  I myself  was  not  vaccinated  either 
before  or  after  the  smallpox  epidemics  in  Regens- 
burg of  1870,  though  I treated  serious  cases  with 
my  own  hand  by  cool  wet  wrappings  and  wash- 
ing ; but  I protected  myself  by  taking  care  of  the 
skin,  &c.” 

Dr.  Lesser,  M.D.,  Bonn. — 

“ A great  number  of  children  fall  ill  every  year 
of  scrofula  and  consumption,  who,  without  vac- 
cination most  probably  would  have  remained 
healthy  all  their  lives.” 

Dr.  Berthelen,  M.D.,  Loschwitz,  Dresden. — 

“ ist.  The  smallpocks  are  in  reality  nothing 
else  but  a thorough  purification  of  the  whole  f' 
blood  from  its  superfluous  and  damaging  residues, 
therefore  quite  a wholesome  disease,  which 
should  not  be  suppressed  artificially.  That  small-  f 
pocks  are  indeed  a wholesome  purification  of  the  'i 
blood,  is,  as  far  as  my  experience  goes,  always  1 
testified  by  all  men  with  smallpocks  scars,  whom 
I have  seen.  For  whenever  I asked  one  of  them  I 
what  disease  he  had  had  after  the  smallpocks,  I | 
always  got  the  answer  “ After  the  smallpox  I was  j 
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always  in  good  health,  at  least  1 never  suffered 
from  a serious  disease  afterwards.”  2nd,  That 
doctors  who  frighten  people  by  holding  before 
them  such  terrible  results  of  natural  smallpox,  as 
blindness,  deafness,  and  the  spoiling  of  the  face 
by  smallpocks,  take  their  descriptions  from  med- 
ical authors  of  a century  ago,  but  do  not  think 
that  medical  treatment  of  smallpocks  was  all 
wrong,  because  they  increased  the  temperature  of 
the  already  heated  blood  by  quinine  and  hea\y 
drinking  of  wine  instead  of  using  the  more  cor- 
rect treatment  by  cooling  down  by  water  from 
within  and  without,  as  was  taught  us  by  the 
farmer  Priessnitz,  which  method  was  quite  un- 
known then.  On  the  other  side  these  physicians 
entirely  ignore  that  by  vaccination  just  these 
damages  to  sight,  hearing,  and  skin  are  very  often 
caused.  3rd,  It  is  scarcely  to  be  disputed,  that 
now  diphtheria  is  a much  more  deadly  disease 
than  the  smallpocks.  Since  it  is  now  according 
to  the  results  of  the  statistic  office  at  Zurich  (see 
p.  22,  of  the  “ Impfspeigels,”)  as  well  as  after  Dr. 
Crue well’s  and  my  own  experience,  most  probable 
that  diphtheria  is  a result  of  vaccination,  this 
deadly  disease  would  be  most  effectually  rooted 
out  by  forbidding  smallpox  vaccination.” 

Dr.  Neideck,  M.D.,  Blasewitz-Dresden.^ — 

“Vaccination  is  an  error  wTich  is  neither  justi- 
fied by  statistics,  nor  had  it  from  the  beginning 
much  in  it  which  inspired  with  confidence.  It 
stands  against  cleanliness,  the  importance  of 
which  has  been  specially  acknowledged  by  the 
modern  hygiene  and  the  newer  surgery.”

“ As  I fight  against  the  whole  direction  of  med- 
ical science,  which  troubles  itself  about  the  outer 
symptoms  of  diseases  and  brings  the  diseased, 
who  are  willingly  deceived  about  troubles  at  the 
expense  of  the  organisms,  to  an  early  grave,  I try 
by  my  writing  to  lead  them  to  a purified  present 
day,  fitted  standpoint  of  Hippocrates,  so  I see  in 
vaccination  also  a damaging  treatment  of  the 
body.” 

Dr.  Mayntzer,  M.D.,  Trier.— 

“ Vaccination  according  to  law  is  not  to  be 
regarded  of  the  smallest  advantage.  I and 
thousands  of  others  claim  to  be  able  to  cure  un- 
vaccinated patients,  quicker,  better,  and  with  a 
much  smaller  percentage  of  deadly  cases  than 
supporters  of  vaccination  say  about  vaccinated 
patients,  an  evidence  that  vaccination  is  un- 
necessary and  to  be  abandoned.” 

Dr.  Haehule,  M.D.,  Renthingen. — 

“ If  it  were  that  Koch’s  anti-infection  work 
ended  with  a positive  result,  would  then  the 
State  consequently  ask  that  each  citizen  go 
through  the  whole  course  of  anti -infection  vac- 
cination against  consumption,  cholera,  inflama- 
tion  of  the  spleen,  hydrophobia,  typhoid,  &c.  ? 
Compulsory  vaccination  will  be  made  absurd  by 
Koch  himself.” 

Dr.  Berthelen,  M.D.,  Dresden. — 

“ What  a contradiction  ! While  most  homoeo- 
pathies fight  against  vaccination  the  allopaths 
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are  merely  defenders  and  practitioners  of  it^ 
although  this  operation  about  half  may  answer 
the  homoeopathic  maxim  “ Similia,  Similibus.” 

I say  half  may  because  in  accordance  with  it,  not 
the  healthy  but  the  diseased  persons  by  whom 
smallpox  appear,  should  be  vaccinated.” 

Dr.  Mayntzer,  M.D.,  Trier.— 

“ The  vaccination  practice  is  a part  of  the 
inner- medica,  the  treatment  by  medicine.  One 
who  knows  its  confusion,  its  stagnation,  its 
fruitlessness,  its  danger  and  unreasonableness  will 
not  be  astonished  about  the  bitter  complaints  and 
severe  branding  by  its  own  adherents,  but  one  is 
astonished  that  they  do  not  see  and  fight  strongly 
the  unreasonableness,  which  rests  in  the  vaccin- 
ation practice  of  diseasing  the  healthy  ....  But 
be  not  downhearted  ! Truth  will  raise  its  head 
victoriously  above  all  barriers,  also  over  the  false 
science  of  our  present  day  vaccination  fanatics.” 

Dr.  Schubze,  M.D.,  Berlin. — 

“ One  principal  reason  why  most  physicians- 
who  prescribe  medicines  wish  compulsory  vaccin- 
ation to  remain  as  it  is,  consists  in  the  fact,  that 
there  is  in  the  whole  treasure  of  medicine  not  one 
remedy  to  exercise  any  favourable  influence  when 
smallpocks  should  break  out,  they  are  also  with- 
out power  against  the  disease,  while  the  natural 
method  of  curing  acts  by  its  particular  treatment, 
not  only  beneficially  on  the  whole  course  of 
science  especially  at  the  beginning  when  the  pus- 
r breaks  out,  but  can  also  by  timely  application 
■ avoid  the  scars  which  one  feared  so  much.” 
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Dr.  Kroening,  M.D.,  Cassel. — - 

“ (i)  The  so-called  protective  vaccination  is  in 
reality  vaccinating  dirt  into  the  body.  (2)  The 
smallpox  vaccination  is  a mockery  on  hygiene 
and  therapeutics  and  a declaration  of  bankruptcy 
towards  the  latter,  and  it  must  be  said,  a declar- 
ation of  bankruptcy  of  logical  reasoning  at  the 
same  time.

“ It  is  asking  rather  too  much  that  physicians 
should  declare  themselves  against  vaccination  by 
which  they  make  money.” 

Dr.  Julius  Fodor,  M.D.,  Vienna. — 

“ I consider  it  an  unjustifiable  cruelty  to  com- 
pel persons  who  believe  vaccination  to  be  harm- 
ful and  unnecessary,  to  have  it  performed,  as  long 
as  security  against  harm  cannot  be  guaranteed.” 

Dr.  Faulwasser,  M.D.,  Sanitary  Councillor, 
Bernburg. — 

“ So  long  as  the  State  orders  vaccination,  with- 
out the  public  being  protected  against  dangerous 
infections  caused  by  the  vaccination  matter, 
every  physician,  who  is  free  from  prejudice,  must 
declare  himself  against  such  vaccination  without 
protection  against  the  dangers  of  it.

“The  honest  and  courageous  straightforward- 
ness with  which  the  Imperial  Office  of  Health 
published  the  numerous  vaccination  damages  and 
many  death  cases  which  were  collected  in  the 
years  1886  and  1887  in  Germany  deserves  all  credit.: 
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Still  this  is  not  sufficient  to  make  up  a right 
statistic  about  all  vaccination  damages,  because 
most  vaccination  physicians  live  in  the  strange 
contradiction,  that  the  good  effects  of  vaccina- 
tion were  to  last  for  lo  years  while  the  bad 
effects  would  have  to  appear  8 days  after  vacci- 
nation, namely,  at  the  day  of  control.  These 
after  diseases,  which  very  often  appear  at  first 
after  this  date,  are  attributed  to  another  acci- 
dent, but  for  nothing  in  the  world  to  vaccination. 
Even  some  vaccination  physicians  thought  it 
worth  their  while  to  mention  some  diseases  in 
their  report  to  the  Imperial  Office  of  Health — 
“ The  connection  of  which  with  vaccination  is 
not  to  be  proved.”  In  my  opinion  it  is  impos- 
sible to  command  the  vaccination  poison,  whether 
it  has  been  forced  on  and  embodied  in  a healthy 
or  a weak  organism  where  and  when  it  should 
be  thrown  out  or  located  by  this  organism. 

Therefore,  this  foreign  poison  may  just  as  well 
cause  an  inflammation  of  the  skin  of  the  brain, 
eyes,  ears,  lungs  or  intestines,  as  external  skin 
diseases,  e.g.,  smallpox,  swellings,  shingles,  and 
other  eruptions.  Nature  does  not  allow  a 
physician  to  order  the  date  when  this  is  to  happen. 
Therefore,  it  happens  that  the  vaccination  physi- 
cian, but  even  more  frequently  the  parents,  do 
neither  even  recognize  nor  even  suspect,  the  con- 
nection between  vaccination  and  the  later  dis- 
eases which  have  been  caused  by  it,  because  they 
do  not  think  any  more  about  this  small  harmless 
operation. 

Another  important  point  which  stands  against 
the  making  up  of  a correct  statistic,  must  be  added, 
this  is,  that  many  parents,  who  really  recognised 
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the  connection,  lost  their  trust,  not  only  in  vac- 
cination but  also  in  the  vaccination  physician, 
and  took  another  physician  to'  treat  the  after 
resulting  disease  of  vaccination,  or  if  the  vacci- 
nation physician  is  their  family  doctor,  as  the 
case  mostly  is  with  well-to-do  people,  they 
keep  silent,  though  the  damaging  vaccination  be 
ever  so  apparent  and  terrible,  just  out  of  regard 
for  the  doctor.  Many  parents  have  told  me  this. 
I even  remember  one  case,  where  a father,  who 
drew  the  attention  of  his  family  and  vaccination 
physician  (who  also  was  royal  district  physician) 
to  the  harm  which  vaccination  had  done  to  some 
of  his  children,  and  who  was  frightened  by  the 
doctor  with  the  question,  could  he  prove  it  ? of 
course,  such  a proof  is  nearly  impossible  to  a 
layman,  especially  when  opposed  to  royal  dis- 
trict physician.” — (Impfspiegei,  1890,  p.  35. j 

Dr.  Mayntzer,  M.D.,  Zell  on  Moselle.— 

“ He  who  fights  against  vaccination,  never 
mind  which  kind  of  lymph — against  this  diseas- 
ing and  poisoning  of  the  blood  of  healthy  and 
fine  human  beings — and  he  who  helps,  that  it 
will  be  removed  from  the  statute  book,  the 
sooner  the  better,  he,  does>  a grand  and  invalu- 
able service  to  his  country  and  mankind  (the 
world  of  the  animals  does  not  need  it  because  it 
is  free  already,)  because  vaccination  is  a swindle, 
so  great,  so  despicable  and  miserable  as  medical 
science  was  when  vaccination  was  discovered. 
Vaccination  is,  therefore,  the  greatest  insult  to  our 
age  of  hygiene  and  antiseptic  which  tries  to  keep 
health  in  good  order  and  prevent  most  rigorously 
even  the  smallest  collection  of  matter  and  blood 
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poisoning.  The  unbiassed  statistician,  i.e.,  the 
one  which  does  not  know  violence  and  sophistry, 
joins  in  this  condemnation  of  the  vaccination 
superstition  with  full  conviction,  because  it  is  not 
possible  for  the  so-called  vaccination  protection 
to  give  a good  account  of  itself  at  times  when 
conditions  are  favourable  to  smallpox,  and  times 
are  rich  with  sins  against  hygiene,  who  will  dare 
to  speak  of  protection  by  vaccination  ? 

In  times  when  there  is  no  smallpox,  then  vac- 
cination with  saliva,  liquid  dung,  pig  lard,  &c., 
would  bring  about,  the  same  favourable  statistic 
regarding  protection.  He  who  judges  the  vacci- 
nation question  by  the  majority  of  physicians, 
and  not  by  weight  and  majority  of  reasons,  has 
no  right  to  take  part  in  the  discussion,  because 
he  has  shown  that  he  is  an  enemy  to  progress  and 
a bettering  of  knowledge,  but  we  should  not  like 
to  bear  his  responsibility,  which  consists  in  that 
he  helps  to  give  over,  year  by  year,  millions  of 
healthy  people  to  disease  and  death,  to  lay  heca- 
tombs of  human  victims  on  the  altar  of  super- 
stition. 

No  wonder  that  real  profound  experts  go  over  to 
the  anti-vaccinators,  or  become  more  or  less  silent. 
He  who  thinks  about  the  numerous  damages 
done  by  vaccination  annually,  a number  by  far 
greater  than  that  of  the  damage  done  by  small- 
pox, which  is  now,  through  hygiene,  and  by 
reasonable  treatment  not  very  dangerous,  he 
cannot  exclaim  loudly  and  expressively  enough  ; 
“ AWAY  WITH  THE  VACCIN.\TION  SWINDLE,  AWAY 
WITH  THE  VACCINATION  LAW.” ( Ivipf Spiegel,  189O,

Anti- Vaccination  in  High  Places. 

“ We  have  long  been  aware  that  the  Imperial 
Family  of  Germany  were  far  from  favourably 
inclined  towards  the  vaccine  dogma  : but  in  the 
absence  of  sound  information  we  have  not  thought 
it  well  to  give  currency  to  what  might,  after  all, 
turn  out  to  be  a mere  rumour.  It  would  seem, 
however,  that  the  rumour  is  now  public  property 
in  Germany.  For  we  find  that  the  General

Anzeigev  of  Leipzic  of  June  loth,  1892,  contains 
the  report  of  a lecture  recently  delivered  at 
Eisleben,  in  Germany,  by  Dr.  Huebner,  of 
Leipzic.  After  the  lecturer  had  expounded  his 
views  respecting  vaccination,  a general  discussion 
ensued,  during  which  the  question  was  asked  by 
one  of  the  audience  if  the  report  that  the  children 
of  the  present  German  Emperor  had  not  been  vac- 
■cinated  were  true,  and  if  Dr.  Huebner  could  give 
the  reason  why  the  vaccination  had  not  taken  place. 
Dr.  Huebner  replied  that  soon  after  the  birth  of 
the  present  Crown  Prince,  in  1882,  he  forwarded 
to  the  Emperor,  his  father,  then  Prince  William, 
a pamphlet  written  by  himself  (Dr.  Huebner),  in 
which  he  explained  the  great  danger  of  vaccina- 
tion, pointing  out  to  him  that  he  considered  it 
his  patriotic  duty  to  advise  the  Emperor  not  to 
have  his  youngest  Royal  offspring  vaccinated. 
Soon  after,  Dr.  Huebner  received  a reply  that 
Prince  William  had  read  the  pamphlet  with 
great  interest.  The  consequence  of  it  had  been 
that  all  the  Princes  of  the  present  Imperial 
Family  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

Of  course  the  German  official  medicine  men 
.are  exceedingly  wrath,  and  the  press  is  greatly 
excited  ; nor  has  there  been  wanting  the  usual 
threat  of  prosecution.  Dr.  Passin  writes  to  the 
Vorrische  Z.eitiing  that  his  institute  furnished  the 
vaccine  for  the  operations.  Another  paper  on 
the  contrary  affirms  that  the  inoculation  was  not 
performed  on  any  of  the  Princes.  Dr.  Rubger, , 
of  Elberfeld,  was  summoned  to  appear  before  the 
Court  for  permitting  an  outrage  against  the 
Royal  Family  because  he  sustained  the  conten- 
tion of  the  papers  which  affirmed  that  vaccination 
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had  not  taken  place.  Proceedings,  however,  were 
stopped,  because  the  Marshall  of  the  Court 
declared  that  Dr.  Rubger  was  right. 

The  Eislehen  Zeitiing  says  that  the  children  of 
Count  Ranzan  and  of  Count  William  ^^on 
Bismark,  brother  of  the  Ex-Chancellor,  are  like- 
wise unvaccinated.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  us 
that  there  can  be  little  doubt  about  the  matter, 
nor  do  we  think  it  would  be  hard  to  trace  the 
Imperial  heresy  to  its  source.  On  this  however  we 
have  no  curiositv.  It  is  enough  for  us  that  one  so 
highly  placed  should  have  had  the  boldness  and 
originality  to  think  out  our  question  to  its  right 
solution  in  the  teeth  of  a crowd  of  Court 
physicians.” — (Vaccination  Inquirer,  July,  1892, 
p.  72.; 

Professor  Paul  Forster,  M.D.  (Friedenau,  Berlin) 
author  of  “ Pocken  iind  Schiitzimpfung  ” 
(“Smallpox  and  Protective  Inoculation.” ) — 

“ You  can  well  depend  upon  the  following  facts  : 

(1)  The  smallpox  was  very  severely  felt,  and 

committed  great  devastation  in  Germany  in  1870 
— 1873,  although  Germany,  and  particularly  in 

Prussia,  there  had  been  a long  time  in  force  a 
strictly  administered  compulsory  vaccination  law. 

(2)  We  have  also,  since  the  introduction  of  the 
Imperial  vaccination  law,  experienced  smallpox 
outbreaks,  and  we  have,  again,  experience  from 
time  to  time  of  isolated  cases  not  introduced 
from  anywhere,  a sign  that  either  the  malady 
springs  spontaneously  from  certain  conditions  or 
is  cultivated  directly  by  vaccination. 
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(3)  In  these  cases  the  vaccinated  are  perhaps 
more,  rather  than  less,  frequently  the  victims  of 
the  contagion  than  the  unvaccinated. 

(4)  Apart,  therefore,  from  the  consideration 
that  vaccination  is  responsible  for  very  many  sad 
cases  of  permanent  bodily  injur}’,  it  is  the  case, 
that  neither  the  vaccination  nor  the  isolation  of 
the  sick  can  eradicate  smallpox. 

(5)  By  the  analogy  of  other  infectious  diseases 
it  appears  that  vaccination  has  no  influence  at 
all.  The  diseases  follow  their  own  upward  and 
downward  curves,  increase  and  vanish  again, 
provided  they  are  not  foolishly  converted  from 
epidemic  to  endemic  diseases,  which  is  precisely 
the  result  of  vaccination. 

(6)  Smallpox  is  vanishing  now  on  account  of 
the  better  carrying  out  of  universal  sanitary 
regulations,  and  on  account  of  an  improved  per- 
sonal hygiene,  the  result  of  widespread  instruction 
through  many  channels. 

(7)  However,  the  general  health  is  not  so  good, 
as  it  ought  to  be,  and  if  there  are  fewer  deaths 
from  smallpox,  there  are  more  from  other  dis- 
eases, particularly  from  consumption  and  diph- 
theria. Compared  with  these  the  smallpox,  when 
properly  treated,  is  a mild,  and  may  even  be 
regarded  as  a beneficial  disease,  eliminating 
morbid  matter.  Instead  of  letting  this  process 
be  accomplished  we  weaken  vitality  by  vaccina- 
tion, so  that  the  evil  must  seek  another  way  of 
escape,  or  safety-valve. 

(8)  There  is  no  longer  any  difficulty  in  follow- 
ing a direct  course  of  treatment  more  in  harmony 
with  nature. 
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(9)  On  the  other  hand,  the  injuries  to  health 
by  vaccination  measures  are  not  to  be  denied 
and  are  even  recognized  in  official  statistics.” — 
(Vaccination  Inquirer,  February,  1904,  p.  214.) 

The  German  Argument. 

By  Professor  Dr.  Paul  Forster. 

In  opposition  to  the  contentions  of  Dr.  Bruce 
Low’s  report  on  Hospital  Isolation  in  Germany, 
%ve  assert : — 

(i)  That  if  it  is  the  case  that  there  is  no 
danger  of  infection  in  Germany  in  spite  of 
totally  inadequate  arrangements  to  isolate  the 
cases,  this  certainly  cannot  be  attributed  to 
vaccination,  but  must  signify  that  smallpox  has 
either  exhausted  itself,  and  become  effete  as 
other  diseases  have  done,  or  that  in  consequence 
of  improved  sanitary  conditions  it  no  longer 
finds  a congenial  soil  for  cultivation  in  the 
human  body.  For  (2)  where  such  a soil  exists 
the  disease  still  thrives,  not  because  of  the  neg- 
lect of  vaccination,  or  as  the  result  of  importation 
from  abroad,  but  rather  in  accordance  with  the 
natural  laws  of  cause  and  effect,  guilt  and  expia- 
tion. It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  account  for 
sporadic  cases  of  smallpox  by  infection  or  im- 
portation. And  (3),  if  the  danger  of  infection 
in  the  absence  of  vaccination  is  insisted  upon  it 
remains  to  be  explained  why  great  epidemics  do 
not  occur,  for  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the 
German  people  are  not  immune  according  to  the 
modern  theories  of  vaccination.  The  bulk  of  the 
German  population  has  been  only  twice  vacci- 
nated ; a small  section  three  times,  and  there  is 
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a section  who  have  been  vaccinated  only  once, 
or  even  not  at  all.  After  the  lapse  of  a few  years 
the  majority  of  the  people  vaccinated  lose  their 
immunity  and  are  again  exposed  to  the  danger 
of  infection.  So  that  by  the  hypothesis  there 
ought  to  be  in  Germany  a most  stringent  isola- 
tion of  patients,  and  even  that  would  be  in  the 
case  of  dangerously  infectious  disease  without 
effect. 

We  confidently  lay  down,  in  conclusion,  the 
following  propositions  as  decisive  and  incontest- 
able : — 

(а)  The  right  way  of  living  must  be  found, 
taught,  and  followed,  and  a correct  system  of 
curative  treatment  adopted  in  order  to  avoid 
smallpox,  or,  having  caught  it,  to  get  rid  of  it 
in  the  easiest  and  most  effective  manner.  This 
disease  should  be  regarded  like  other  skin  dis- 
eases as  a means  of  purification  of  the  body  and 
restoration  to  health. 

(б)  As  we  have  not  ascertained  what  the 
alleged  protective  vaccine  matter  really  is,  it  is 
in  the  highest  degree  venturesome  to  introduce  it 
into  the  blood.  Such  poisoning  of  the  blood 
must  have  mischievous  consequences.  These 
either  manifest  themselves  immediately,  or  in 
the  further  course  of  the  bodily  development, 
which  has  been  interfered  with,  or  in  an  increased 
tendency  to  receive  other  diseases. 

(c)  Where  the  vaccine  lymph  is  held  to  be  the 
attenuated  smallpox  poison  itself,  then  vaccina- 
tion is  properly  described  as  the  artificial  culti- 
vation of  smallpox,  and  we  contend  that  in  the 
absence  of  this  scientific  artifice  to  keep  it  alive. 
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this  disease  could  probably  have  long  since  been 
conquered  by  the  stricter  enforcement  of  all  sani- 
tary measures  and  the  prevalence  of  enlightened 
views  and  the  adoption  of  correct  habits  of 
living ; while  in  any  case,  in  the  absence  of 
vaccination,  it  would  not  have  made  its  appear- 
ance in  a worse  form  than  it  now  does. 

(d)  The  plague  and  the  cholera  have  visited 
Europe,  and  have  vanished  again  without  the 
assistance  of  “protective  lymph.”  if  for  either 
of  these  diseases  a lymph  had  been  invented  in 
earlier  times,  we  should  probably  to-day  have 
been  under  the  dominion  of  the  same  fallacy 
which  now  sways  men’s  minds  with  regard  to 
smallpox,  that  we  owed  their  disappearance  to 
an  immunity  produced  by  means  of  vaccination. 
— {Vaccination  Inquirer,  Oct.,  1904,  p.  140.) 


Dr.  Paul  Forster — 

“ As  one  example  among  many,  we  quote  the 
droll  account,  which  recently  went  through  the 
German  press,  of  the  smallpox  cases  in  Iserlohn. 
These  cases  like  many  others  in  the  year  1H99, 
had  no  infection  history  or  known  source,  but 
sprang  up  as  ‘of  their  own  right.’  A woman  died 
of  the  genuine  smallpox.  She  had  been  twice 
vaccinated,  and  therefore  was  one  of  the  prr>tected 
dead.  Also,  her  three-times  vaccinated  husband 
is  said  in  consequence  to  have  been  taken  ill  of 
smallpox  in  Hanover.  Then  on  the  27th  of 
April  there  appeared  this  report  from  Iserlohn  : 
“ Another  case  of  smallpox  has  been  reported 
from  this  place.  A twelve-year-old  girl  is  suffer- 
ing from  malignant  smallpox,  and  has  this  after- 
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noon  been  taken  to  the  isolation  pavilion  in  the 

old  town  inhrmary The  threatening 

smallpox  epidemic  has  incited  the  authorities  to 

strenuous  procedure ! . The  children 

who  have  been  in  contact  with  the  sick  child 
have  all  been  re-vaccinated.  The  rooms  in  which 
the  cases  occurred  have  been  closed  and  sealed.” 
— Pocken  iind  Schutzimpjung,"  see  also  Vaccina- 
tion Inquirer,  June,  1904,  p.  57.) 

Dr.  Felix  Von  Niemeyer. — 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  it  (vaccination)  some- 
times endangers  life,  and  in  other  cases  leaves 
permanent  impairment  of  health,  especially  cu- 
taneous eruptions  and  other  scrofulous  elfections. 

Professor  Felix  Von  Niemeyer. — 

“ The  injurious  influence  which  diseases  have 
on  the  constitution,  and  thereby  on  the  tendency 
to  consumption,  manifests  itself  most  frequently 
and  in  the  most  lasting  manner  in  earliest  in- 
fancy. It  is  fortunate  if  children  escape  disease, 
particularly  in  the  first  years  of  their  life,  during 
which  by  far  the  most  rapid  development  of  the 
body  takes  place,  and  when  by  favourable  or 
unfavourable  external  circumstances  the  founda- 
tion is  laid,  in  a great  measure,  for  a strong  and 
robust,  or  a weak  and  delicate,  health.  Even 
vaccination  may,  by  the  febrile  disturbance  pre- 
ceding the  eruption,  as  well  as  by  that  accom- 
panying the  suppuration,  both  of  which  are  never 
absent,  and,  according  to  my  numerous  thermo- 
metrical  observations,  sometimes  reach  a very 
high  degree,  considerably  weaken,  more  especially 
those  children  who  are  not  very  strong  and  may 
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leave  behind  it  the  germs  of  a disposition  to 
consumption.” — (Q.  22,648 — 22,650,  Roy.  Com., 
\’accination,  also  see  Minority  Report,  p.  85.) 

Dr.  Eninger,  Director  of  the  Vaccine  Institute, 
Alsace  and  Lorraine. — 

“ It  must  be  conceded  that  the  fatal  results  of 
vaccination  were  far  greater  this  year  in  many 
parishes  than  at  other  times : in  fact  great 

excitement  reigns  among  the  population  in  many 
places.” — {Vaccination  Inquirer,  igoo,  p.  93.) 

Dr.  ScHOPPE,  of  Bonn. — 

“ Sometimes  children  with  good  constitutions 
passed  through  the  vaccine  fever  harmless,  but  in 
others  it  was  an  excitant  of  maladies  which  were 
of  life-long  duration.  Medical  men,  he  was 
sorry  to  say,  had  no  sound  knowledge  on  these 
important  matters,  and  were  kept  in  ignorance 
through  prejudice.” — (International  Congress  at 
Cologne,  1881.  V.I.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  142.) 


Dr.  Von  Collen,  of  Cologne. — 

“ Laws,  good  or  bad,  were,  like  men,  known 
by  their  fruits,  and  the  fruits  of  this  law  were 
pitiful  indeed.  It  was  admitted  that  no  physi- 
cian could  be  certain  that  any  vaccine  lymph 
was  secure  from  danger,  and  yet,  no  matter  how 
terrible  the  consequences,  the  law  put  its  shield 
around  the  vaccinator,  and  refused  to  punish 
him.  He  hoped  that  these  abominable  laws 
would  soon  be  utterly  abolished.” — {In  loc.,  p.  143.) 

Dr.  G.  Frederick  Kolb,  of  Wurtemberg. — 

“ I live  in  the  conviction  that  compulsory 
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vaccination  is  doomed,  although  I do  not  enter- 
tain any  illusion  as  to  the  immediate  issue.  In 
this,  as  in  every  case  where  we  have  to  deal  with 
deeply-rooted  prejudice,  success  can  only  be 
achieved  with  great  pains  and  persistent  exer- 
tion.”— [In-loc.,  p.  145.) 

Dr.  G.  F.  Kolb,  Statistician. — 

From  childhood  I had  been  trained  to  look 
upon  cowpox  as  an  absolute  and  unqualified 
protective.  I had  from  my  earliest  remembrance 
believed  in  it  more  strongly  than  in  any  clerical 
tenet  or  ecclesiastical  dogma.  Open  and  ac- 
knowledged failures  did  not  shake  my  faith.  I 
attributed  them  either  to  the  carelessness  of  the 
operator  or  the  badness  of  the  lymph.  In  the 
course  of  time  the  question  of  vaccine  compul- 
sion came  before  the  Reichstag,  when  a medical 
friend  of  mine  supplied  me  with  a mass  of  pro- 
vaccination statistics,  in  his  opinion  conclusive 
and  unanswerable.  This  awoke  the  statistician 
within  me.  On  inspection  I found  the  figures 
were  elusive,  and  a close  examination  left  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  so-called  statistical 
array  of  proof  was  a complete  failure. — (Waterbury 
A nti-  Vaccinator.) 

Dr.  G.  F.  Kolb,  of  the  Royal  Statistical  Com- 
mission of  Bavaria,  officially  states  : — 

“ In  the  Kingdom  of  Bavaria,  where  no  one 
for  many  years  except  the  newly  born,  escaped 
vaccination,  there  were  in  the  epidemic  of  1871 
no  less  than  30,742  cases  of  smallpox,  of  whom 
29,429  had  been  vaccinated,  as  is  shown  by  the 
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documents  of  the  State  department.” — [Vaccina- 
tion Superstition,  p.  13 — 14.) 

Dr.  Voigt. — 

“ It  is  announced  that  Dr.  Voigt,  chief  Vac- 
cination Medical  Officer  of  Hamburg,  has 
recently  raised  a fresh  stock  of  variola  vaccine. 
I'he  new  stock  has  been  procured  by  first  inocu- 
lating a rabbit  with  an  emulsion  of  smallpox 
crusts  in  glycerine,  shaving  off  the  nodules  thus 
produced  (after  killing  the  rabbit)  and  inocula- 
ting calves  with  the  material  thus  acquired.  The 
lymph  from  the  second  and  third  removes  w^as 
used  in  August,  1904,  in  numerous  re-vaccina- 
tions (of  school  children)  with  success.” — ( Vacci- 
nation Inquirer,  103,  8 : 1905.) 

A.  ScHOLTA,  Ed.  Natwiarztlichen  Zeitschrift,” 
Freiburg,  (Saxony.)— 

“ I have  a hundred  times  already  said  that 
vaccination  is  not  able  to  keep  back  smallpox, 
and  that  it  is  only  through  its  strong  isolation 
measures  that  the  Government  prevents  it  from 
spreading.  With  the  same  justice  as  one  can 
say  that  the  plague  is  kept  out  of  Europe  in  spite 
of  plague  inoculation  by  vigilant  supervision,  so 
it  can  be  said  of  smallpox  that  it  comes  in  cer- 
tain places  where  the  conditions  of  life  among 
the  people  are  unhygienic  and  comes  in  spite  of 
vaccination.  A striking  example  was  witnessed 
in  1893  in  rigorously  vaccinated  Strassburg. 
From  20th  April  to  the  end  of  June,  1893,  there 
were  18  persons,  12  belonging  to  the  town  and 
six  in  the  neighbourhood,  attacked,  all  of  them, 
except  three  children,  vaccinated.  Two  died. 
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The  cause  of  the  outbreak  could  not  be  dis- 
covered. Because  vaccination  had  not  protected 
Strassburg  from  these  cases,  there  were  forthwith 
55,000  vaccinations.  Strassburg  was  saved  ! ! ! ” 
— (Impfgegner,  April,  1904,  Vaccination  Inquirer, 
June,  1904,  p.  57.) 

“ Smallpox  in  recent  years  has  arisen  sponta- 
neously in  different  parts  of  Germany,  particu- 
larly in  the  present  year.  It  has  also  been 
imported  by  foreign  workmen  coming  from  dis- 
tricts not  subject  to  isolation  laws,  and  with  low 

hvgienic  standards at  everv  outbreak 

the  police  take  the  most  stringent  measures. 
Sick  people  are  taken  away  to  isolation  houses, 
and  all  who  have  been  in  contact  with  them  are 
also  separated  from  the  healthy.  People  sus- 
pected of  illness,  if  in  dwellings  that  are  in  the 
infected  district,  are  kept  under  observation. 
Houses  in  which  smallpox  has  broken  out  are  shut 
up.  All  rooms  are  disinfected  with  formaldehyde 
vapour.  Utensils  are  also  disinfected  or  burnt. 
The  closing  of  houses  is  a thorough  closure 
carried  out  by  police  officers.  Any  disobedience 
to  or  evasion  of  the  rules  involves  heavy  penalties 

but  for  these  strong  measures  Germany 

would  be  as  fertile  a field  for  smallpox  as  Russia 
is  at  the  present  moment,  on  account  of  the 
deterioration  of  the  population  by  the  chronic 
blood-poisoning  of  vaccination.” — [Vaccination 
Inquirer,  June,  1904,  pp.  57 — 58.) 

Dr.  J.  A.  Hensal,  German  Army  Surgeon. — 

“ In  June,  1888,  I was  on  duty  in  Strassburg, 
and  over  2,000  cases  of  smallpox  were  in  the  pest 
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house,  everyone  successfully  vaccinated  but  three 
months  before,  and  for  the  third  time.  I myself 
was  laid  up  for  five  weeks,  although  I had  been 
vaccinated  for  the  seventh  time  successfully.  In 
June,  1898,  I witnessed  the  amputation  of  three 
arms,  and  the  discharge  of  4 men  from  the  army 
for  general  disability  all  from  vaccination.  After 
this  experience,  I am  convinced  that  vaccination 
is  no  protection  against  smallpox.” — (Why  Vac- 
cinate? p.  31,  32.) 

Professor  Kranichfield,  Berlin. — 

“ I too,  vaccinated  my  children  at  a time  when 
I did  not  know  how  injurious  it  was.  To-day  I 
would  resist  if  necessary  the  authorities  and  the 
police  law.” — (Vaccination  a Curse,  p.  130.) 

Dr.  Bamberger,  of  Warzburg. — 

“ I am  indeed  convinced  that  contagious  dis- 
ease, syphilis  for  instance,  is  communicable  with 
lymph  in  vaccination,  nay,  such  a case  has  even 
happened  a short  time  ago  in  a town  but  a few 
miles  from  this  place.  After  due  enquiry  into  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  the  practitioner 
was  found  guilty  by  the  court  of  justice,  and  con- 
demned to  prison  for  several  months.” — [Dr. 
Collins  Essay  : Have  yon  been  vaccinated  ? p.  36  ; 
H.  K.  Lewis.) 
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Dr.  Joseph  Hermann,  Chief  Physician  to  the 
Imperial  Hospital,  Vienna. — 

“ I am  convinced  that  vaccination  is  the 
greatest  mistake  and  delusion  in  the  science  of 
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medicine and  wanting  in  all  the  con- 

ditions of  scientific  possibility.” — (The  Water 
Cure. — E.  W.  Allen.) 

Professor  Joseph  Schlesinger,  Member  of  the 
Austrian  Reichsrath  and  Diet.^ — ■ 

“ \Mccination  is  the  introduction  of  smallpox 
poison,  which  is  embedded  in  the  vaccination 
fluid,  the  so-called  preventive  smallpox  lymph, 
into  the  upper  part  of  the  arm.  Should  the 
lymph  act  there  appear  at  the  places  of  vaccina- 
tion, pustules  from  which  pus  is  discharged,  and 
when  these  have  passed  the  vaccinated  one  is 
said  to  be  protected  against  smallpox,  he  is 
immune,  if  now  there  is  an  epidemic  of  smallpox, 
and  the  vaccinated  one  is  in  danger  of  infection 
by  smallpox  patients,  he  will  either  escape  the 
smallpox  or  they  will  only  be  very  slight  and 
without  danger.  This  is  what  believers  in  vac- 
cination say,  and  old  doctors  say  that  they  are 
convinced  of  the  lesser  fierceness  of  smallpox 
when  people  are  vaccinated,  but  believers  in 
vaccination  will  not  acknowledge  the  terrible 
damage  already  wrought  by  vaccination,  they 
consider  it  very  small  and  acceptable  when  com- 
pared with  the  effect  of  smallpox 

“ I place  before  myself  the  case  of  a man  about 
to  be  vaccinated.  He  receives  vaccination  cuts 
in  the  upper  part  of  his  arm,  and  through  them 
the  doctor  lets  the  vaccination  lymph  enter.  We 
will  suppose  that  the  pustules  and  matter  go  on 
as  the  doctor  desires,  there  has  been  a disease 
process  going  on  in  the  vaccinated  one.  The 
physique  of  the  vaccinated  person  has  struggled 
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against  the  introduced  poison  and  thrown  out 
the  matter,  violently  introduced,  by  pustules. 
This  struggle  of  nature  cannot  be  denied  by  any 
doctor,  the  pustules  of  matter  being  evidence,  but 
should  there  be  no  pustules,  in  the  case  of  the 
vaccinated  person,  his  nature  is  not  strong  enough 
to  struggle  against  the  vaccination  poison,  which 
will  remain  in  the  body  and  cause  many  diseases 
to  the  vaccinated  person,  according  to  his  state 
of  health:  diseases  often  most  terrible  and  which  in 
many  cases  destroy  the  life  of  the  vaccinated  one, 
or  in  favourable  cases,  the  system  rids  itself  of 
the  vaccination  poison  by  the  ordinary  means  of 
changing  matter. 

Now  observations  have  shown,  that  in  cases  of 
smallpox  epidemics  the  vaccinated  have  often 
withstood  smallpox  in  great  numbers,  better  than 
the  non-vaccinated,  and  the  conclusion  has,  there- 
fore, been  drawn  : vaccination  has  helped  against 
smallpox  disease,  and  believers  in  A'accination 
adhere  to  this  creed,  but  this  belief  is  a great 
danger  to  the  health  and  life  of  an  unaccountable 
number  of  men. 

I beg  of  you  to  consider  the  following  : — 

If  in  a vaccinated  person  the  formation  of 
vaccination  pustules  is  normal,  we  have  to  deal 
with  a man  whose  organism  does  not  incline  to 
smallpox,  whose  organism  throws  the  smallpox 
poison  out  of  the  body.  What,  therefore,  is 
vaccination  ? One  should  think  that  everyone 
who  goes  a little  deeply  into  the  matter,  should 
find  out  what  vaccination  is  ! I do  not  know  if 
in  the  vaccination  literature  anyone  has  already 
said,  what  I say  now.  Vaccination  is  only  a test 
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to  see  if  the  vaccinated  person  can  withstand 
smallpox.  If  therefore  a smallpox  epidemic  break 
out  and  the  vaccinated  do  not  suffer,  or  suffer  less 
from  smallpox,  it  is  not  owing  to  the  vaccination 
but  to  the  favourable  standard  of  health,  which 
protects  against  the  smallpox  poison  in  spite  of 
vaccination.  These  persons  would  have  remained 
unattacked  just  as  well  without  vaccination.  Who 
therefore,  is  vaccinated  merely  undergoes  a test, 
as  to  whether  his  condition  can,  at  that  time, 

withstand  the  vaccination  poison 

'Fhe  statistical  cases  of  the  believers  in  vaccina- 
ti(m  are  therefore  no  evidence  whatever  for  pro- 
tection by  vaccination,  and  this  must  be  borne  in 
mind  with  all  vaccination  statistics,  we  must 
know  it  is  only  to  throw  dust  into  people’s  eyes, 
in  order  that  they  may  not  see  the  uselessness  of 
vaccination.  **:(:*♦:);* 

Now  let  us  hear  the  description  of  the  protect- 
ing vaccination  lymph  according  to  Dr.  Bohm, 
M.D.,  (Friedrichroda),  “From  the  opened  pox  of 
a vaccinated  child  the  outflowing  liquid  is  to  be 
taken,  put  on  a vaccination  lance  and  with  this, 
long  flat  cuts  are  made  on  the  belly  of  a calf. 
After  about  four  days  the  whole  belly  of  the  calf 
will  be  inflamed  to  the  highest  degree  and  suc- 
curated  with  inflammable  matter.  NTw  the  belly 
of  the  animal  is  shaved  (scratched)  with  a sharp 
hook,  and  the  matter  thus  produced  is  the  principal 
ingredient  of  the  protecting  vaccination  lymph.’’ 
It  consists  of  horned  upper-skin  cells,  of  softened 
upper  skin,  of  lymph,  decayed  lymph,  blood- 
water,  decayed  blood-water,  blood,  decayed 
blood,  capillaries,  which  have  been  torn  loose  by 
shaving,  as  well  as  ptomaine  (dead-body  poison). 
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This  matter  varies,  sometimes  it  contains  more 
blood,  sometimes  more  pus  than  the  matter  taken 
from  another  vaccinated  calf.  This  substance 
has  to  be  rubbed  fine,  after  which  procedure,  to 
make  it  still  thinner,  it  has  to  be  mixed  with 
4 — 6 times  its  amount  of  glycerine,  and  this  then 
is  the  protecting  vaccinating  lymph. 

Now  this  dreadful  mixture  is  introduced  into  the 
blood  of  man,  and,  with  many  persons,  partly  or 
wholly,  remains  in  the  blood.  Is  it  not  then,  quite 
clear  that  those  organisations  which  are  able  to 
throw  out  this  horrible  stuff  and  produce  the  so- 
called  blisters  or  pustules,  already  belong  to  the 
stronger  constitutions  and  are  able  to  resist  all 
later  pock-poison.  Is  it  not  also  quite  clear  that 
this  horrible  mixture  when  wholly  or  partly 
retained  in  the  blood  must  produce  illnesses. 

Now  let  us  hear  what  a modern  doctor  states. 
Dr.  Landinaun,  M.D.,  Director  of  the  Bacterio- 
logical department  of  the  Hospital  in  Frankfurt- 
a/M. — 

For  years  he  had  observed  that  by  80  % of  all 
vaccinated  persons  larger  or  smaller  disturbances 
in  their  health,  such  as  erysipelas,  swelling  of  the 
glands  and  other  parts  could  be  perceived.  Like  all 
other  vaccination  doctors,  he  made  the  unclean- 
liness of  the  vaccinated  person  or  of  the  mothers 
responsible  for  this,  until,  by  experiment  he  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  even  in  spite  of  the  utmost 
cleanliness  did  the  same  symptoms  occur.  Thus 
he  vaccinated  children,  bathed  them  previously, 
washed  the  arms  with  ether  and  after  vaccination 
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took  care  that  any  uncleanliness  became  impos- 
sible. Nevertheless,  exactly  the  same  illnesses  oc- 
curred. Consequently  he  concluded  that  unclean- 
liness was  not  the  reason, but  that  it  wastobe found 
in  the  lymph  itself.  Now  he  had  samples  sent  to 
him  from  13  lymph  producing  institutions  in  Ger- 
many. namely  : of  old,  medium,  and  new  lymph, 
and  these  he  examined  by  means  of  a microscope 
and  found  besides  myriads  of  non-dangerous 
bacteria,  millions  of  very  poisonous  and  danger- 
ous bacilli,  yes,  even  2^  millions  in  i cubic  centi- 
metre alone,  but  these  numbers  varied  consider- 
ably. These  germs  are  so  poisonous  that  he 
succeeded  in  two  days  time,  by  a dose  such  as 
one  injects  into  children,  to  kill  gray  house  mice, 
white  mice,  porcupines,  and  dogs.  This  lymph, 
then,  which  may  bring  death  to  dogs  is  injected 
into  our  children. 

I believe  that  herewith  the  statement,  for  which 
I intended  this  lecture,  is  proved,  namely,  that 
the  act  of  vaccination  is  only  a test  to  see  if  the 
vaccinated  person  is  able  to  stand  smallpox 
disease  ; that  it  is  by  no  means  a protection 
against  smallpox  itself,  but  on  the  contrary  a great 
danger  to  the  health  of  the  vaccinated  one  and 
for  this  reason  smallpox  vaccination  should  be 
forbidden.” — (Impfgegnev,  July  and  August,  1898, 
53— 55-i 

Dr.  Lorinser,  Royal  Councillor  of  Health,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Wiedner  Hospital  and 
Smallpox-house  in  Vienna. — 

“ Opposite  to  the  great  and  unmerciful  laws  of 
nature,  according  to  which  epidemics  come  and 
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go,  vaccination  and  compulsory  vaccination  seem 
to  be  useless  play  by  which  frightened  minds, 
ease  and  deceive  themselves;  but  this  play  be-  i* 
■comes  a perfect  nuisance  to  the  population  when  I'i 
they  are  compelled  by  fines  and  imprisonment,  to 
have  their  healthy  children  exposed  to  the  danger  » 

of  disease  by  an  infectious  matter,  the  effects  of  5 

which  are  beyond  the  control  of  the  physician, 
which  fortunately  passes  by  in  many  cases,  but 
which  may  lead,  in  not  very  rare  cases  to  fierce  J 
inflammations,  prolonged  suffering,  and  even  to  ■; 
a deadly  end.” — {Impfspiegel,  1890,  p.  22.) 

Dr.  Kerner,  M.D.,  Wiensberg.—  || 

“ Since  there  are  so  many  cases,  marked  with-  j 
■out  doubt,  where  syphilis,  scrofula,  &c.,  have  | 
been  inculcated  by  vaccination,  it  is  after  all  a ^ 
means,  no  better  than  that  of  the  bear  who  threw  *1 
pieces  of  rock  at  the  head  of  his  sleeping  ward, 
in  order  to  frighten  the  flies  away.” — {Impfspiegel.) 

Prof.  Hamernick,  M.D.,  Prague. — 1 

“ In  each  epidemic  vaccinated  and  unvacci-  | 
nated  are  affected,  and  from  the  character  and 
course  of  the  different  cases  it  is  altogether  im-

Dr.  Lorinser,,  Sanitary  Councillor — • 

“ Recommends  the  German  Imperial  Office  of 
Health  as  the  only  worthy  task,  to  prove  beyond 
■doubt  the  origin  of  smallpox  disease,  especially 
the  smallpox  epidemics,  by  correct  observations 
without  taking  regard  to  vaccination  and  infec- 
tion. Because  only  in  this  way  we  may  perhaps 
arrive  at  such  a situation  in  which  it  would  be 
possible  to  remove,  or  at  least  restrict,  the  causes 
of  the  disease,  and  the  so-called  preventive  small- 
pox vaccination,  at  present  a support  of  the  small 
trade  of  the  physicians  would  prove  itself,  even 
to  the  adherents  of  vaccination,  what  it,  in  my 
opinion  in  reality  is — a last  rest  of  Asiatic 
superstition.” — {Impfspiegel,  p.  39.) 
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Dr.  Th.  Bruckner,  Basel,  Switzerland. — 

“With  us  compulsory  vaccination  has  been 
abandoned  for  8 years.  Though  infantine  mor-

Dr.  Cruewell,  M.D.,  Danzig. — 

“The  notifications  of  the  statistic  office  at 

Zurich  about  the  mortalitv  there,  can  teach  us  a 
^ ’ 

great  deal.  There  died  from  diphtheria  and 
croup  under  the  rule  of  compulsory  vaccination 
in  the  year  1882,  390,  whereas  after  annulling 
compulsory  vaccination  in  the  year  of  1884  ; 177 
children.  There  died  from  diarrhoea  in  the  year 
1882  : 840,  whereas  after  annulling  compulsory 
vaccination  in  1884,  403  ; therefore  even  not  one 
half.  Diphtheria  and  diarrhoea  are,  as  it  is 
generally  known,  the  most  frequent  bad  effects  of 
the  artificial  smallpocks  vaccination,  and  there- 
fore it  is  to  be  proved  in  the  Canton  Zurich  in 
the  year  of  1884,  390 — 177  = 213,  and  840 — 403  = 
437,  altogether  650  children  were  saved  fi'om 
death  of  the  bad  effects  of  vaccination  by  not 
being  vaccinated.  Of  course,  infants’  physicians 
in  Zurich  lost  conjecturably  half  their  income 
besides  the  loss  of  the  vaccination  fee  ! And 
this  is  painful  ! ’’ — (Impfspiegel,  1890,  p.  22.) 

Prof.  A.  Vogt,  Professor  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitary 
Statistics,  Berne  University,  Switzerland. — 

The  Old  and  New  Creeds  as  to  Vaccination  (1882.)

'I'he  Bavarian  contingent,  notwithstand- 
ing faultless  re-vaccination,  had  almost  five 
times  as  many  deaths  from  smallpox  in  the  same

(XXL)  The  ancient  Arabian  superstition,  that 
“ everyone  must  have  smallpox  once  in  his  life  ” 
was  formulated  as  a dogma  by  the  inoculators  of 
the  last  century,  and  is  perpetuated  by  the  vac- 
cinators of  to-day,  in  order  by  terrorism  to  main- 
tain compulsory  laws  for  their  own  advantage. 

(XXVIII.)  The  Dutch  Provinces  which  showed 
the  highest  numbers  of  vaccinations  in  1870,  had 
in  1871  the  highest  smallpox  mortality. 
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(XXXIV.)  That  the  dogma  of  vaccination  repre- 
sents the  pure  negation  of  Epidemiology  and  Hy- 
giene,— [The  Old  and  Neiv  Creeds  as  to  Vaccination, 
1882,  see  Vaccination  Inquirer,  \T1.  3,  p.  163 — 164.) 

“ Dr.  Vogt  mentioned  a significant  fact,  that 
previous  to  the  year  1827,  in  France,  when  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  girls  were  vaccinated,  and  only 
one-tenth  of  the  boys,  the  mortality  of  the  girls 
was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  boys.” — (Inter- 
national Congress  at  Cologne,  1881,  see  V.I.,, 
Vol.  III.,  p.  141.) 

Dr.  Adolf  Vogt,  Professor  of  Hygiene  and 
Sanitary  Statistics,  Berne,  Switzerland. — 

“ No  one  can  lament  more  than  I do  that  the 
result  of  investigation  should  fall  out  in  disfavor 
of  compulsory  vaccination.  It  is  certainly  not 
pleasant  to  be  obliged  to  change  one's  convictions 
on  so  important  a subject,  and  it  is  the  more 
painful  because  it  involves  the  relinquishment  of 
a legislative  measure  by  means  of  which  we 
believed  ourselves  able  to  cope  with  one  of  the 
most  fearful  scourges  of  human  society.” — 
{Waterbury  Anti-vaccinator.) 

“ After  collecting  the  particulars  of  400,000 
cases  of  smallpox,  I am  compelled  to  admit  that 
my  belief  in  vaccination  is  absolutely  destroyed.’” 
— (Liberator,  Vol.  4,  No.  4.) 

From  Professor  Vogt  of  Berne.— 

Dr.  Adolf  Vogt,  of  Berne,  who  is  eighty 
years  of  age,  sent  with  friendly  greetings  to 
the  National  Anti -Vaccination  League  some 
observations  on  compulsory  vaccination  in 
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Switzerland,  and  begged  the  Conference  to- 


accept  the  expression  of  his  full  sympathy- 
in  its  combat  with  a section  of  the  medical 


profession  whose  arrogance  degraded  the  repu- 
tation of  the  whole  faculty.  He  wrote  : — 


Switzerland  is  virtually  a field  of  experiment 
in  many  legislative  questions.  The  legislative 
wmrk  of  25  cantons  with  a population  of  different 
nationality,  language,  and  customs  allows  of 
comparison  suitable  for  the  determination  of 
doubtful  sanitary  measures,  including  compul- 
sory vaccination.  I may  be  allowed  therefore  tO’ 
glance  at  the  history  of  vaccination  in  Switzer- 
land, and  then  to  note  its  influence  on  the 
appearance  of  smallpox  there.  It  was  the  canton 
Thurgau  which  first  introduced  compulsory 
vaccination  in  the  year  1821.  Other  cantons 
followed  till  in  the  year  1849  more  than  half  the 
whole  Swiss  population,  and  in  1871  84  per 
cent,  of  it,  was  put  under  compulsion.  Faith  in 
the  protective  power  of  vaccination  was  at  its 
height  when  the  great  epidemic  of  1870-72  came 
to  destroy  the  nimbus  with  which  the  medical 
priesthood  had  been  skilled  enough  to  crown 
their  idol.  Voices  of  protest  against  compulsion 
then  became  louder  and  louder.  The  canton  of 
Glams  led  the  dance  of  revolt,  and  abolished  its 
compulsive  law  in  the  year  1876.  The  danger 
that  this  precedent  would  find  imitation  in  the 
other  cantons  becoming  more  and  more  urgent,, 
the  vaccinators  were  driven  to  seek  protection 
for  their  endangered  trade  interests  in  a federal 
law,  under  wdiich  the  refractory  cantons  had  tO' 
submit.  The  Federal  Chambers  (Bundesver- 
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■sammlung)  promulgated  on  February  14th,  1882, 
a Bill  concerning  the  measures  to  be  taken 
against  epidemics  (Epidemiengesetz),  which  in 
compliance  with  the  demands  of  the  vaccina- 
tionists prescribed  in  Art.  22  the  compulsory  vac- 
cination of  all  children  under  two  years  of  age. 
The  people,  not  having  forgotten  the  failure  of 
the  amulet  in  the  epidemic  of  1871,  called  for  a 
popular  vote  on  the  Bill,  and  in  the  course  of 
90  days,  after  the  promulgation  of  the  Bill  (the 
legal  term  of  referendum)  80.324  authorised  votes 
instead  of  the  30,000  wanted  by  law  demanded 
the  popular  vote.  The  vaccinators  did  their 
utmost  to  deter  the  people  from  the  rejection 
of  the  Bill.  They  prophesied  the  return  of  the 
frightful  epidemics  of  the  times  before  Jenner. 
Even  the  Black  Death  of  the  fourteenth  century 
was  brought  up  on  the  Parliamentary  stage. 
The  voting  took  place  on  July  30,  1882,  and  79 
per  cent,  of  the  voters  (253,968  out  of  321,768) 
rejected  the  law.  At  no  time  had  a law  ever 
been  rejected  in  Switzerland  by  such  a crushing 
majority.  In  consequence  of  that  vote  the 
Federal  Ministry  of  War  abolished  the  obligatory 
vaccination  or  revaccination  of  recruits,  and  the 
cantons  Baselstadt,  Baseband,  Obwalden,  and 
Nidwalden  effaced  the  compulsory  vaccination 
■of  children  from  their  legislation.  In  the  year 
1883  the  cantons  of  Zur-ic,  Lucerne,  and  Schaff- 
hausen  followed  suit ; in  1884  Appenzell  a/Rh.  ; 
in  1885  St.  Gall  and  Thurgau  ; in  1894  Schwyz  ; 
and  in  1895  Berne.  Thus  while  88  per  cent,  of 
the  Swiss  population  had  been  under  compul- 
sion to  vaccination  in  the  year  1872,  only  33  per 
cent,  were  so  situated  in  the  year  1895.  How 
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were  the  gloomy  prophecies  of  the  vaccinators 
confirmed  under  this  precipitate  abandonment  of 
the  vaccinatory  superstition  among  the  people  ? 
With  the  regularity  of  clockwork  the  mortality 
■of  smallpox  decreased  in  proportion  to  the  abate- 
ment of  the  legal  obligation  to  vaccinate ; and 
during  the  25  years  1876-1900  that  part  of  the 
population  which  remained  under  compulsory 
vaccination  had  a higher  mortality  from  small- 
pox than  the  part  free  from  that  constraint.  After 
this  one  would  have  expected  that  in  Switzerland 
the  question  of  the  usefulness  and  rightfulness 
of  compulsory  vaccination  would  have  been  de- 
cided for  ever.  But  we  must  not  forget  that 
deeply  implanted  prejudices  hold  longer  in  the 
mind  than  we  used  to  suppose,  especially  if,  as 
on  our  question,  the  rising  medical  generation 
is  in  the  universities  carefully  preserved  from 
every  doubt  of  a traditional  dogma.  “ In 
German  lands,”  says  the  German  humourist 
Jean  Paul  in  his  romance  “ Hesperus,”  “ it 
needs  two  centuries  to  extinguish  a complete 
folly,  one  century  for  assuming  it  and  one  for 
abolishing  it.”  The  vaccinators  will  always 
revive  the  antiquated  faith  in  their  trade  if 
occasionally  it  seems  opportune,  and  so  it  hap- 
pened in  Switzerland.  In  the  year  1901  smallpox 
spread  in  Kiederbipp,  a Burnese  village  with 
2,245  inhabitants.  The  disease  broke  out  in  a 
neglected  family  and  an  unclean  hut.  The  vac- 
cinators sounded  alarm,  ascribing  the  appearance 
of  the  contagion  exclusively  to  the  abolition  of 
compulsory  vaccination  in  the  canton.  The 
frightened  population  thronged  to  their  poisoned 
lancet.  “ About  2,000  vaccinations,”  says  the 
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official  report,  ‘‘  were  completed  in  a compara- 
tively short  space  of  time  ”—2,000  vaccinations 
among  2,245  inhabitants  of  all  ages  ! In  the 
first  rank  stood  the  children  of  the  country  school 
who  could  not  remonstrate.  Forty-one  among 
sixty-four  of  them  being  unvaccinated  were  forth- 
with vaccinated  with  special  thoroughness  on 
both  arms  ; that  is  to  say,  their  natural  power  of 
resistance,  as  much  of  it  as  existed,,  was  broken 
down  by  the  introduction  of  the  virus  to  co- 
operate with  the  contagion.  The  other  23  who' 
had  been  vaccinated  in  early  childhood  remained 
untouched.  All  the  41  freshly  vaccinated  children 
took  the  smallpox,  and  not  one  of  the  23  who  had 
been  untouched.  In  their  official  report  the 
authors  of  that  mischief  concealed  the  coincidence 
of  recent  vaccination,  booked  the  victims  of  that 
vaccination  as  non-vaccinated,  and  professed  to^ 
demonstrate  that  all  vaccinated  children  rested 
intact,  whilst  the  non-vaccinated  had  been  at- 
tacked, then  gave  this  as  an  irrefragable  proof  of 
the  excellency  and  infallibility  of  their  amulet. 
Of  effective  sanitary  measures  nothing  was. 
reported  nor  executed-  Upon  the  whole  123 
inhabitants  of  the  village  took  smallpox  in  this 
outbreak,  and  16  of  them  died.  May  I be  allowed 
to  recall  here  that  during  the  eighty  years  which 
preceded  the  invention  of  Jenner  the  highest 
smallpox  mortality  observed  in  London  was  in 
the  years  1752  and  1763,  and  that  in  both  years 
52  of  10,000  inhabitants  died  of  smallpox, 
whereas  a hundred  years  after  Jenner,  under  the 
zealous  insistence  of  his  disciples,  in  a little  Swiss 
village  16  of  2,245,  equal  to  71  of  10,000,  died  of 
that  disease.  How  long  will  mankind  tolerate 
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being  led  by  the  nose  ? Dr.  Vogt’s  paper  was 
accompanied  by  mortality  figures  by  which  he 
claimed  to  show  that  in  all  Switzerland  (i)  the 
decrease  of  smallpox  mortality  w'as  contempora- 
neous with  the  decline  of  compulsory  vaccination  ; 
(2)  that  the  decline  of  smallpox  \vas  more  rapid 
among  the  population  who  were  under  no  com- 
pulsory vaccination  than  among  those  who  were 
under  compulsion  ; and  (3)  that  during  the  25 
years  1876-1900  the  population  under  compulsory 
vaccination  had  a greater  smallpox  mortality 
than  the  population  who  were  not  under  compul- 
sion.— [Vaccination  Inquirer,  pp.  173,  174,  Dec. 
I903-)

Dr.  Pigeon,  of  Fourchambault. — 

Dr.  Vogt  was  followed  by  Dr.  Pigeon,  of 
Fourchambault,  who  established  the  following 
propositions,  which  have  been  submitted  in  a 
letter  to  the  Deputies  of  the  French  Chamber, 
namely  : — 

1.  That  Variola  is  not  a relatively  serious 

illness. 

2.  That  Vaccination  is  no  preservative  against 

it. 

3.  That  this  same  vaccination,  on  the  contrary, 

predisposes  to  Variola,  and  renders  it  more 
dangerous. 

4.  That  Vaccination  exposes  to  Syphilis. 

5.  That  Vaccination  exposes  equally  to  various 
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other  maladies  much  more  dangerous  than 
the  smallpox. 

6.  That  Vaccination  is  a powerful  cause  of 
degeneration  of  mankind. 

International  Anti-Vaccination  Congress  at  Cologne 
1881.  See  V.I.  Vol.  III.,  pp.  141-2.) 

“ Dr.  Ch.  Pigeon  declared  that  no  enlightened 
physician  is  now  afraid  of  smallpox.  It  was  a 
malady  easily  amenable  to  rational  treatment, 
but  it  serves  the  purpose  of  the  Vaccinationists 
to  pretend  to  the  contrary.  He  had  no  fear  of 
I contagion.” — [in  loc.) 

Dr.  Gifford. — 

“ To  Edward  Jenner  a great  monument  in 
^ memory  has  been  erected,  and  upon  its  columns 
I in  future,  if  not  in  the  present,  generations  will 
i inscribe  : — ‘ Accursed  be  the  man  by  whose  cun- 
V ning  device  the  blood  of  all  nations  has  been

“ The  V^accinators  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  most 
j stupid  and  dangerous  creatures  under  the  sun.”—

'(  Dr.  Colin,  — Chief  Medical  Officer,  Bicetre  Hos- 
pital, Paris — during  the  seige. — 

“ We  have  shown  in  the  second  place  that  the 
,;ib  Bicetre  hospital  staff  has  suffered  little  from 
smallpox.  There  was  no  attack  among  the  40 
)i  doctors  and  dispensers  attached  to  the  institution, 
I nor  among  the  40  sisters  who  nursed  our  sick 
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night  and  day  and  lived  in  the  middle  of  the 
hospital,  although  a great  number  of  those  per- 
sons had  not  yielded  to  the  advice  I gave  them 
that  they  should  be  re-vaccinated.” — (La  Variole, 
1873,  p.  114.

“ law  to  make  vaccination  compulsory  seems 
to  me  vexatious,  ineffective,  and  impracticable. 
I cannot  put  out  of  my  mind  the  offensiveness  of 
such  a law  to  free  men  ; nor  can  I any  more  put 
out  of  my  mind  that  the  father  of  a family  also 
has  rights  of  which  he  can  hardly  be  disposed  to 
deprive  himself  in  order  to  entrust  them  to  the 
Government.  Still,  if  we  could — not  indeed  en- 
tirely suppress  smallpox — but  at  least  diminish  it 
substantially  by  violating  this  liberty,  I could 
even  assent  to  this  notwithstanding  my  repug- 
nance ; but  as  it  is  not  so  I cannot  assent  to  this 
compulsion.” — {Bulletin  de  V Academie  de  Medecine 
17th  Fevrier,  1891,  p.  270,  also  see  Roy.

Dr.  Giel,  M.D.,  Munich,  Central  Vaccination 
Physician. — 

“ The  smallpocks  epidemic  in  Marseilles  com- 
menced with  a young  man  who  had  deep  vaccin- 
ation scars  on  both  arms.-— (I m pfspiegel , p.  16). 

Dr.  E.  A.  Anxelox,  M.D.,  Nancy. — 

“ The  circular  recently  addressed  by  you  to  the 
Heads  of  Universities,  instructing  them  to  direct 
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the  re-vaccination  of  all  pupils  entering  lyceums 
and  colleges  on  the  4th  (October,  has  caused  con- 
sternation in  their  families.  In  making  such  an 

attack  upon  parental  liberty,  you  have 

assumed  a grave  responsibility — a responsibility 
repudiated  by  Parliament unable  to  sup- 

port your  measure  by  the  authority  of  any  law, 
you  have  been  compelled  to  have  recourse  to 
theories  of  an  unknown  school  of  medicine,  with- 
out reputation,  without  authority,  with  no  special 
•commission,  in  the  face,  moreover,  of  the  caution 
displayed  by  Parliament,  and  the  silence  of  the 

Paris  Academy  of  Medicine 

Grant,  Monsieur  le  Ministre,  to  heads  of  fam- 
ilies the  right  to  watch  over  the  welfare  of  their 
■own  children,  and  to  do  in  such  matter  whatsoever 
they  may  deem  advisable.  Withdraw,  I entreat 
you,  your  dangerous  circular.”— Translation  of  a 
letter  to  M.  Jules  Ferry. — {Vaccination  Inquirer, 
vol.  5,  p.  171). 

Professor  Ricord,  M.D.,  Chief  Surgeon  at  the 
Hospital  Du  Midi  at  Paris. — 

“ Should  there  be  proved  clearly  only  one  in- 
disputable case  of  transplanting  by  vaccination, 
the  syphilis  or  any  other  disease,  then  vaccination 
must  cease.” 

One  year  after,  he  declared  “ In  spite  of  my 
struggles  against  it,  I must  admit  the  possibility 
of  spreading  syphilis  by  means  of  vaccination.” 
— (7 mpfspiegel,  p.  23). 

Dr.  Boucher. — 

From  a debate  on  Vaccine  and  Vaccination  held 
at  La  Societe  Medicate  des  Practiciens  de 
Paris,  reproduced  in  Le  Medecin. 
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“ It  was,  as  Dr.  Borne  showed,  (i)  the  Due  de 
Larochefoucauld— Liancourt,  a politician,  with- 
out medical  knowledge,  with  no  aptitude  for  the 
appreciation  of  the  value,  or  inutility  of  a thera- 
peutic process,  who  placed  himself  at  the  head  of 
the  vaccination  movement  in  France.  At  that 
time  nothing  warranted  confidence  in  this  prac- 
tice, nothing  justified  its  adoption 

the  movement  was  in  no  sense  a medical  one,  it 
was  sufficient  to  indicate  the  composition  of  the 
first  list  of  its  patrons.  To  peruse  it  was  at  once 
to  realise  how  the  masses  were  first  led  by  high 
sounding  names  and  how  the  doctors  followed 

They  knew  how  they  loved  to  treat 

the  humble  practitioners  as  a negligible  quantity, 
to  impose  their  ideas,  their  fashions,  and  their 

procedures  upon  him The  officers  of 

health  who  refused  to  practise  vaccination  were 
dismissed.  No  places  were  found  for  doctors 
until  after  their  zeal  for  vaccination  had  been 
recognised.  The  salaries  of  the  doctors  pactising 
in  the  hospitals  were  only  paid  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  a sufficiently  complete  list  of  vaccinations. 
In  a word  it  was  with  the  aid  of  terrorism  that 
the  populace  was  impressed,  and  that  the  minds 
of  frightened  practitioners,  who  found  their 
material  interests  threatened,  were  penetrated 
with  a belief  in  the  efficacy  of  vaccination  against 
smallpox.  Experience  soon  proved  the  emptiness  • 
of  the  brilliant  promises  made  on  the  debut  of 
vaccination.  For  in  1805  the  number  of  the  vac- 
cinated attacked  by  smallpox  was  so  large  that 


(i)  In  his  pamphlet  entitled  '‘Vaccinations  et  re-vaccinations 
obligatoires." 
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the  Jennerian  Society  of  London  was  obliged  tO' 
take  notice  of  it,  and  published  in  the  Monthly 
Magazine  in  1806,  an  article  on  the  subject.”  .... 

“ They  had  a right  to  ask  whether,  in  the 
present  condition  of  our  physiological  knowledge, 
there  existed  anything  whatever  to  serve  even  as- 
the  beginnings  of  proof,  and  whether,  on  the 
contrary,  all  that  we  knew  did  not  tell  against 
this  monstrous  pretension  of  the  vaccinators  to 
revivify  the  organism,  to  purify  it,  to  render  it 
refractory  to  an  infectious  disease  by  polluting  it, 
by  inundating  it  with  infectious  products,  with 
the  very  elements  derived  from  the  focus  of  in- 
fection. He  had  searched  everywhere  in  Dr. 
Borne’s  book  for  this  absolutely  essential  explan- 
ation, and  searched  in  vain.  In  place  of  this, 
what  had  he  found  ? Statistics  ! Yes,  indeed  ; 
and  what  imprudence,  what  signal  stupidit}''  had 
the  apostles  of  vaccine  displayed  in  having 
recourse  to  statistics.  These  had  disclosed  the 
strings  from  which  like  pretty  marionettes,  their 
errors  and  illusions  derived  their  activity.  But 
in  the  hands  of  the  adversary  these  strings,  which 
were  very  elastic,  were  transformed  into  snares 

and  tripped  up  the  marionettes he  would 

sum  up  the  question  by  saying,  on  the  faith  of 
■ the  various  statistics  and  making  every  allowance 
for  the  learned  vaccinators,  that  from  1800  to 
1850,  there  had  been  in  round  figures  200,000 
deaths  in  France  from  smallpox,  and  from  1850 
to  1900  there  had  been  350,000.  Thus  therefore 
(the  Jennerian  practices  having  no  scientific  basis,. 
I was  also  condemned  by  centenary  experience, 
isince  smallpox,  which  it  was  to  cause  to  dis- 
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appear,  raged  as  much  to-day  as  formerly 

Re-vaccination,  equally  with  vaccination  could 
only  be  regarded  as  a practice  persisted  in  by  force 
of  inveterate  habit,  and  as  a manoeurve  intended 
to  maintain  as  long  as  possible  in  the  minds  of 
deceived  multitudes  the  prestige  of  a dogma  and 
confidence  in  its  pontifs.” — (.4  Medical  Debate, 
pp.  6-7,  King  & Son). 


Dr.  Boucher  and  his  Profession. 

Dr.  Boucher  has  contributed  to  “Le  Medecin 
(Brussels)  of  February  i8th  a remarkable  article 
on  what  he  calls  the  1905  smallpox  balance  sheet 
for  Paris,  with  a retrospective  glance  on  small- 
pox and  vaccination.  He  dedicates  it  among  , 
others,  and  first,  to  the  friends  in  England  who 
“ for  many  years  have  sustained  with  unwearying" 
energy  the  good  fight  against  the  murderous 
practice  of  vaccination  ; ” and  in  his  introduction 
he  notes  that  the  most  scrupulous  logic,  the  most 
conclusive  facts,  the  most  convincing  experiences 
are  at  present  unable  to  prevail  against  the  unin- 
telligent and  brutal  forces  of  certain  whirlwinds 
and  currents  of  opinion  in  the  so-called  scientific 
domain.  There  are  precedents  for  this,  however, 
in  the  history  of  Galileo  and  of  Ohm.  Dr. 
Boucher  says  that  on  account  of  his  demonstra- 
tions of  the  Jennerian  folly  and  Pasteur’s  non- 
sense he  himself  was  to  be  silenced  (“on  me 
voulut  mettre  en  casemate  ’’),  and  in  order  to 
escape  the  vengeance  of  the  pontiffs  of  his  profes- 
sion, he  was  obliged,  to  his  great  regret,  to  leave 
the  French  army,  in  which  he  had  served  for  III 
twenty-seven  years,  and  in  seven  campaigns.  But  |i 
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the  seeds  of  truth  sown  even  in  the  whirlwind 
germinate  and  grow  after  the  tempest  passes,  and 
so  he  continues  the  work  of  the  sower.  At  the 
conclusion  of  his  article,  from  which  we  regret 
we  can  quote  so  little.  Dr.  Boucher  come  to  the 
definite  conclusion  that  vaccination  not  only  fails 
to  protect  from  smallpox,  but  actually,  on  the 
contrary,  perpetuates  it.” — (V.I.,  March,  1906). 

Dr.  Paul  Archambaud,  President  of  La  Societe 
Medicale  des  Practiciens  de  Paris ; and  Editor 
of  Le  Revue  Medicale.— 

“ It  is  with  a pleasure,  always  fresh,  that  we 
listen  to  the  communications  of  our  colleague, 
Dr.  Boucher,  who,  without  troubling  himself 
with  principles  admitted  by  almost  all  the  world, 
maintains  with  energy  and  eloquence  the  theories 
that  commend  themselves  to  him  as  the  best. 
The  originality  of  his  ideas,  the  vigour  with 
which  he  defends  them,  are  in  this  assembly  the 
origin  of  discussions  fertile  in  new  perceptions 
and  fruitful  in  practical  conclusions.  I do  not 
think  I have  the  right,  any  more  than  others,  to 
pronounce  in  any  absolutely  categorical  fashion 
for  or  against  vaccination,  but  I consider  that 
statistics  are  made  to  say  so  many  erroneous  and 
contradictory  things  that  it  is  at  least  imprudent 
to  depend  upon  them  in  affirming  the  efficacious- 
ness of  any  method.  I find  myself  here  in  the 
presence  of  confreres,  one  of  whom  has  declared 
to  me  that  in  a military  hospital  he  had  ascer- 
tained in  what  a bizarre  fashion  statistics  could 
be  made.  Every  day  the  doctor  on  duty  received 
a paper  on  which  it  was  his  duty  to  record  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  the  patients,  the 
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diagnosis,  &c.,  and  finally  at  the  bottom  of  the 
page  the  records  of  the  barometer,  thermometer, 
and  hygrometer,  and  all  the  directions  of  the 
wind.  Now,  in  that  hospital  there  was  but  one 
barometer — it  was  in  the  library,  which  was 
always  closed.  There  was  no  thermometer,  no 
hygrometer  in  the  ward,  no  weathercock  in  the 
building.  Nothwithstanding  this,  every  day  all 
the  information  required  on  the  paper  was  forth- 
coming with  the  greatest  exactitude,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Health  department  regularly 
published  statistics  from  which  conclusions  were 
to  be  drawn  as  to  influence  of  the  temperature, 
the  atmospheric  pressure,  the  moisture  of  the  air, 
the  direction  of  the  wind,  on  the  incubation  and 
the  progress  of  disease.  If  we  allow  that  the 
statistics  even  of  our  great  institutions  may  be 
compiled  in  similar  fashion,  it  wmuld  be  easy  to 
batter  down  theories  based  on  such  foundations. 
I thank  Dr.  Boucher  in  your  name  for  his  interest- 
ing commdnication.” — (Medical  Debate  on  Vacci- 
nation,  pp.  14-15  ; King  & Son.) 

“ Without  being  a militant  anti-vaccinator,  I 
have  for  many  years  protested  against  the  assaults 
on  individual  liberty  by  the  obligation  to  vacci- 
nate and  re- vaccinate.  I consider  that  the  greatest 
respect  is  due  to  physical  liberty  as  well  as  to 
freedom  of  thought,  and  I do  not  see  without 
misgiving  the  promulgation  in  all  countries  of 
those  laws  which  oblige  us  to  be  vaccinated  and 
re-vaccinated,  and  which  to-morrow  may  force 
us  to  have  ourselves  inoculated  with  all  the  so- 
called  preventive  serums,  at  the  risk  of  exposing 
our  own  lives  in  the  very  problematical  expecta- 
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tion  of  saving  the  lives  of  our  neighbours.  It  is 
sad  to  see  our  legislators  giving  a hearing  to  all 
these  inventors  on  the  faith  of  their  belonging  to 
academies  or  official  institutions,  and  remaining 

deaf  to  the  discoveries, of  medical 

practitioners  who  gain  their  experience  daily 
from  thousands  of  diseases,  and  not  from  broth 
cultures,  which  for  the  most  part  have  nothing  in 
common  with  the  environment  in  which  the 
constituent  elements  of  the  human  organism  are 
born  and  flourish  and  die.” — (Le  Medicin,  see 
Medical  Debate,  pp.  15-16  ; King  & Son.) 

Dr.  Archambaud — • 

“ I did  not  say, that  nothing  up  to  now 

had  demonstrated  the  efficacy  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  but  certainly  that  vaccine  is 
not  a prophylactic  against  smallpox  invariably. 
(Mais  bien  que  la  vaccine  n’etait  pas  un  preser- 
vatif  quand  meme  de  la  variole.)  In  fact,  nothing, 
unfortunately,  in  medicine  is  absolute.  We  do 
not  deal  with  diseases  ; we  deal  with  patients  ; 
and  the  method  that  succeeds  with  one  fails 
completely  with  the  other  in  cases  which  appear 
to  be  absolutely  identical.  All  doctors  know 
perfectly  well  that  a great  number  of  persons 
who  have  been  vaccinated,  even  recently,  have 
contracted  smallpox.  All  doctors  know,  also, 
that  vaccination  has  it  inconveniences,  and  it  is 
well  that  the  public  should  not  regard  it  as  a 
trivial  operation.  I profit  by  the  hospitality 
which  I hope  you  will  fraternally  accord  to  this 
letter  of  correction,  to  put  the  public  on  guard 
against  all  injections  of  preventive  serums  of 
vaccines,  not  because  all  are  inefficacious,  but 
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because  they  really  require  to  be  used  with  pru- 
dence and  discernment,  I regard  as  an  attack  on 
^ individual  liberty  the  new  law  of  Public  Health 
! which  makes  vaccination  obligatory,  that  is  to 
' say,  which  forces  us  to  permit  the  introduction 
into  our  tissues  of  a virus  often,  no  doubt,  effica- 
cious, but  in  certain  subjects  previously  inclined 
to  certain  diseases  capable  of  producing  by  the 
i simple  febrile  agitations  of  the  injection  morbid 
results  more  or  less  calamitous.  Just  as  no  law 
can  prevent  the  patient  from  choosing  his  own 
physician,  so  no  law  ought  to  oblige  the  doctor 
I to  resort  to  one  method  in  preference  to  another 
which  he  regards  as  more  useful  or  more  oppor- 
tune.”— [L'Atitovite,  April  29th  ; see  Vaccination 
Inquirer,  July,  1904,  p.  74.) 

M.  Paul  de  Cassagnac,  Editor  of  IV Autorite. —

The  late  Herbert  Spencer  and  Vaccination. 

The  late  Dr.  Hubert  Boens,  of  Charleroi,  in 
1884,  dedicated  a pamphlet  to  Mr.  Herbert 
Spencer.  It  was  entitled ; “ La  Variole,  la 
vaccine  et  les  vaccinides  en  1884.”  The  follow- 
ing is  a translation  of  the  correspondence  which 
passed  between  Dr.  Boens  and  Mr.  Spencer  : — 

Dear  and  Honoured  Master  and  Colleague, — 
Science  and  Philosophy  ought  to  unite  in  re- 
deeming the  errors  of  the  past. 

Of  these  vaccination  is  one. 
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We  offer  you,  for  the  nght  against  it,  precise 
facts  and  irrefutable  arguments. 

You  have  been  good  enough  to  join  us  in  pro- 
testing against  legislation  which  makes  vaccina- 
tion obligatory. 

It  is  no  longer  only  the  intervention  of  the 
legislator  in  this  medical  practice,  which  is  a 
source  of  considerable  revenues  to  the  Faculty, 
which  needs  to  be  stopped,  but  also  the  practice 
itself,  and  that  in  the  names  of  hygiene  and  of 
the  public  health. 

Be  so  kind  as  to  accept,  dear  and  honoured 
colleague  and  master,  the  dedication  of  this 
pamphlet,  with  the  assurance  of  my  most  respect- 
ful regards.

ITALY. 

Dr.  Riboli,  M.D.,  Professor  of  the  Academy 
Turin,  Physician  to  Garibaldi. — 

“ When  we  see  that  in  the  opinion  to  the  best 
thinkers,  medicine  is  still  one  of  the  least  perfect 
arts,  that  its  practice  is  highly  empiric,  and  per- 
haps no  part  more  so  than  cattle  pocks  vaccina- 
tion, that  our  medical  treatment  is  essentially  a 
personal  affair,  that  compulsion  bars  the  way  to 
truth ; paralizes  research  ; that  no  compulsory 
measure  can  be  allowed  unless  its  beneht  is 
beyond  doubt.  When  we  consider  the  difficulty, 
nay,  the  impossibility  of  knowing  in  advance,  if 
the  virus — terrible  word — be  pure  or  impure,  and 
how  it  affects  organic  life,  when  we  think  about  the 
seriousness  of  the  thing  to  have  each  child,  born 
in  our  country,  poisoned  compulsorily  ; then  we 
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cannot  withstand  the  conclusion  that  blind  force 
is  linked  with  a sure  danger  to  life  and  health, 
and  that  it  is  an  obvious  violation  of  the  individ- 
ual liberty  of  a subject.” — {Impfspiegel,  1890, 
p.  26.) 

Professor  Carlo  Ruata,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Hy- 
giene in  the  University  of  Perugia. — 

To-day,  in  the  presence  of  this  distinguished 
assembly,  I,  who  was  formerly  a believer  in  the 
efficacy  of  vaccination  and  am  now  its  inveterate 
opponent,  crave  permission  to  consider  this  im- 
portant subject.  I should  premise  that  my  belief 
in  vaccination  was  derived  not  so  much  from 
actual  knowledge  or  from  information  acquired 
at  the  University  ( where  vaccination  is  held  to 
be  the  only  preventive  of  smallpox)  as  from  in- 
herited belief  in  the  dogma  held  in  common  with 
all  medical  men  leaving  the  University  for  pro- 
fessional practice. 

The  fact  that  in  the  course  of  my  annual  spring 
sessions  several  deaths  among  the  infants  sub- 
mitted for  vaccination  recurred  persistently, 
caused  me  to  study  the  problem  in  all  its  aspects, 
with  the  result  that  for  the  last  twelve  years,  in 
spite  of  the  ridicule  of  those  who  have  not  the  ex- 
tended experience  to  ivhich  I lay  claim,  I have  not 
ceased  to  strive,  albeit  wholly  unsupported,  to 
make  men  understand  that  vaccination  has  no 
protective  efficacy  ; that  vaccination  has  no 
scientific  basis  ; that  vaccination  is  grounded  on 
a phenomenal  sequence  of  blunders  ; that  vacci- 
nation entails  serious  injury  direct  and  indirect  ; 
in  fine  that  vaccination  is  one  of  the  gravest  and 


most  fatal  blunders  into  which  the  medical  pro- 
fession has  ever  fallen,  as  I am  now  prepared  to 
demonstrate. 


However,  during  three  years  (1840-41-42)  England 
registered  19,517  deaths  from  smallpox  ; during 
four  years  (1847-50)  20,439  ; and  during  the  next 
two  years  (1851-52)  14,317.  Again,  pro-vaccinists 
ascribed  this  high  mortality  to  the  unvaccinated 
portion  of  the  population.  In  pursuance  of  their 
advice  Parliament  passed,  without  a dissentient 
voice,  that  important  Act  which  made  vaccina- 
tion compulsory  under  a penalty  of  a fine  of  20s. 
or  imprisonment,  for  parents  and  guardians  who 
should  neglect  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
within  the  first  three  months  from  birth.  But 
smallpox  took  little  heed  of  this  law  ; from  1853 
to  1862  it  claimed  30,537  victims  ; and  22,853  in 
the  four  years  1863-66.  Confronted  with  these 
figures,  pro-vaccinists  again  deplored  the  large 
proportion  of  children  that  escaped  vaccination  ; 
therefore,  the  following  year  (1867)  the  British 
Parliament  passed  another  important  law,  by 
which  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was 
divided  into  vaccination  districts,  and  Boards  of 
Guardians  were  authorised  to  appoint  officers, 
with  the  duty  of  following  the  register  of  births, 
so  as  to  ensure  that  every  child  entered  therein 
■should  be  vaccinated  according  to  the  law  of 
1853  within  the  first  three  months  from  birth. 
People  had  entire  confidence  in  vaccination  ; 
•opposition  there  was  none  ; Jenner’s  prediction 
•seemed  about  to  be  verified ; when,  exactly  as 
everything  was  in  good  working  order,  the  great 
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smallpox  epidemic  of  1871-2  broke  out.  carrying 
off  in  England  and  ^^"ales  no  fewer  than  42,084, 
viz.,  23,062  in  1871,  and  19,022  in  1872 

After  such  convincing  figures  as  these,  further 
proof  is  needless  ; yet  I must  not  omit  to  mention 
our  own  country  where  the  mortality  from  small- 
pox should  cause  every  humane  person  to  ask 
himself  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  for  a 
careful  inquiry  as  to  the  amount  of  protection 
hitherto  afforded  by  vaccination.  Here,  we  have 
no  Anti- Vaccination  Leagues  ; here,  everyone 
believes  that  vaccination  is  the  only  protective 
against  smallpox  ; here,  parents  and  guardians 
hold  it  a prime  obligation  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated,  so  that  we  have  a well  vaccinated 
population.  Well,  in  only  ten  years  (1887-96), 
smallpox  carried  off  69,430  individuals,  whilst  in 
England  during  the  same  period  it  carried  off 
only  4,991 — England,  which  since  1872  has  been 
opposing  vaccination  ; and  where,  during  the 
latter  part  of  that  period,  nearly  one-third  of  the 
infants  were  escaping  its  fangs.  But  these  heavy 
Italian  losses  did  not  occur  where  knowledge, 
more  or  less,  of  the  necessity  of  precaution  against 
infection  prevailed ; they  occurred  in  districts 
where,  owing  to  dense  ignorance,  the  contagion 
was  allowed  to  spread  and  propagate  itself  with- 
out let  or  hindrance.  During  the  epidemic  of 
1887-88,  Badolato  in  Calabria  counted  1200 
smallpox  cases  in  a population  of  3500  ; and  of 
the  2500  inhabitants  in  Majerato,  about  two- 
thirds,  that  is  more  than  1500,  were  down  by  the 
disease.  At  Lei  in  Sardinia,  with  a population  of 
416,  51  died  of  smallpox  ; in  Laerru,  with  a 
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population  of  800,  79;  and  Perfugas,  in  the  space 
of  only  one  month,  had  541  cases  in  a population 
of  1400.  At  Randazzo,  Regalbuto,  Aderno, 
Leonforte,  Bolognetta,  Palmi  di  Montechiaro, 
Montedoro,  Lucca  Sicula,  etc.,  etc.,  the  popula- 
tions were  almost  decimated  by  smallpox  ; while 
the  town  of  \httoria,  in  the  province  of  Syracuse, 
lost  no  fewer  than  2100  in  a population  of  26,000. 
But  in  the  neighbouring  towm  of  Terranova  ,with 
20,000  inhabitants,  thanks  to  the  exertions  of  the 
late  lamented  Dr.  Rainalo,  who  established  a 
committee  of  scrutiny,  with  power  to  isolate  any 
case  that  might  be  imported,  although  the  enemy 
made  nineteen  appearances  within  its  walls  all 
contagion  was  avoided.  Terranova,  like  a besieged 
city,  bravely  and  successfully  withstood  these 
repeated  attacks  ; thus  emulating,  but  on  a larger 
scale,  the  example  of  Leicester — for  the  terrible 
epidemic  had  spread  throughout  Sicily,  costing 
no  fewer  than  12,611  lives. 

Nor  is  this  all.  To  the  official  registers  in 
England  there  has  been  added,  since  1881,  a col- 
umn he  ided:  Deaths  from  Vaccination.  Now  mark: 
From  1881  to  1895  the  deaths  entered  in  this 
column  amounted  to  no  fewer  than  795,  which 
means  that  795  individuals  are  officially  recog- 
nised as  slain  by  vaccination;  and  thus  it  has 
come  to  pass  that  during  three  years  (1889-90-91), 
whilst  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  smallpox 
was  88,  the  number  of  deaths  from  vaccination 
was  1 14.  Query  : What  might  be  the  number  of 
deaths  from  vaccination  in  England  previous  to 
1881  if  it  were  possible  to  discover  them — seeing 
that  medical  practitioners  as  a rule  are  unwilling. 
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to  admit  that  any  of  their  vaccination  cases  result 
in  death  ? 

Since  the  time  when  Jenner  first  introduced 
lymph  taken  from  vaccine  vesicles  no  one  as  yet 
has  been  able  to  explain  of  what  it  consists.  We 
take  it  on  the  point  of  our  lancet,  we  insert  it  in 
the  tender  flesh  of  our  cherished  infants — uncon- 
scious of  our  deed — and  incontinently  we  lose 
sight  of  it ; it  mingles  with  the  blood  ; but  of  how 
it  behaves,  how  it  acts,  what  modifications  it 
causes,  we  are  profoundly  ignorant,  no  physician 
having  hitherto  hazarded  even  a hint  as  to  the 
mode  in  which  vaccine  lymph  acts  on  the  human 
system.  The  operation  is  performed  with  a view 
to  preserve  our  bodies  from  smallpox  ; but  its 
supposed  protective  virtue  is  based  on  a series  of 
errors  of  observation.  The  only  quite  certain 
thing,  admitted  by  every  one — even  by  the  most 
rabid  advocates  of  vaccination— is  that  it  some- 
times causes  death.  Yet,  in  view  of  these  facts, 
our  Parliament  sanctions  a law  of  compulsory 
vaccination,  which,  at  variance  with  all  other 
laws,  commits  an  assault  on  the  person,  and  not 
only  harshly  interferes  with  the  liberty  of  the 
subjects,  but  restricts  the  right  of  self-defence. 

A Twentieth  Century  Outlook. 

Whereas  the  aim  of  therapeutics  is  to  cure  sick- 
ness in  our  bodies,  and  that  of  hygiene  to  main- 
tain them  in  health  by  a salubrious  environment, 
vaccination  undertakes  to  modify  our  robust, 
healthy  bodies  in  order  to  adapt  them  to  an  in- 
salubrious environment ; it  belongs  neither  to 
therapeutics,  nor  to  hygiene  ; it  belongs  to  that 
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fatal,  fanciful,  spurious  science'  which,  rejecting, 
the  teachings  of  experience,  rest  on  dogma  and 
creed,  which  in  other  departments  of  sociology 
have  produced  as  many  evils  as  vaccination  has 
produced  in  medicine.  Vaccination  is  a mon- 
strosity, the  misbegotten  offspring  of  Error  and 
Ignorance;  and,  being  such,  it  should  have  no  place 
either  in  hygiene  or  in  medicine. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — From  the  inquiry 
which  we  have  been  pursuing,  we  have  seen  that 
the  past  century  was  the  century  of  inoculation, 
that  the  present  century  may  be  described  as  the 
century  of  vaccination.  Let  us,  in  these  last 
years  of  the  19th  century,  cherish  the  hope  that 
the  century  about  to  open  will  be  the  century  of 
hygiene  ! I mean  of  that  true  hygiene  which,, 
based  solely  on  anatomy,  physiology,  and  path- 
ology in  relation  to  our  environment,  has  so  far 
demonstrated  that  disease  is  not  a condition  of 
life,  but  that  all  diseases  are  avoidable  and  ought 
to  be  avoided  ; of  that  hygiene  which  aims  at 
escorting  the  human  being  through  his  career — 
birth  to  death — without  sickness,  and  inaugurat- 
ing a new  civilization  differing  from  all  previous 
civilizations — the  civilization  of  mens  sana  in 
cor  pore  sano.- — -( Public  address  given  at  the  opening 
of  the  Session  of  the  University  of  Perugia,  Nov. 
i8g8.  Translated  from  the  Italian. — National 
Anti-Vaccination  League,  London). 

Professor  Ruata  on  Re-vaccinated  Smallpox  in  Italy. 

The  following  communication  was  read  from 
Professor  C.  Ruata,  of  the  University  of  Perugia ; 

“ What  makes  a deep  impression  upon  me  is 
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the  fact  that  some  published  English  or  Scotch 
statistics  are  so  widely  different  from  what  I see 
in  Italy.  If  the  power  of  re-vaccination  is  so 
great  in  England  as  to  preserve  everyone  ‘effici- 
ently ’ (what  is  ‘ efficiently  ’ ?j,  why  is  this  power 
not  the  same  in  other  countries?  I only  quote 
a few  recent  facts  observed  in  Italy.  In  the 
August  number  of  the  Medical  Journal  of  our 
Army  there  are  the  statistics  of  different  diseases 
in  our  Army  during  the  year  1899.  The  cases  of 
smallpox  were  68  upon  a total  of  206,429  soldiers. 
All  these  men  were  duly  re-vaccinated,  as  there  is 
a by-law  very  strictly  adhered  to,  which  prescribes 
that  every  conscript  must  be  re-vaccinated  on  the 
first  day  of  his  entering  the  Army.  Our  soldiers 
stop  three  years  under  the  Army,  and  then  go 
home.  The  68  cases  of  smallpox  were  then  all 
recently  re- vaccinated  less  than  three  years  before. 
In  the  September  number  of  the  Medical  Society 
of  Bologna’s  Bulletin  there  is  the  official  report 
of  a discussion  on  a paper  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Bologna,  Dr.  Boselli,  on  ‘ Some  cases  of  Small- 
pox which  appeared  in  Bologna.'  The  facts  are 
simply  as  follows  : In  the  beginning  of  last  March 
two  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  to  the  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Bologna.  The  smallpox  hospital 
was  immediately  opened,  and  the  two  cases 
isolated  there.  The  hospital  staff  were  all  re- 
vaccinated ; it  was  composed  of  nine  persons, 
and  in  all  of  them  re-vaccination  was  beautifully 
successful.  Of  these  nine  persons  five  took  small- 
pox and  one  died.  In  the  town  not  a single  case 
more  of  smallpox.  Two  women  were  attacked 
by  smallpox  after  14  days  from  vaccination,  when 
the  vaccine  pustules  were  healing ; the  porter  was 
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attacked  23  days  after,  when  the  pustules  were 
quite  healed ; and  the  wardrobe-keeper  was 
attacked  after  8 days,  when  the  pustules  were 
‘flourishing.’  This  last  case  died.” — (Vaccination

Writing  to  “The  Sanitary  Record.” 

In  vour  leader  on  “ The  Anti -Vaccination 
Campaign”  (November  igth),  you  say  that  at 
the  annual  autumn  Conference  of  the  National 
Anti-Vaccination  League  the  anti-vaccinationists 
made  a handle  of  the  refusal  of  access  to  hospital 
registers  for  the  purpose  of  examination  and 
classification  of  statistics,  as  if  this  refusal  was 
maintained  for  concealing  something. 

I must  confess  that  this  refusal  is  not  favour- 
ably judged  in  Italy,  where  so  much  attention  is 
paid  to  English  statistics  and  English  things  in 
general.  I must  add,  for  my  own  part,  that  there 
is  such  an  enormous  difference  between  English 
and  Italian  statistics  that  it  is  simply  absurd  to 
admit  that  both  of  them  represent  the  truth. 
And  as  in  Italy  no  refusal  at  all  exists  of  access 
to  hospitals  or  other  registers,  I am  rather  in- 
clined to  think  that  the  English  statistics  con- 
cerning the  cases  of  smallpox  are  not  quite  trust- 
worthy. For  instance,  in  the  last  “Annual 
Report  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  ” I 
read  fp.  167)  that  during  the  London  epidemic  of 
1901 -2  not  one  case  of  smallpox  was  admitted  in 
the  hospitals  under  one  year  of  age  who  had  pre- 
viously been  successfully  vaccinated,  and  only 
18  successfully  vaccinated  were  admitted  under 
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five  years  of  age,  while  the  number  of  unvaccina- 
ted cases  has  been  187  under  one  year  of  age  and 
71 1 under  five  years  of  age.  This  striking  con- 
trast speaks  most  favourably  for  the  efficiency  of 
vaccination,  so  much  so  that  many  English  doc- 
tors have  asserted  that  vaccination  protects 
thoroughly  from  smallpox  for  about  ten  years, 
and  recommend  re-vaccination. 

Not  only  so,  but  while  not  one  of  the  18  cases 
successfully  vaccinated  died,  of  the  187  non- vac- 
cinated cases  130  died,  and  339  of  the  71 1 cases 
unvaccinated  under  five  years  of  age.  The  total 
number  of  admissions  during  the  year  1901 -2  was 
9,659,  and  the  number  of  deaths  2,602. 

During  the  year  1901  we  had  in  Naples  a 
stronger  epidemic  of  smallpox.  We  had  3,711 
notified  cases  of  smallpox,  with  918  deaths.  Of 
these  69,  with  30  deaths,  were  under  one  year  of 
age,  and  successfully  vaccinated  ; 414  cases,  with 
14 1 deaths,  had  less  than  five  years  of  age,  and 
were  successfully  vaccinated  ; and  709,  with  18 1 
deaths,  were  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  success- 
fully vaccinated. 

As  you  see,  all  these  children  were  recently 
successfully  vaccinated  and  attacked  b}^  small - 
p6x  ; not  only  so,  but  so  badly  that,  of  the  69 
babies  under  one  year  of  age,  almost  a half  died. 

As  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  explain  how  vac- 
cination in  London  is  so  fully  protective  for  little 
children,  while  in  Italy  it  is  so  useless,  I am  rather 
inclined  to  think  that  if  the  refusal  of  access  to 
hospital  registry  was  taken  off  perhaps  the  strik- 
ing difference  between  English  and  Italian  statis- 
tics on  this  matter  would  disappear. — {Vaccination 
Inquire^',  191,1.04).

were  invited  by  the  Government  to  take  part  in 
a Conference  relative  to  the  introduction  of  com- 
pulsory vaccination  regulations.  This  they  de- 
clined to  do  on  the  following  grounds  : — 

ist. — That  it  was  difficult  to  reconcile  vaccina- 
tion with  the  principles  of  modern  science,  and 
particularly  with  the  teaching  of  pathological 
physiology,  and  it  was  still  more  difficult  to  pro- 
duce scientific  proof  that  vaccination  afforded 
protection  against  epidemic  diseases. 

2nd. — Vaccination  had  not  made  good  the 
protective  power  attributed  to  it  against  either 
sporadic  or  epidemic  appearance  of  smallpox. 

3rd. — -Vaccination  was  not  freed  from  the  re- 
proaches raised  against  it  of  having  a detrimental 
influence  on  the  tender  organism  of  the  child — of 
sometimes  originating  acute,  and  often  fatal, 
metastasis — and  of  a possible  diffusion  of  different 
varieties  of  deterioration  of  the  humours,  of  the 
body,  leading  to  an  ultimate  increase  of  disease 
and  death. — (“  Korrespondenzblatt  fiir  offentliche 
undpersonliche  Gesundheitspflege.” — Vaccination 
Inquirer,  Nov.  1905,  p.  154).

“ Even  the  wish  to  protect  man  against  a pos- 
sible disease  of  smallpox,  or  even  death,  does  not 
justify  compulsory  vaccination,  because  we  have 
seen  that  by  vaccination  such  chronic  diseases, 
which  lead  man,  after  a long  or  short  time,  to 
death  are  developed.” — (Impfspiegel,  1890  p.  27). 


SWEDEN.

Cancer  in  Sweden. — Dr.  U.  Ouensel  states  that 
there  has  been  a progressive  increase  in  the  mor- 
tality from  cancer  in  all  Swedish  towns  during 
the  last  twenty-hve  years.  In  1875-79  it  was  only 
8 in  10,000  inhabitants,  but  it  had  risen  in  1895- 
99  to  9.76.  In  the  former  period  cancer  repre- 
sented only  3.57  of  the  total  mortality,  and  in  the 
latter  6.27.  This  increase  is  chiefly  in  the  male 
sex,  as  in  1875-79  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in 
the  two  sexes  was  as  192  females  to  100  males, 
while  in  the  latter  period  the  proportion  is  150 
females  to  100  males.  Dr.  Quensel  has  also 
studied  the  relation  of  cancer  mortality  to  the 
density  of  population,  and  excluding  towns  of  j 
more  than  100,000  inhabitants,  of  w'hich  there 
are  only  two  in  Sweden  (Stockholm  and  Got-  | 
tenburg),  the  mortality  is  in  inverse  proportion  : 
to  the  total  population,  being  10.05  10,000  in  ^ 

populations  of  less  than  2,000 ; 9.08  in  towns  of 
from  2,000  to  10,000 inhabitants;  and  8.53  in  towns 
of  between  10,000  and  100,000  inhabitants. —

Since  the  foregoing  matter  was  prepared  for 
press  and  partly  printed  off,  the  Compiler  has 
received  a further  statement  from  the  Editor  of 
the  Cleveland  Medical  Journal. 

The  communication  was  in  reply  to  a request 
for  permission  to  re-print  Dr.  Friedrich’s  paper  in 
toto,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  reported  dis- 
cussion thereon,  in  another  booklet  of  this  series 
entitled  : “ Notable  Public  Debates,  Discussions, 
etc.,  on  Vaccination.”  This  it  is  intended  to  print 
in  due  course,  and  the  statement  in  question  will 
then  be  appended  to  the  report  ; but  having  in 
this  present  booklet,  reproduced  a considerable 
rescript  of  Dr.  Friedrich’s  paper  (p.  i)  and  also 
of  Dr.  Munn’s  later  notes  thereon  (p.  70)  ; the 
Compiler  believes  it  will  be  more  in  accord  with 
the  wishes  of  the  Cleveland  Medical  Journal  to 
give  currency  to  the  statement  in  this  place  also. 

Statement  by  Edward  Perkins  Carter,  Esq. 
Editor  of  the  Cleveland  Medical  Journal, 
May  1 8th,  1906. — 

“ As  shown  by  the  records  of  the  Health  Office 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Dr.  Martin  Friedrich  was 
appointed  Health  Officer  during  a waning  epi- 
demic of  smallpox.  He  at  once,  and  very 
properly,  began  to  clean  up  the  infected  districts. 
The  last  cases  soon  disappeared,  but  previous  to 
his  campaign,  their  numbers  were  becoming 
fewer  and  fewer. 
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In  a very  short  time  the  disease  was  again 
introduced  into  Cleveland  from  without.  In 
spite  of  the  previous  disinfections,  and  their 
vigorous  continuance  in  the  new  epidemic,  the 
number  of  cases  increased  month  by  month.  .\t 
first,  during  the  Spring  and  Summer,  with  increas- 
ing numbers  of  cases,  general  vaccination  was 
not  introduced  on  account  of  Dr.  Friedrich’s 
unwillingness  to  use  an  unsatisfactory  vaccine. 
Finally,  however,  a satisfactory  virus  was  secured 
and  general  vaccination  was  begun.  The  work- 
men in  numerous  shops,  children  about  to  re- 
enter school  for  the  full  term,  and  all  persons  who 
came  in  contact  with  smallpox,  were  vaccinated 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  Within  two  months  after 
the  beginning  of  general  vaccination  an  epi- 
demic, which  had  promised  by  its  constantly 
increasing  numbers  of  cases,  to  be  very  serious 
indeed  began  to  decline,  and  once  on  the  de- 
cline dropped  olT  with  great  rapidity.  You  will 
please  note  that  in  the  above  statement  there  can 
be  found  scarcely  a single  statement  of  opinion, 
simply  cold,  hard  facts
